Such re- 
vision of our laws us would make evident 
to officials, pupils and the public their 
respective rights ami duties would be an 
important step towards a more satisfac- 
tory condition. 

And now let us hope that there will be 
no more lamentation, especially on rite 
part of the law-makers and executors, 
over the great need of respect for law in 
the city of Newton. It is not to be ex- 
pected that cither pupils or parents will 
have more respect for it than the authori- 
ties themselves exhibit. Tlie latter, by 
virtue of their position, stand pledged to 
make and enforce all regulations needful 
for the maintenance of punctuality, good 
attendance and order. To neglect to 
provide suitable lawsor to rail to execute 
them, and charge tlie evil consequences 
to defective home training will add 
neither dignity nor strength to the posi- 
tion of tlie authorities. 

It is well to remember, too. that tlie 
infliction of punishment is not necessari- 
ly the adminstration of justice, and that 
it is possible to create a contempt for 
law 1»\ tlie manner of enforcing it.

Horace Mann lyas said that “Public 
sentiment exceeds ami excels the law," 
and since public sentiment uot only has 
created and maintains the public schools, 
but is itself, in turn, created by them:

Our common schools are not only a 
common inheritance but a common trust 
for which private citizens, no less than 
the committee are responsible. That 
education, therefore, falls tar short of 
the ideals of the founders of our schools, 
which fails to teach that intellectual cul- 
ture is not an end hut a means, ami that 
every man and woman who lias once 
bet ii a beneficiary of our public schools 
is the i eby pledged to become their bene- 
factor.

The Common Council met Monday eve- 
ning, President Burr in the chair. Other 
members present, Councilmen Bond, 
Hunt, Wiswall, Konno, (lore, Moody, 
Hale. Greenwood, Rice, Powell, Hamb- 
len, Kennedy. Business from the board 
of aldermen was disposed of in concur- 
rence. 

Tho order giving $ UK) to Mr. O'Leary 
was passed after some discussion. Coun- 
cilman Bond asked for information and 
President Burr responded, giving the 
history of tho claim before last year's fi- 
nance committee, the commiltce on claims 
and the hoard of health, and said that 
$25 would cover all his expenses, when he 
was first notified by Agent Mostnan. 
THOMPSONVILLE 8CIIOOI, HOUSE. 

The order appropriating $4,500 for a 
school house at Thompsonville was de- 
bated at some length. 

Councilman Kennedy stated that last 
year's public property committee had 
been given authority to procure plans 
and specifications, and had advertised 
for proposals and got plans from skilled 
architects for a two room building. The 
cost would have been between $7,000 and 
$8, 000, and tho plans adopted were chosen 
with the advice and approval of the 
school board and of the school commit- 
tee from tho ward. All this had had to 
be thrown away because at the last meet- 
ing of the board of aldermen an order 
had been passed appropriating $4,500 for 
a one room building. The people at 
.^Thompsonville were certainly entitled to 
a new school building, but he was not in 
favor of appropriating money without 
first knowing how much would be need- 
ed. The cellar for the proposed building, 
Jie had been told by a prominent builder 
3 nd a member of the common council, 
would cost some $2,000, as it would have 
to be excavated out of the solid rock; and 
he therefore moved that the order lay on 
the table, for tfte purpose of passing an 
order authorizing the public property 
committee to advertise for proposals, so 
that the cost might be ascertained. 

President Burr said that he knew per- 
sonally of the pressing need of a new 
building at Thompsonville, as the pres- 
ent accommodations were very bad, and 
no delay should be placed in the way of 
building it as soon as possible. 

Councilman Kennedy said that the ob- 
ject was not to cause delay, but that the 
plans and specifications might be se- 
cured, the cost ascertained, and thus all 
need of coming again for an increase in 
the appropriation obviated. The last 
public property committee and the 
school committee had spent a good deal 
of time in choosing a site. 

Councilman Bond asked if all the de- 
sirable sites in the city's lot would re- 
quire $2,000 to excavate a cellar. If that 
was true, it might be cheaper to buy a 
new lot. 

President Burr said that he did not 
thiuk it would cost nearly that sum for 
a cellar. He lived within half a mile of 
the place and had had some experience 
in getting cellars dug in that vicinity. 

Councilman Gore said he had looked 
over the present building and ho agreed 
that a new school house was a necessi- 
ty, but $4,500 was all tho city ought to 
pay under the circumstances. Two 
years from now no school house may be 
needed in that locality. 

Councilman Fenno asked how much 
laud tho city owned there, and how 
much it cost. 

Councilman Kennedy replied that the 
city had bought one half an acre and 
paid $480. It was ditlicult to buy a 
small lot there, as all the landowners 
either wanted to sell a whole farm, or 
else to get the price of a farm for a small 
lot. The lot selected was approved by 
the school committee of Ward 0. 

Councilman Wiswall said that $4,500 
seemed a large euough sum for a one room 
school house, to accommodate an average 
of 20 pupils, if a building could not he 
put up tor that sum, it would be cheaper 
for the city to have the children carried 
to some other district. 

President Burr called Councilman Bond 
to the chair, ami spoke from the Moor. 
Many of the pupils who properly be- 
longed at this school, now go to Bice 
school, as there is a vacant room there, 
and the present building is not large 
enough. As soon as the new building is 
finished all the scholars will be required 
to go there. The present building is an 
untit place for any children. He did not 
believe in any discrimination in building 
school bouses, between the poor and the 
rich, but if a discrimination was made, 
the poor children should have the better 
house. It was a pathetic sight to see the 
children in the Thompsonville school 
house. They were very poorly clad and 
came from unhandsome and squaled 
homes, and the school room was poorly 
ventilated, half-heated, and in a half- 
squalid condition. The case had been 
carefully looked into by Mr. Barton, and 
it was more than probable that a suita- 
ble building could he put up for tho sum 
asked tor. He had not favored a two- 
room building, hut a one room building, 
suitable for the school for the next live 
or six years, was certainly needed. The 
matter was very pressing and ho hoped 
the order would pass without delay. 

Councilman Fenno said that the rent 
now paid would be about the in- 
terest of the proposed new building, and 
he was willing to vote that sum if the 
amount was not exceeded. 

Councilman Gore said that if the pub- 
lic properly committee had any idea of 
exceeding the $4,500 tho council should 
know it beforehand. 

Councilman Kennedy said that the 
committee had uojduu of exceeding it, 
but that as it was the general practice in 
the city to exceed the estimates in put- 
ting up buildings or making repairs, hr 
thought it was advisable to lirst 1 i ml <>ut 
how much tlo* building would cost. The 
order was li .ally laid on tho table. 

EX-COUNCILMAN WHITMORE. 

A communication was received from 
Mayor Kimball, calling attention to the , 
death ot Mr. .J. B. Whitmore, a member 
of the common council in 187H, and a 
highly esteemed resident of the city. 

(Mi motion of Councilman Bond, Presi- 
dent Burr appointed Councilmen Bond, 
(jure and ilumblet), a committee to draw 
up the appropriate icsolutious and pre- 
sent them to the council. 

TWKKOLKJJl M AND TW KKDI.KD1.K. 

The order appropriating $100 for I he | 
purchase of horses and wagon for the 


water department came up; amended by 
the aldermen by charging to water 
maintenance, instead of water construc- 
tion. 

Councilman Wiswall moved that the 
council adhero to its action. The water 
hoard thought that it should he charged 
to water construction, and they were 
men of many years’ experiaeco on tho 
hoard and their opinion should ho 
worth something. A large part of the 
tools used were for the benefit of water 
construction, hut had been charged to 
water maintenance. Tho horses nnd 
wagon would also he used in great 
measure for water construction, and it 
was only fair that they should he charged 
to that department. 

Councilman Kennedy asked for tho 
views of Mayor Kimball, who was pre- 
sent, and moved that ho be called upon 
for remarks, but President Burr ruled 
that tho motion was out of order. 

Councilman Gore said he was almost 
ashamed to say anything on the question. 
What dillerenco did it make what the 
money was charged to, the city had to 
pay it, and it was not worth quarrelling 
about. Let the aldermen call it any- 
iliing they please, the city pays tor it, 
and it would look much better for the 
common council to show the other 
board an example of common sense, by 
refusing to quarrel over such a small 
matter. The time of the board was too 
valuable to be wasted over such a tritlo. 
He moved that the council concur 
with the aldermen, and charge it to— 
which is it ? (Laughter.) Construction 
or maintenance? The motion was then 
passed.

WATER MAIN. 

Councilman Wiswall presented an 
order which was passed for laying a 
water main in a private way off Beacon 
street, at a cost not to exceed $050, to 
be charged to the water construction 
account. 

The council then adjourned.

IV HKIIMON F. TITUS* 
Drothronund friends:— Tho host text 


1 or this coiiise of mUirossos, you will find 
in Paul’s Hr* lottor to the Corinthians, 
the last verso of the thirteenth chapter: 
“Now abidotS faith, hope, lovo, those 
three; and tho treat cut of tlieso is lovo.” 
This morning wp will discuss tho two 
first, faith and Itjpo, tho threo following 
.Sundays will ho devoted to lovo, tho 
greatest of the Hrtues, while tho last 
lottor will recapititate and conclude. 

So firstly, concerting the faitli ot tho 
gospel. Of this 1 Invo preached to you 
moro than of any other subject, and 
hence, perhaps, neld say least now. 
This is primary in fho Christian life. 
Many inquirers after Christ, when sim- 
plo faith is set before tlem, begin to ex- 
postulate timidly, expreising their fears 
that they may not be abU to livo a good 
Christian life. But wKich stop of a 
flight of stairs do you talrj first, tho top 
one? No; always tho first itop first. So 
in your Christian ascent, tile first stop is* 
faith ; you cannot got up there where 
hope looks out into tho sky, nor still 
higher where lovo lives, w'.thout tak- 
ing theso first lowly steps of faith. 

And what is faith? Simply belief. 
Just as you believe anything else, believe 
tho good nows about Jesus Clinst. You 
believed that 1 was going to preach hero 
this morning, because it was so an- 
nounced last Sunday. You believe there 
was a blizzard in Dakota a few weeks 
ago, because it was so reported in the 
newspapers. You bolieve that Abraham 
Lincoln issued a proclamation emancipa- 
ting the negro slaves about twentj-flve 
years ago, and you believe that he was 
assassinated in 1805, because such is the 
record of history. Exactly so, believe 
what is told about Jesus of Nazareth. 

There w*as a man born in Bothlehem 
of Judea, reared in Nazareth of Galilie, 
a Jew descended from King David, the 
sou of a carpenter, a poor man who went 
about Palestine healing people’s diseases, 
and teaching them about God. He was 
gentle, bravo, simple, profound, meek, 
yet speaking with authority, often hun- 
gry though feuding multitudes, sad unto 
tears and blood, while he was making 
tho lamo and the blind and the mourner 
to rejoice; a man, good and pure and no- 
ble beyond criticism, who was finally 
hung with criminals and buried in a 
stranger’s tomb. This man said that 
God was his Fathor, that he camo from 
his bosom and would return there, lie 
said, “I and the Father are one.” ‘‘I am 
in the Father and tho Father in me.’’ 
lie said ho was God’s messenger to men, 
to all men, to show them how to be saved 
from their sins. He said, “No one com- 
eth unto tho Father but by me.” “I am 
the living bread which came down out 
of heaven; if any man eat of this bread, 
lie shall livo forever; yea, and tho bread 
which 1 will give is my flesh, for tiie life 
of the world.” Strange, strong words, 
reminding us of tlioso other words of his: 
“I, if I be lifted from the earth, will draw 
all men unto myself.” Ho told his chos- 
en disciples beforehand how he was to 
die. On the eve of his death he ate a 
now meal with them, teaching them to 
continue it in his memory. He broke 
bread to them, saying. “This is my body, 
broken for you.” He poured wine to 
them, saying, “This is my blood shed 
for the pardon of sins.” 

After ho was killed and had been bur- 
ied three days, he was found alive again 
and the tomb was emnty. During sev- 
eral weeks ho appeared to his disciples, 
showed them Ins wounded hands and 
side, and taught them many things of 
himself. Finally, in their sight, he was 
separated from them, and a cloud in tho 
heavens received him. His last words 
to them were these: “All authority hath 
been given unto mu in heaven and on 
earth. Go ye therefore, and make disci- 
ples of all the nations, baptizing them 
into the name of the Father, and of the 
.Son and of the Holy Ghost; teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever 1 
commanded you; ami lo, lain with you 
always, evon unto the end of tho world.” 

lie directed his disciples to wait in 
Jerusalem till tho Helper,, tho Holy 
•Spirit, whom lie had promised, should 
come upon them. So they waited. Jesus 
had said this Holy Spirit should tako 
his place, to comfort and teach them; that 
ho should guide them unto all tho truth; 


much that he gave his only Son, that 
whoever would holiovo in Him should be 
saved. He who knew no sin was made 
sin for us. that we might become right- 
eous in Him. He was rich, yot for our 
sakes became poor, that we through his 
poverty might become rich. “Herein is 
jove, not that wo loved God, but, that Ho 
loved us and sent His Son to bo the pro- 
pitiation for our sins.” “Through this 
man is proclaimed unto you remission of 
sins, and by him every one that believoth 
is justified from all things, from which 
ye could not bo justified by tho law of 
Moses.” 

Everywhere in tho New Testament is 


that he should touch them all things, bear 
witness of him, glorify him, and open to 
them the meaning of all lie had said to 
them. After ten days tho Spirit ot truth 
came. Those apostles spoke with won- 
derful power to many people. Thou- 
sands believed what they said about 
Jesus, and became his disciples, in later 
years the apostles and their converts 
went about everywhere in the world, tell- 
ing their story of Jesus and proclaiming 
forgiveness of sins in His name. And 
many everywhere believed the story, ac- 
cepted the proffered forgiveness of sins, 
and thus became followers of Jesus, and 
came to bo called Christians. 

Dear friends, to believe this testimony 
about Jesus as those early Christians be- 
lieved it, that is faith. Not merely to say 
you helievo it, to give a mental assent Lo 
all this which you have heard from your 
youth up; hut from the heart and soul, 
really to believe it, that is faith. You 
say you believe it, have always believed 
it? Test your belief; you lieliove that 
Jesus represents God to you, that his 
words are God's very truth? Yes, you be- 
lieve that. Well then, do you boliev 
what he says in to-day’s Sunday school 
lesson: “It is easier for a camel to go 
through a needle’s eye than for a rich man 
to enter into the kingdom of God?” Or, 
again, do you believe that jllis body was 
broken and His blood shed for f ile for- 
giveness of your sins? You say you be- 
lieve the record about Jesus; that is part 
of the record; indeed, the very centre of 
the record, forward to which all Jesus’ 
teachings pointed and backward to 
which all his apostles’ teachings 
pointed. “Behold the Lamb of God, 
which taketli away the sin of the world,” 
saitl the Baptist John at the outset; and 
“llllto Him that loved us and loosed us 
from our sins by his blood,” cries John 
the Seer in the Apocalypse. Do you in 
very fact believe this, as you believe that 
Lincoln was assassinated? Then you must 
carry a great joy within you and have a 
mighty love for him who thus first loved 
you. 

I hop*) you all have understood this. I 
have tried very hard these years to make it 
plain to the simplest comprehension. It 
is indeed a very simple message, only 
this: — God loveu the world of men so 


the same simple message of good news to 
sinful men. It is not elaborated into 
creeds, to puzzle tho weak, to confound 
the wisest, and to set tho doughty by the 
It is not necessary even to seize 
the whole at once, fine person may see 
Christ first, as the holiest and best, who 
commands his truest life. Follow* me, 
and ho must arise and follow or condemn 
himself to doom. Another sees him fly- 
ing for his sins tliero on the dreadful 
tree and he cries out, 

"O, Lamb of God, thy lovo unknown 
Hath broken every barrier down, 

Now to bo Thine, yea, Thine alone, 

O Lamb of God, I come, I come,” 

Still another beholds him rising with 
power from the grave to take His life 
again, and in adoration he falls and wor- 
ships as Thomas, “My Lord and my God.” 

It matters not how, so wo believe in 
Him in deed and tiutli. 

Such a faith, I say, I havo preached a 
great deal to you. I havo done so, be- 
cause, without it, tliero can he no Chris- 
tian life. This is the source and root of 
all growth in Christ, and 1 wanted to 
make sure that you all wore well- 
grounded. Many of you who were 
church members havo found a peaco of 
mind by such a faith which you never 
knew before. You thank God now for 
his unspeakable gift. Over a hundred 
of you have professed a boliof in Christ 
for the first time. And I do not think 
that any one in this congregation can 
have failed to understand the gospel 
which claims his faith. Somo of you 
have not believed. God forbid that this 
gospel should prove to you a savor of 
death unto death 1 

But now let us pass on to Hpoak of that 
which is second in our text, Hope. Of 
this, 1 havo not preached so much. 
Shall I toll you why? I am trying to 
speak frankiy now. So let me say can- 
didly that I havo not thought you ready 
for this. I havo given yon milk, a deal 
of it. The strong meat or the gospel I 
have too much withheld, I fear. The 
truth is, tho gospel is indivisible. I have 
been speaking about faith as if it were 
something apart, a first step, which 
could be taken alone. It is only for pur 
poses of presentation that it came prop- 
erly to bo so treated. Faith includes 
hope and love as tho plant includes 
branch and fruit. There can be no true 
faith in Christ which does not grasp tho 
hope Ho left us and the lovo He showed 
us. I felt, as I was speaking a while ago 
about faith, that I was omitting from tho 
record that which demands the largest 
faith, namely: The hope set before us. 

I think it probable wo are so unfamiliar 
with it, that tho most of you do not yet 
perceive what it is I am talking about 
under this name. Yet there is more 
about it in the Now Testament than there 
is about faith. 

Paul wrote to tho Ephesians that lie 
prayed for them, that their hearts might 
he enlightened, that they might know 
what is the hope of the Lord’s calling? 
Do we know what that hope is? To the 
Coilossians ho wrote: \Vo give thanks 
for the faith and the love which ye 
have “because of the hope which is laid 
up for you in the heavens.” What is that 
hope laid up for Christians in tho heav- 
ens? It is something deflnite: for you 
remember He talks of one body and one 
spirit, “Even as ye were called in one 
hope of your calling.” This is that wlr.ch 
is elsewhere spoken of as *a strong en- 
couragement to us who have lied for 
refuge to lay liol«l of tho hope set before 
us: which wo have as an anchor of the 
soul, a hope both sure and steadfast, 
entering into that which is within the 
veil, whither Jesus has entered for us.’ 
.Still I ask, what is this, spoken of so fre- 
quently and so definitely? Let the Scrip- 
tuies answer in one of those comprehen- 
sive passages which seem to crystallize 
tho entire truth. 

“The grace of God hath appeared, bring- 
ing salvation to all men, instructing us to 
tho intent that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly and 
righteously and godly in this present 
world; looking for the blessed hope and 
appearing of the glory of our great God 
and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 

“The blessed hope” is here defined 
and amplified; it is tho appearing of the 
glory of Jesus Christ. We cannot fail to 
recall the frequent reference of Jesus to 
that time when the sou of man “cometh 
with the glory of Ins Father and of the 
holy angels.” Wo remember his last 
prayer: “Glorify thou Me with tho glory 
which 1 had with thee before tho world 
was.” We know how that prayer was 
answered, lie was raised from the dead 
through tho glory of the Father, and tho 
heavens must receive him — as Fetor 
preached — until tho times of tho restora- 
tion of all tilings. Wo see not yot all 
things subjected to him, hut wo behold 
Jesus, because of tho suffering of death, 
crowned with glory ami honor. And we 
are assured that He must reign till Ho 
hath put all enemies under his feet. 

Death is the last enemy that shall be 
abolished. It is sown in dishonor; it is 
raised in glory. As wo have borne the 
image of the earthly, we shall also hear 
the imago of the heavenly. God raised 
Jesus from the dead ami gavo him glory, 
the lirst fruits of them that sleep. So, 
urggs the Apostle, set your mind on the 
things that are above, where Christ is, 
seated on the right hand of God. For 
when Christ, who is our life, shall ho 
manifested, then shall yo also with him 
be manifested in glory. In like manner 
Fetor, in his lirst epistle, blesses the God 
and Father of our Lord Josrs Christ, 
who, of his great mercy ‘begot us again 
unto a living hope by tho resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, begot us un- 
to an inheritance incorruptible and unde- 
tiled, and that fadetli not away, reserved 
in heaven for you who, by the power of 
God. are guarded through faith unto a 
salvation ready to be revealed in the last 
time.’ And then lie proceeds to cheer 
them under their temptations und grief 
with the thought that their faith will he 
found unto pruisol and glory and honor 
at the revelation of Jesus Christ. Only 
a few lines further oil, again he adds, 
like the strong, girded Ushorinaii of 
Gciiucsnrct. (“Gird up Hie loins of your 
mind, be sober and set your hope perfect- 
ly on thu grace that is to he brought unto 
you at the revelation of Jesus Christ.” Is 
it not enough? <811011 1 continue to quote? 
1 have not given you chapter and verse, 
hut 1 assure you, und you euu assure 
yourselves with a concordance, that in 
all these many free extracts from differ- 
ent portions of the Scriutures.no interpre- 
tation has been adopted which is not clear- 
ly in harmony with the context. 1 could 
go on with such quotations for an hour. 
Hear the Apostle John. “Beloved, now 
are wo thu children of God, ami it is uot 
yet iiiude manifest what we sliull 


ho. Wo know that if it shall ho 
manifested, wo shall ho Hko him: 
for wo shall see him oven as Ho Is.” 

And James too: “Be patient, brethren, 
until tho coming of tho Lord. Tho 
husbandman waitoth lor the precious 
fruit of tho earth, being patient over it, un- 
til it receives the early and latter rain. Be 
yo also patient. Stahlish your hearts, for 
l;ho coming of tho Lord is at hand.” And 
Judo’s benediction: “Now unto Him 
that is able to guard you from stumbling 
and to set you before the presence of His 
glory without blemish in exceeding joy, 
to tho only God our Saviour, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord, be glory, majesty, 
dominion and power, before all time, and 
now, and forevermore, amen.” 

Wliy havo 1 quoted so much? Because 
in our ordinaiy reading of the Bible, we 
skip those passages as alien to our ex- 
perience. foreign to our faith. Let us 
put it to ourselves faithfully. Do we 
cherish such hopo as tho light of our lives? 

Is thu return of Jesus to this earth 
and tho resurrection from tho dead, 
a practical hope for you, my brethren? 

It may be an “article oT faith,” though 
many deny it, and substitute death and 
heaven for tho advent and tho resurrec- 
tion. But an article of faith is very 
much like an article of food, good for 
nothing unless used. Of what use to 
you is tho thought of Jesus’ return? You 
see of wli it use it was lo those primitive 
Christians. They were suffering for tho 
faith of Jesus. They counted all but 
loss for Him. They reckoned themselves 
pilgrims and sojourners on tho earth, 
liaving no homo here, but looking for a 
heavenly homo. Paul told the Thessalo- 
nians to comfort one another in grief for 
the loss of friends, with the hope of re- 
union at the resurrection. How detinito 
and real and business-like his words 
seem. The dead in Christ will rise 
first, ho says. Then we that are alive, 
that are left, shall together with them 
he caught up to meet tho Lord, and so 
shall ever he with the Lord. Do you and 
I believe anything like that? Did you 
think of that as comfort, when your Iiuh- 
hand or brother or child was taken from 
you? Do you really expect that Christ 
may come in your lifetime, and so you be 
left, not to die, but to be changed, clothed 
upon, that what is mortal may ho swal- 
lowed up of life? That would be glori- 
ous. It may happen, unless the New 
Testament is all wrong. Think of the 
parable of the Teu Virgins. At mid- 
night there is a cry. Behold, the bride- 
groom! Come ye forth to meet him. 

We know that some were ready and went 
in to the marriage supper of the Lamb. 
And the rest, who were surprised and 
unprepared, were shut out. And our 
Lord’s words are very solemn. “Watch, 
therefore, for yc know not tho day nor 
the hour.” 

Let us note now the implication of this 
hope and discover therein tho reason for 
the prevalent unbelief of it. It implies 
that the present order of things in the 
world is not final; rattier, that it is sinful 
and destined to ho destroyed by the 
brightness of His coming. So Peter says, 
“The end of all things is at hand.” Ho 
means: This whole world is hostile to 
God, it is rushing on in selfishness, heed- 
less of Christ, but it is doomed, the 
time of the end is set. Christ has entered 
the world and begun its conquest. He 
only waits for the consummation of this 
age to restore all things as God meant 
them to bo. There shall be a now heaven 
and a new earth, wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness. The end of all these unholy 
things is at hand, Peter says, fie does 
not know the day or hour. But he 
knows that God knows, aud that it is 
surely decreed ami coining. His only 
business meanwhile is to be sober, of 
sound mind, to watch unto prayer, to 
bear patiently all trials and injuries, will- 
ing to endure wrong, rejoicing inasmuch 
as ho is partaker of Christ’s sufferings, 
because at the revelation of his glory, lie 
will rejoice with exceeding joy, and the 
faithful Creator will then judge right- 
eously. Ho believes with his Master, 
that the prince of this age has nothing 
in him. II« believes that the spirit which 
now worketh in the children of disobedi- 
ence, is tho same spirit which crucified 
his L< v i. He remembers that Jesus 
said, Marvel not if the world hate you. 

If yo were of the world, the world would 
love its own, if they persecuted Me, 
they will also persecute you. And there- 
fore ho does not expect to ho comfortable 
and approved by tliis present evil world. 

But we have changed all that. We are 
comfortable. We are not hated by tho 
wofid. Wo even think that, if a man is 
hated by tho world, that is a pretty good 
sign that something is wrong about him. 
The unpopular man is very unpopular, 
even with Christians. 

We do not think the end of all things 
is at hand. Wo deliberately teach that 
tho world is growing better under the 
church’s benign influences, and the ardor 
of conquest is at present so intense and 
sanguine, that we are actually calculating 
the years to elapse before the world shall 
have become Christian, or, as wo say, by 
a complete perversion of tho passage 
from its context — before the “Kingdoms 
of tho world are become tno kingdoms of 
our Lord and of His Christ.” 

Beallv. it is harder to have hope than 
to have* faith, because the gospel hope 
cannot consist with belief in tho present 
order of things in tho world. On tho 
other hand, it. is easy to have faith in 
what has been done for us, so long as no 1 
separation from this present evil world ! 
is required. The true laith does indeed 
require at least an incipient self-renunci- j 
ation, the denial of self-righteousness ‘ 
aud the acceptance of another as a j 
Saviour. But faith enough to calm the 
judgment voice within us, is relatively I 
an easy act. God has done it all for us; ■ 
let us thank Him and he glad. That is 
truly the gospel and the basal thesis of 
faith. But it is not all of the gospel, and 
the danger of dividing the message is 
clearly seen hero. Tho evangelical faith 1 
apart from the evangelical hope, the 1 
first advent without the second advent, | 
becomes an instrument of our selfish- 1 
ness, to allay our fears of retribution 
while we continue in our own ways, tho 
“new creature” differing hut little from 
tho “old man.” Consonant with this 
selfish partition of the gospel is the sub- 
stitution of an Immediate heaven as the 
filial hope, instead of “the revealing <»f 
tho soil of God.” To those who 
thus regard heaven as the final place ot 
bliss, the resurrection, “the redemption 
of our body,” is of secondary import- 
ance, a supplement practically disregard- 1 
ud. How piteously incomplete is such a 
scheme, compared with that of t In* , 
Scripture, The first coming of Christ is 
hut tho introduction of His second 
coming. “Having been once offered to 
bear the sin of many. He shall appear a. 
second time, apart from sin, to them that 
wait for Him, unto salvation. The king 
dom of God on earth was begun in His 
first appearing, and waits now foi its 
culmination in His second appearing. 
Meanwhile, the church, which is His 
body, filled with His spirit, united thus 
with Him in thu heavens, suffering 
patiently while waiting hero in this alien 
world, expecting the same treatment as 
her Lord received, prays unceasingly for 
thu fulfilment of His promise, "Yea. I 
come quickly/’ lifting up its Jlinal 
apocalyptic word through tho ages, 
“Amen, Come, Lord Jesus.” 


My brethren. I have preached this dis- 
tinctly a few times; ami constantly in my 
prayers and readings and at funerals. I 
have set it for tli spontaneously and f«»r- i 
vetitly. Yet, I do not remember that 
more t hail one or two of you have ever 
echoed these hopes or dwelt upon them 
with delight. Do you wonder that Ido 
not think you believe it? out of the ful- : 
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Let us once more listen as we close to 
the great Apostle's words, embodying his ' 
sublime hope. 

“I reckon that the sufferings of this | g nai » n te«d. 
present time are not worthy to he com- 
pared with the glory which shall he re- 
vealed to us-ward. For the earnest ex- 
pectation of the creation waiteth for the 
revealing of the son of God. For the 
creation was subjected to vanily, not of 
its own will, but hy reason of Him who 
subjected it, in hope* that thu cr« ation it- 
self ulsoshall ho delivered from the bond- I si Hears Bnlldlni 
age of corruption into the lib- 
erty of the glory of the child- 
ren of God. For we know that the 
wholccreation groaneth and travaileth in 

pain together until now. And not only uwu a, unv 

so, but ourselves also, who hnve the j |c IL IJAKNrjrJ A. NUn. 
first fruits of the spirit; even we our- ** * 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting for 
our adoption, to wit. the redemption of 
our body. For hy hope were we saved, 
hut hope that is seen is not hope, for 
who hopeth for that which he seeth? 

But if we hope for that which we ste 
not, then do we with patience wait for

SCHOOL HOUSE ECONOMY. 


After the remarks of President Burr at 
the common council, Monday evening, 
no one will question the necessity for 
better school accommodations at Thomp- 
son ville. Mr. Burr has visited the pres- 
ent school building, and spoke from his 
own knowledge. It is to he hoped that 
the tabling of the order will notjoccasion 
any needless delay. 

There has been some criticism of the 
proposition to enploy a skilled architect 
to draw plans for a one room school 
house, in an out-of-the-way place, when 
it is not improbable that no school house 
will be needed in a half dozen years or 
so, and it hardly seems worth while to 
go to much expense for plans for such a 
simple structure, when any competent 
builder could furnish all the plans that 
would be needed. 

The statement that it will cost $2,000 
to build the cellar is a rather startling 
one, and the question has been asked, 
why build a collar at all. if the work will 
prove so expensive? They must have a 
peculiar kind of rock in Thompsonville, 
or else more than the usual allowance 
was made for the excess of the cost of 
work done for the city over what private 
citizens find it necessary to pay. 

The sum of $4,000 ought certainly to 
put up a very handsome one room school 
house, especially as probably half of the 
private houses in Newton did not cost 
much in excess of that sum, partition 
walls, modern conveniences, cellars and 
all. $4,500 ought to put up the building, 
and leave a surplus large enough to fur 
nisli it, without calling upon the city for 
any increase in the appropriation. 

The plan pm-sued in some of the towns 
in the State might possibly be pursued 
here with advantage, and now would 
seem to lie a good time to inaugurate it. 
It is said that there is plenty of room iu 
the Rice school for these scholars, the 
only difficulty being that it is too far 
away. Would it not be more economical 
to have these 20 or 30 scholars carried to 
the Rice School and back every day, than 
to go to the expense of uuttiug up a new 
building and maintaining a separate 
school for them. One excuse given for 
the greater cost of the schools in Newton 
over those iu other cities is that it is nec- 
essary to maintain so many school houses. 
Here is au opportunity of doing away 
with one of them, and the interest on the 
proposed building and the cost ot main* 
t lining it, would probably more than pay 
the expense of carrying the children to 
the Rice School, where the larger num- 
ber of teachers would give them better 
advantages. The city already pays a cer- 
tain sum for carrying two pupils to the 
Mason School, and this would only he 
applying the same principle on a little 
larger scale. As nothing lias been done 
iu the matter of building the nesv house, 
save buying the lot, which was said to be 
a great bargain, the plan would seem to 
to he worthy of consideration. 


changes have been made in the provi- 
sions relating to the school hoard. 

That the commission has completed 
its task in so short a time is duo to its 
arduous and unremitting labors, several 
meetings having been held each week, 
and a half dozen drafts having been 
made, before matters were gotten into 
such shape as to satisfy the members. 

Tiik Boston Herald announces the 
retirement of Mr. Chiu*. H. Andrews, and 
also the formation of a new firm, consist- 
ing of Messrs. R. M. Pulsifer, John II. 
Holmes, E. H. Woods and F. E. Whiting, 
who have purchased the entire interest of 
Mr. Andrews. All of the now men are 
old members of the Herald's staff, Mr. 
Holmes having been connected with the 
paper fourteen years, Mr. Woods twenty- 
five years, and Mr. Whiting six years. 
There is consequently hut very little 
change in the management of the paper, 
but the accession of so many young men 
as part proprietors will give the paper 
new life and vigor. The Herald has won 
for itself under the old firm now dis- 
solved the leading place among Boston 
dailies, and it comes the nearest to being 
a model newspaper of any papor in that 
city. The old idea that a paper must 
he a party organ, giving only one side of 
any public question that comes up, and 
coloring even its news with its partizan 
views is fast passing away, as the aver- 
age readers desire *a paper which makes 
some allowance for their intelligence. 
Bigotry and narrowness are as objection- 
able in politics as they are in anything 
else, and those two qualities can never 
make a successful newspaper, even though 
it is partially sustained by large contribu- 
tions from its party’s “corruption” fund. 
The Herald lias chosen the indepen; 
dent field, and allows its readers the same 
liberty of opinion, and it is this wise 
policy that has gained for it such a wide 
circle of readers, and sueli a large amount 
of public respect and confidence. The 
financial success of the paper also shows 
that such a policy is one that pays. 


gress the other day. It provides for a 
reduction on sugar of one half, of the 
tax on tobacco One half, ami a repeal of 
the tax on spirits used in the arts. It 
will be seen that the Homo Market Club 
does not favor radical measures. 

The Mayor’s annual message has 
been in circulation for a week or more, 
and the unique covers of the pamphlet 
have attracted fully as much attention as 
the contents. 


There was a good deal of disappoint- 
ment expressed at the Lyceum meeting 
Monday u'ght, over the absence of Hon. 
Chas. Robinson, who was to conduct the 
debate on the side of the opposition to 
President Cleveland’s tarriff reform 
measures. The Republican organs have 
given such confusing statements as to 
the position of the party, that there is 
need of some prominent party leader, who 
shall explain the real position of the Re- 
publican party. To call a man a free 
trader because he favors a modification 
of the tariff, is both bad politics and bad 
morals. The Republican party has for 
years expressed in their platform the ne- 
cessity of tarilT revision, and the last Re- 
publican President, whose devotion to 
liis party none can doubt, alluded to it in 
his messages. Because some „ ex- 
treme protectionists, who are more or 
less interested iu the maintenance of a 
high tariff, oppose revision, is no reason 
why that should be made a party princi- 
ple. Tariff revision must come either by 
the friends or enemies of protection. To 
endeavor to prevent any revision by 
clamoring for free whiskey and tobacco 
will not be a popular measure. The ma- 
jority of people tin not care for free 
whiskey, but they would like to have the 
necessaries of life as cheap as it is possi- 
ble to make them. For a beginning, it 
might he well to commence with free 
sugar and break up the sugar trust mo- 
nopoly. The members of such a com- 
bination have shown themselves un- 
worthy of protection. 


THE NEW CHARTER. 

The commission on the revision of the 
charter are said to have finished their 
labors and the result will be awaited 
with considerable curiosity. Some radi- 
cal changes are proposed, but whether 
they will lie adopted remains to lie seen. 
It may he said, however, in advance of 
the publication of the revision, that how- 
ever much the citizens may differ iu re- 
gard to the proposed changes, the com- 
mission has acted solely for what they 
have considered to be the best interests 
of the city. It would have been impos- 
sible for any successful log-rolling to 
have been done with such men as Judge 
Lowell, ex-Governor Chitlin, and Col. 
Parker, and only such changes would he 
made as would meet with the approval 
of their unbiassed judgment, and what 
they consider to l»e the best interests of 
the city. 

There are all sorts of rumors afloat as 
to the proposed changes, many of which 
are without foundation. The commis- 
sion have decided not to make the revi- 
sion public until it is done officially, und 
iu this they have doubtless acted wisely, 
although as the time for discussing it by 
the city council will be short, theyaliould 
not make any unnecessary delay. 

It is no secret, however, that they 
will recommend the tine board system, 
with four representatives from each 
ward, anti that only a portion of these 
will lie elected annually. There will he 
a clearer distinction between the execu- 
tive anti legislative branches of the city 
government, and the power of the exec- 
utive portion will be made to approach 
nearer to its responsibility. There will 
be a commission to have charge of pub- 
lic works and a number of important 


Gov. Ames appears to have made an 
excellent selection for the two new judge- 
ships, and the Boston papers which knew 
all about it beforehand, were all wrong 
as usual. They had it that Attorney- 
General Waterman was to lie unpointed 
to make room for Albert E. Pillsbury, 
who wants to be Attorney-General, but 
instead of that, James It. Dunbar of 
Westfield and John Lathrop of Boston 
wore appointed, and Governor Antes evi- 
dently thought that the state bad too 
good an Attorney-General in Mr. Water- 
man to allow of his being promoted 
at this time to a judgeship. Both of the 
two new appointees are lawyers of high 
standing, and give promise of honorable 
service upon the bench. 


Tiik Providence Journal is one of 
the leading Republican journals in New 
F.ngluud, and it sees the difficult position 
into which some of the alleged party 
leaders are trying to place the party. It 
says: “The problem before the oppt li- 
mits of tariff revision is luiw to combine 
‘free whiskey and tobacco,’ ’tax on 
necessaries' and ‘lavish expenditure of 
public funds’ into a platform of morality, 
patriotism and economy that will appeal 
to the sympathies of the American peo- 
ple.’ ” 


The Envelope “Trust” is another of 
the combinations formed to fleece the 
people, by making them pay more for 
envelopes than the cost of production 
would warrant. According to the testi- 
mony taken at New York this week, 
the combination extorts 20 cents a 
thousand for the benefit of the “trust.” 
and the profits are so large that the com- 
bination are able to force out of busi- 
ness ail tile envelope milkers who re- 
fuse to join them. 


MT. VEItN0>‘$ CYCLONE. 

Tin. TKRHim.K EVENT DESCRIBED 11 Y A 
NEWTON MAN. 

Editor of Tiir (}RAi*iiie: 

You have all read the graphic news- 
paper account of the awful disaster that 
overtook the little city of Mt. Vernon, 
III.’, on the afternoon of Sunday the 10th 
indt. I had read much about it, talked 
with several who had visited the wreck — 
blit no realization of the horror of it all 
had come to me until I had visitod the 
town this afternoon. 

Mt. Vernon is about 75 miles east of 
St, Louis, and on the direct line to Louis- 
ville, Ky. It is, or was, a city ofs onio- 
thing more than 4,000 people, lying for 
the most part in a shallow valley with 
rising ground in the north-west and 
south-east corners of the irregular 
square on which the town was laid out. 

Bring to your mind any thriving, happy 
New England village of this size. It is 
Sunday afternoon and over all the town 
a Sabbath stillness prevails. The day 
has boen warm and spring-like, |with 
some rain falling, and so little prospect 
of itp clearing that the villagers are all 
in doors. Strong-armed mechanics — 
with baby on the knee and ready for the 
frolic with papa which only a rainy Sun- 
day brings, and the happy mother stand- 
ing by— for once with nothing to do; 
worthy tradesmen, taking such comfort 
as only a days’ release from the weeks 
burden of the store can bring. A busy, 
thrifty, growing town of happy families 
— proud of their pretty village and 
fondly anticipating a more rapid growth. 
This was Mt. Vernon on that Sunday 
afternoon. Swift as lightning and as 
terrible as the judgement day came the 
cyclone — and in one awful moment five 
hundred houses were in ruins and forty 
bruised and bleeding corpses wore buried 
underneath the wreck. I talked with 
many of the townspeople — oye-witnesses 
of course— and some of the stories they 
tell are almost beyond belief, and some 
of the sights f actually saw you will 
hardly credit. 

Opinions vary as to how long the cy- 
clone was in passing; some say 15 sec- 
onds, some say as long as two minutes. 
The roar and crash were something aw- 
ful beyond description. Then followed 
a dreadful calm, only broken by the 
shrieks of the wounded and groans of 
the dying, aud to add to the horror tire 
broke out in many places. 

One man told me he was standing on 
the public square in front of a large brick 
building, conversing with a friend. It 
grew suddenly dark and looking over 
his shoulder he saw the dreadful funnel- 
shaped cloud hurling towards them. 
Clutching his friend’s arm ho shouted: 

Run, quicK ! for your life!” and turned 
to start just at the instant the storm 
struck. He was a pace or two in ad- 
vance of his friend and turned to see if 
he was following. He was just in time 
to see his face grow deathly white, to 
hear a last despairing cry, and see the 
poor fellow sucked up by an invisible 
power with the whirling mass of debris 
which hut an instant before was one of 
the finest buildings in town. And the 
next morning my informant said he saw 
the mangled body taken from the wreck, 
with the same terrible look of despair 
on the dead face. 

In one house were a mother anti father 
with a four months oltl baby. The 
father recovered consciousness first and 
found himselt lying in the middle of the 
street; very near him was the still insen- 
sible form of his wife. Picking her up 
he carried her to where his home once 
stood, and there lying unharmed in the 
cradle was the baby, without a scratch, 
and clapping its little hands and crow- 
ing lustily at the unwonted commotion. 

One hears of thousands of narrow es- 
capes— of families sitting around flic 
fire-side— the house completely blown 
away, leaving them all sitting there un- 
harmed. 

I saw a splinter of pine perhaps an 
inch square, drvien completely through a 
two inch plank. Evidently the splinter 
was from a board which had been pro- 
pelled with awful force: and there are 
hundreds of cases where pieces of scant- 
ling were drawn endwise through the 
sides of houses. Some distance from 
the direct path of the storm l saw what 
looked to have been a sheet iron stove 
mat wound as neatly around the limb of 
a tree as a surgeon would swath a cut 
finger. 

Tile storm struck from the south-west, 
and luft a swath fully one-third of a mile 
wide, leaving the town at tlx* north-east. 
A very great majority of the buildings in 
its path were blown literally to atoms 
and scattered for miles. It seems im- 
possible that so few lives were lost. 
Some of the freaks of the storm were 
marvellous. 1 saw a hay-stack standing 
with not so much as the top ruffled, anil 
on either side was a house ground almost 
to powder. 

A young miss was writing to her 
sweet-heart, ami the half-written letter 
was found next morning in miles away! 

<), but the pity of it all! Hundreds of 
people are huddled in barns anti tem- 
porary sheds, anti with that dreadful 


From his looks I should think ho had not 
slept since tho receipt of tho fatal news, 
lie is a large property owner and a great 
sufferer financially, but his family es- 
caped unhurt. Ho tells me thnt all re- 
ports have underestimated the losses. 
IIo put the loss of life at about 40, tho 
injured at from 175 to 200, and the prop- 
erty loss as high as $1,000,000. 

Hut tho worst seems to ho over; no one 
is suffering for food, and money and 
Hupplies are pouring in from all direc- 
tions, and when the poor stricken people 
shall have recovered in a measure from 
the shock, the pluck and courage which 
seem inseparably connected with our 
American people anywhere, will stimu- 
late them to fresh endeavors, and tho 
traveller, a few short months from now 
will see a newjand more, beautiful Mt. Ver- 
non springing from the shattered ruins 
which to-day cover the ground.

Rev. L. R. Thayer, I). 1)., died very 

suddenly last Saturday afternoon of heart 
disease. He had not been very well dur- 
ing the week, but no special alarm was 
felt by his friends, as his illness seemed 
only of a trifling nature. He was found 
dead upon his knees, as if in prayer, in 
his study, and death had probably been 
instantaneous. Ho has been a resident 
of Newtonville for the past 12 years, 
where he enjoyed the respect and esteom 
of all, and the greatest sympathy is felt 
for his family, which consisted of a wife 
and two sons, thus suddenly bereaved. 

One of the sons is president of the Clark 
University at Atlanta, Ga. 

Lorenzo Rockwood Thayer was born 
la Winchester, Cheshire County, N. II. 

Dec. 2, 1814. He graduated from Wes- 
leyan University in 1841, and joined tho 
New England Methodist Conference the 
samo year. His first pastorate was at 
Milbury, Mass., aud he has since filled 
pastorates at the following places: Graf- 
ton, ’42; Holliston and Ilopkinton, ’4:5; 

Southbriilgo,, ’44 and ’45; Ipswich, ’40, 

’47; Common street, Lynn, ’48, ’40; Chic- 
opee, ’50, 51; Chelsea, ’52, 53; East Bos- 
ton ’54, ’55; Malden, ’50, ’57; Bromfield 
street, Boston, ’58, 59; Worthen street, 

Lowell, ’00, ’61. Central, Lowell, ’02; 

Cambridgeport, ’03, ’04; Merridan street, 

Boston, ’05; Boston district, ’00, ’00; 

Springfield district, ’70, ’74; Meridian 
street, Boston, ’75; Newtonville, ’70, ’77; 

Boston district, ’78, ’81 ; Lynn district, 

’82, ’85; Sect. ’80. 

He had beou a presiding elder of the 
Conference for 20 years. In 1803 he re- 
ceived the degree of I). D. from Wesley- 
an University, and from 1857 to 1809 ho 
was a member of the board of overseers 
of Harvard University. Ho was sent as 
a delegate to the general Methodist Con- 
ference in 1850, 1808, and 1872. 

Rev. Dr. Thayer was one of the most 
gifted ministers in the denomination, a 
man of scholarly attainments and pleas- 
ing address, and he had many warm 
friends throughout the denomination. 

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Methodist church, Newtonville, on Wed- 
nesday, at i p.m. There was a large 
gathering of friends of the deceased, in- 
cludin'.; nearly seventy ministers of the 
New England and other conferences. 

The services were very impressive though 
simple. Music was furnished by a quar- 
tet composed of Miss Page, Mrs. Gilman, 

Mr. Carter and Mr. Soden. Uev. Geo. j 
S. Butters, pastor of the church, read an i 
appropriate selection from the scriptures, j 
after which the choir sang tiic hymn, !

Rev. Dr. Lindsay then spoke very 
touchingly upon the life and character of 1 
of the deceased, in the course of which 
he said: “It would he difficult for me to j 
restrain my emotion as 1 look upon JJthat :

Dr. Thayer was a member 
of the General Conference of 1850, the 
most important and successful of con- 
ferences, in dealing with the slavery 
question. Bishop Harris and Steele 
were with him in that conference. In 
1808 I had the pleasure of meeting him

him a little more than the appointed 
time of three score years and ten, and 
his death seems like a sudden transla- 
tion. One moment in his chair, then ris- 
ing and walking out into the hall, walk- 
ing hack to his library, opening a book 
and sitting down; his niece looks in and 
sees him on his knees, and then his wife 
finds him iu|tliat position and he is gone. 

How beautiful are the associations con- 
noctetl with his departure. He always 
preferred that which was simple, ami al- 
ways assumed a quiet bearing among his 
friends and at home. Dr. Thayer has 
triumphed and has gone, calmly and 
peacefully, to meet his Lord. Each one 
of us will soon be in our graves.

After it 
had increased in numbers, and seeming 
to outgrow that mission, she retired from 
its active membership. She was partic- 
ularly interested iu tlie study of Natural 
History, and made quite a collection of 
curiosities, donating it to our High 
School. She was also the author of 
several books of a miscellaneous charac- 
ter, and devoted much of her leisure to 
painting. No one who has enjoyed the 
hospitality of her home can forget its 
cheer and welcome, and her name so long 
as it is remembered will ho tlie synonym 
for all that was patient, gentle, true and 
loving. The funeral was attended at the 
Highlands, Sunday afternoon, Feb. 19th, 
by a few chosen friends.

AN INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF THE WORK 

OK THE YEAR. 

The Eliot Church Annual for 1SS7 lias 
just been issued, ami gives the organiza- 
tion of tlie church, tlie officers of tho 
church, Sunday school and parish, tho 
members of the Eftot choir and the 
Young People's choir; the officers of the 
Sewing Society, Ladies’ Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, Ladies’ Homo Missionary 
Society, Frcodinen’s Aid Sewing Circle, 
Young Ladies’ Aid Society, Eliot Mis- 
sion Circle, Lady Almoners of tne church, 
Young Ladies’ Auxiliary to Woman’s 
Board 01 Missions, and Young People’s 
Christian Endeavor Society. A directory 
of the families added to the congrega- 
tion since the last annual is given, num- 
bering 28; 19 families have removed 
during the year, making the total num- 
ber 33S. During the year 11 members 
have been added on confession, and 12 
by letter; 8 have died and 17 moved 
away, leaving tlie total membership 530. 
Of these, 180 are males, 349 females, and 
(U» members are recorded as absent. 
There have been seven marriages during 
tlie year, 12 burials and 9 infant children 
baptized. Five adults have been bap- 
tized 011 confession of faith. A list of 
the members who have died during the 
year is also given. The pastor made 
858 pastoral calls during the year. 

GONTItlllUTIONS. 

The parish treasurer received from 
April 1, 1880 to April 1, 1887, $8,827.09 
from pew rents, $5, UN) from notes given, 
$53,019 from insurance on meeting 
house; and $180.31 as interest. 

The church treasurer received $5,020.34 
in offerings and collections; and the total 
missionary ami benevolent contributions 
amount to $10,7U1.85. The total of 
money given away was $10,924.72; $9,- 
892.84 has been expended by the parish. 

The gifts paid in for the now meeting 
house amount to $40,045.11, while notes 
and pledges are being paid in as liny 
mature. The sum already paid and tho 
insurance make the building fund now 
on hand $05,383.82. which is of course 
only a portion of tlie total of what lias 
been paid in and pledged. 

The record of the work done hy tlie 
boiiovoleut and missionary societies is 
given, and the interesting annual closes 
with tho statistics of the Sunday school, 
which has 370 memheis, and an average 
attendance of 250. The total contribu- 
tions of tlie school for the year was 
$420.19.

He was 
afraid they would be coming to look for 
him, so— 

“Good-by, Scrub, I’m going away,” ho 
said, kissing its nose. “Good-by, Hub. 
Good-by, Dub. Good-by, all of you:” 
aud he took to his heels and ran oil in 
the opposite direction to his home. 

lie ran as tar aud as fast as he could 
through the wood, and he never stopped 
to think of ttie wolves which lie knew 
lived in the thick parts, or if he did he 
concluded that wolves could not be worse 
than fanners aud uncles. At last when 
he was too tired to run any more he crept 
into <i Indlow tree, whose trunk was tilled 
with drifted leaves (for it was late au- 
tumn), then he heard a sort of trotting 
sound approaching him, and there stood 
Scrub! taithful Scrub, who had followed 
him all the way! 

The pig got inside the tree, too, and 
they curled up together aud raked the 
leaves over them and slept very soundly. 

This next morning, as soon as it began 
to grow light, Mod aud Scrub started oil 
on tlieir travels, and they went further 
and iurther away from the sea to a part 
of tin- wood where they had neither of 
them been before. There were u few 
blackberries still on the brambles, and 
crabs and hazel-nuts and pig-nuts, and

As they 
drew nearer he could see they were men 
and women clothed in white garments 
with wreaths upon their heads, and in 
front of them walked an old man with a 
long heard.

At last 
the King called out for something to 
drink. 

Med peeped out cautiously, and he 
saw the cup-bearer till a golden goblet 
lull of sparkling mead, and then turn his 
back a minute.

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A Novelist on Novels. 

(James Payne In the Independent.) 

Tho uso of rending is to lighten the 
lond of life and to open vistuls of thought 
which othorwiso would ho closed to us. 
Nobody who hns any seuso wants to go 
to school ngniti nnd “stodge” ldrnsclf 
with mere information. There are, of 
course, persons who yearn to learn the 
names of tho kings of Judah iu thoir 
proper order, and to hoar liow blacking 
is made; but they are no bettor for it 
when they have acquired tho knowledge, 
even if (ns often happens) they aro not 
seized with a distressing desire to impart 
it to thoir fellow-creatures. It has been 
whispered to mo by persons moving in 
intellectual elides that tho effect of even 
“tho higher culture” is not necessarily 
exhilirating. It may improve tho mind 
without improving tho man, and as a 
companion, in fact, it often loaves him 
duller than it found him. because he has 
been educated beyond his wits. The 
mind of man is very curious, and cannot 
be catered for without one’s inquiring in- 
to his character. What makes mo laugh 
in my sleeve is to seo the fury into which 
preachers nnd teachers and lecturers all 
lash themselves becauso nine readers out 
of ten will persist in taking Action out 
of the lending libraries instead of “im- 
proving literature.” It scorns to ho 
quite inexplicable to most of them, though 
some, I see, attribute it to original sin. 

In connection with this subject it is 
pleasant, hut by no means surprising, to 
thoso who are really acquainted with it. 
to learn that Darwin was a devourcr of 
novels. After middle lifo he lost his 
taste for music, painting nnd even poetry. 
“On the other hand.” he writes, “novels, 
which are works of imagination— and 
even those which have nothing remark- 
able about them — have for some years 
afforded mo prodigious relaxation and 
pleasure, and I often bless the race of 
novelists. A largo number of novels 
have been read aloud to me, and I love 
them all, even if they are only middling, 
especially if they end well. A law ought 
to be passed prohibiting them to end 
badly.” 

There is unmistakable truth and 
honesty in this “expression,” as most 
people (not (’arlyle’s “most people”) will 
call it. In that last sentenco I cordially 
agree with him; a had ending prevents 
one’s reading ever so good a book (“The 
Bride of Lammermoor”) for the second 
time. As for the rest, it was only last 
week that I was talking on this matter in 
the sick-room of one of the most popular 
writors in England. 

“And what do you do with yourself 
hero all day?” 

“My good follow,” he laughed, “I read 
novels. Y’ou can’t imagine liow fond I 
am of them.” 

“But where do you get them from? 
There aro not so many good novels.” 

“I don’t care about their being good,” 
he whispered.

THK LOST ATLAHTIB— TIIK TARIFF qt'F.R- 
TION DISCUSSED. 


A fair sized audience listened to the 
exorcises of tlio Lycoum on Monday 
ovr.iiing. President Allon occupied the 
chair. Tho Boston .String Quartet fur- 
nished the music. 

Ml». K. It. IlLANCITAIID 
waR introduced aH tlio lecturer, and gave 
a very interesting and thoughtful ad- 
dress on “Tho Gulden Ago or tlio lost 
Atlantis.” 

“This suhjoct,” said tho speaker, “is 
not ouo easily condensed, and I have had 
only since Thursday night to prepare 
mysolf. I will endeavor, however, to 
tell you something ot the country and 
pcoplo of Atlantis, and to show that tho 
golden age, so long considered a myth 
was a reality. Wo havo evidences that 
some 11,500 years ago thero existed a 
land of high civilization, where gold and 
silver wero as dust, where apuro religion 
existed, and where litoraturo and art 
flourished. About 000 B. C., Solon visit- 
ed Egypt then hoary with age. The 
pyramids wore 500; years old when tho 
southern cross disappeared from tho 
northern heavens. Egypt was but tho 
colony of Atlantis, a land situated west 
of the straits of Gibraltar and extending 
over a large portion of the Atlantic 
Ocean toward tho West Indies. Copies 
of ancient maps were shown at this 
point, and they all located a land to the 
west of the Rtraits. An oxtract from the 
writings of a Greek priest was read, 
speaking of the destruction of Atlantis 
and giving a description of tho people, 
cities, kings and ships. The traditions 
of ancient peoples, although widely 
separated, tell of ten demi-gods or kings. 
The Biblo speaks of ‘‘The isles of the 
sea and the kings thereof.” 

In this land there was a rigid system 
of caste, an organized priesthood and 
monarchy. Horses wero used in peace 
and war, cattle were domesticated, grain 
was raised and canals built. At the 
wharves lay vessels laden with tho copper 
of Lake Superior, gold of Mexico, tin of 
England and ivory of Africa. Ships 
wore sent to the colonies in Greece, 
Africa and Italy. A sudden and great 
earthquake destroyed this land. The 
tales of what happened before tbo flood, 
told by tho ancient chroniclers, wero not 
believed. Science by the compilation of 
knowledge has enabled us to find out the 
life of extinct peoples, and wo liml there 
was a common origin of tho traditions of 
tho ancient peoples. The underlying be- 
lief in one God, although overlaid with 
superstition, was almost universal. Why? 
Tho answer is found in the pure deism of 
Atlantis taught to barbarous nations. 

Science teaches that the deluge as 
usually understood could never have 
happened. Wo find, however, traditions 
of a great flood, and it is easy to under- 
stand what a commotion the 'flooding of 
Atlantis caused. Among scattered 
nations wo find similar hieroglyphic?. 
And the tradition exists among the 
western nations that they camo from tho 
east, and in the east that they came from 
tho west, pointing to a common origin 
in a land no longer existing. At this 
point the speaker by aid of the black- 
board traced, the evolution of several 
modern letters. Continuing lie said that, 
a few instances would prove nothing, but 
that when 10 out of 25 characters cau 
thus be traced, the conclusion of a 
common origin is irresistible. The 
lecture closed with a tracing of the 
origin of several ancient myths to a 
reality which existed in Atlantis. The 
lecture was very interesting, showing 
much thought and research on the part 
of the lecturer: be held the attention of 
tho audience closely throughout tho ad- 
dress. 

President Allon announced that lion. 
Charles Robinson could not be present as 
expected. He had an important caso to 
bo argued before tho Supreme court on 
Tuesday, and was therefore obliged to be 
absent from tho debate much to his rc- 
grut. Thu question for discussion was 
then read: Resolved “That the Tariff 
should be modified in accordance with 
the suggestions of tho President.” 

MU. THOMAS DKKW 

was introduced as the first speaker on 
the affirmative. “I very much regret,” 
said Mr. Drew, tho absence of my friend 
Mr. ltobinson, on this occasion, because 
wo want light upon this question, and 1 
understand that he has made a special 
study of this question. In my opinion 
this is the most important question 
which has come up before the country 
since the ab dition of slavery. President 
Cleveland’s recommendations embrace 
the whole question of the progress and | 
prosperity of tho country. If followed, j 
tho prosperity of the workingmen of ! 
America will surpass the greatest hopes 
ever entertained. It is an absurdity to j 
talk of making men rich by taxing them, 
and this policy is the great 'obstacle in 
tho way of making America a very heaven 
on earth. 

Tho president's message needs no I 
elucidation from me and I will confine 
myself to it,. Referring to tho passage in 
tho message concerning wool, Mr. Drew 
said the natural growth of our manufac- 
turios demanded more wool than is pro- 
duced in America. Thirty to forty millions 
of dollars were annually taxed upon this 
wool. Tho total revenue to bo reduced 
was about $*100,000,(XM). At an aveiage of 
fifty sheep, each farmer obtained about 
$dtl more on his clip, because of this tax. 
Tho workingman in tho mills is told that 
he gets $2.00 a day because tho fanner 
gets the extra But tlio farmer 

forgets that he has to pay $1.50 
more for each pair of blankets lie 
buys, and if lie buys a number, as for in- , 
stance to lit out his daughter when in ir- 
riud, he loses all of his gain. This is the 
way they pull the wool over your eyes. 

The farmer is told that if iron and 
steel are not protected ho will have no 
home market. But lie forgets that lie 
lias to pay a great deal more for imple- 
ments because of this protection. These 
protectionism are fooling you working- 
men. If six men wero on a desert island 
and each was “protected” by a 20 per 
cent tariff , none of them would gain any- 
thing. The only* difference would bo 
that it would require more capital to do 
tlic business. 

PltlCKIDENT ALLEN 

requested that some ouo volunteer to 
load the negative side. In default of any 
one accenting this invitation Mr. Allen 
spoke briefly. The logical conclusion 
of the last speaker's arguments, said 
Mr. Allen, is free trade. There are only 
two free trade Aniutiiua in the world — 
England and Belgium. Nowhere in the 
world is (such distress to be found us in 
those countries. Vet they are rich. The 
wealth per capita in Great Britain is 
about $ 12(H), while in America it is only 
$5U0. it costs less to live in England 


than hero, yot tho people hero nro much 
better clothod, housed and fed. Free 
trade has been tried in Germany and 
abandoned. Even Belgium has lately 
placed a duty on provisions. When wo 
seo frne trade countries trying free tradd 
and thereby reducing their people to 
want, wo havo something moro to show 
than theory. Every reduction in tho 
tariff in tho United States has been fol- 
lowed by prostration. I can remember 
when a man could not goi work at fifty 
cents a day; when tho watch factory was 
closed throwing its hands out of employ- 
ment. A splendid nickel mine was dis- 
covered in this country, but it had to bo 
abandoned because Germany, with her 
immense plant, could put the metal into 
America cheaper. Was it tho thing to 
do if it was cheaper? No, because if tho 
mine had not hcun closed there would 
have grown up around it a prosperous 
village liko that around tho watch-fac- 
tory. Now it is all deserted. Tho 
farmers would have had a market at 
their very doors. 

We nro askod to reduce the war taxes. 
The Republican party until 1872 reduced 
the war taxes millions of dollars yearly. 
But it riot's not intend to ruin tho in- 
dustries of the country. The great Re- 
publican party is going into this cam- 
paign on this issue, and is going in to 
win. This country is not rich enough 
yet to compete with tho low-wages of 
Europe. 

Mil. MARCUS MORTON 
said it was useless to argue this question 
on theory; it must be discussed in the 
light of present conditions. In what 
condition do we find oursolves? It seems 
to me the protectionists are like the man 
who argued that he could feed his horse 
on saw-dust, it so much resembled corn- 
meal. He did but the horse soon died. 
'Iho question is now how long can wo 
stand this saw-duet diet of protection? 
Senator Edmands says that to reduco the 
duties means to increase the imports and 
ruin the manufacturers. He says we 
can not afford to take the risk. In 
Maine and Vermont there are many un- 
cultivated farms — uncultivated because 
the owners can not buy the improved 
machinery used in the west. Western 
farmers undersell those of Now Eng- 
land. Why not protect the latter? Be- 
cause tho west is a part of tho United 
States. Tho lines of protection are arbi- 
trary and political, not rational. 

Our tariff is in many ways absurd. A 
Dutch vessel wished to recopper her 
bottom while awaiting cargo at Boston 
with some copper she had brought from 
Holland. The custom house officers said 
she could not unless she paid a duty. 
So she had to go to Halifax in ballast, 
copper her bottom and return to Boston 
for her cargo. 

REV. MR. OILMAN 

said the farmers were tho largest class 
of our population. They havo to sell in 
an unprotected market and buy in a pro- 
tected one. Wo are told, however, that 
the farmer has tho satisfaction of having 
large towns near at hand. There was at 
one time some force in this argument, 
but thero is no longer. Cheap and rapid 
transportation havo destroyed the con- 
trolling influence of the home market. 
Tho price of potatoes in Massachusetts 
is regulated by tho price of southern po- 
tatoes; that of apples by the price in 
Liverpool. It is the surplus which con- 
trols the price, and all the local farmer 
makes out of it is the small cost of 
transportation from distant points of 
production. Cheap transportation and 
great surpluses havo destroyed the value 
of a home market. 

MR. E. P. BOND 

said he was a protectionist, but felt 
obliged to protest against carrying it to 
the extreme advocated by some. The 
President’s message says that we lind 
ourselves with a revenue far exceeding 
our needs, tho locking up of which is a 
serious danger. The President says a 
stop must be put to this and quotes tho 
messages of Republican predecessors to 
th'e same effect. The taxes are either 
duties *on imports or internal revenue. 
The latter are taxes on ardent spirits and 
tobacco. It is a bad sign when temper- 
ance Republicans favor the abolition of 
the whiskey tax. The President favors 
the admission of raw materials— mater- 
ials requiring little labor in their pro- 
duction, free of duty. Unless the tax on 
ardent spirits is removed, the custom du- 
ties must he reduced $70,000,000 even if 
tho $80,000,000 tobacco tax is removed. 

MR. GEORGE A. WALTON 
said it was notorious that we were muk 
iug rum of strychnine because we do not 
import our rum on account of tho tax. 
l ake it off and we would get it pure. 
The raising of tobacco ruins men and 
land, and the destruction of the industry 
would be a good thing. The president 
states that the cost in this country must 
equal the cost abroad, plus the cost of 
transportation plus the duty. This was 
a fallacy easily exposed. Tho price of 
nails and chloroform were instanced as 
examples of the falseness of the reason- 
ing. Mr. Walton said he still belonged to 
the old Whig party, which believed in 
bringing capital from abroad to build up 
our industries, and not the articles ilicm- 
solves.

H00K8 AND MAGAZINES. 

The leading article in the March num- 
ber of Scribner's Magazine will be the 
first of two papers by Mr. John C. Ropes 
on “Tho Campaign of Waterloo.” Mr. 
Ropes is nn acknowledged authority on 
Napoleon and the Napoleonic wars, and 
ho explains his present purpose by say- 
ing that “to those who are familiar in 
any degree with the various works on 
tho events of 1S|5 it must frequently 
have seemed that a really impartial nar- 
rative of the faets and a fair summing up 
of the criticisms were yet to bo looked 
for. The present papers are submitted 
as an essay in this direction.” 

The March number of the Atlantic 
Monthly is specially marked with the 
initial contributions from Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes of a series of papers 
after the delightful rambling fashion of 
the “Autocrat” papers, entitled “Over the 
Tea Cups.” The lirst installment deals 
mainly with psychical phenomena which 
are now subjects of general interest, and 
the papers coming from the source it 
does will bo all the more worthy of peru- 
sal. Henry James begins a new three 
part story entitled“Tlic Aspern Papers.” 
Messrs. James B. Thayer ami F. G Cook, 
Prof. N. S. Shuler and John Fisko discuss 
different and more serious questions; 
there are sketches from Miss Jewett. 
Mary .Steele and Oliver Thorne Miller, 
while W. C. Lawton and Col. lligginson 
contribute poems. These with the regu- 
lar serial stories form a most interesting 
number. 

THE FORUM FOR MARCH. 

The March number of tlio Fornm, 
which begins the fifth volume— under ex- 
ceptionally prosperous conditions, tho 
publishers assure us, its circulation' hav- 
ing doubled within a year may be 

calleg a tariff reform number so far as 
political discussions go. Mr. Morrison 
and Mr. Springer, both Democratic 
rovenuo reformers, contribute articles on 
their side of tho controversy, and Presi- 
dent Seelyo, of Amherst College, in dis- 
cussing the political situation in general, 
shows a strong leaning to tariff reform. 
Tlie Rev. D. P. Livermore also may tie 
said to write on a political subject, for he 
preseuts all that can be said in favor of 
woman suffrage, quoting authorities for 
all his assertions. The Rev. C. H. Park- 
hurst contributes an article on the public 
school discussion, holding that the 
schools should teach children ”to think, 
to work, to behave and to love their 
country.” Bishop Spalding of Peoria, 
discusses the dangers to our social insti- 
tutions, and finds reason tu fear 
nothing but the rise of great industrial 
centres peopled by paupers, but he thinks 
that these may be serious danger.’ Henry 
Holt, the New York publisher, gives an 
inside view of the American publishing 
trade with many interesting side-lights 
on our literature, in an argument for in- 
ternational copyright : and Thomas 
Hardy, who is perhaps the foremost of 
living English novelists, writes a helpful 
essay on novels and how to read them. 
This number contains also nn article on 
tlie decline of the Scotch by the eminent 
Edinburgh scholar and author. Prof. 
John Stuart Blackie; “From Rome to 
Protestantism” by Prof. E..I.V. Hitlginn, 
who forsook tho prieghood and became a 
Protestant; and a curious statistical 
study of tlie kinds of news printed in the 
leading daily papers, by Henry R. Elliot. 
The Forum is published at 1*7 Fifth Ave,. 
New York.

Mr. Burr presented an order that a tubu- 
lar view of High School recitations ho 
provided each member of thu board and 
teachers of tho several schools, the cost 
to be charged to incidental expense.-,.

Ueld, ill 1555. Mrs. Bridges was well 
known to many of the older residents of 
this city ami was universally beloved 
and esteemed. The funeral services 
took place on Monday and were very 
simple. The interment was in tlie Wa- 
tertown cometary.

the evils growing out of our divine laws 
and their lax udiniuistrutia. No one is 
more competent to speak ou the these 
subjects wtthjauthoiity than Mr.Dike.aud 
all who are interested iu the vital theme 
iu w hich he proposes to speak, (and all 
should be,) are heartily invited and ear- 
nestly entreated to be present. The 
Churchman says of his work: “No more 
constructive reform work has been done 
iu this generation, aud its success, leav- 


ing out the personal and divine elements 
in such undertakings, lias been largely 
due to tlie fact that Mr. Dike lias gone 
forward from the beginning on the prin- 
ciple that the individual does little unless 
lie labors along the lines of the funda- 
mental institutions of society. 

Newton Natural History Society. 

The regular monthly meeting of this 
society was held last Wednesday even- 
ing, being largely attended and of un- 
usual interest.. J. Wesley Barber, Esq., 
gave a very interesting description of 
the teredo navaMs and its destructive 
work on wood in various location*. This 
little worm will, in a short time, com- 
pletely honey-comb a piece of timl>er 
submerged in salt water. They will not 
work iu wood above the water line. 
When they have bored upward to this 
they turn and go in the opposite direc- 
tion. Wooden piers are so eaten that 
wharves and bridges crumble away, as 
happened last year at Baltimore, where a 
large party on a wharf, about to go oti 
an excursion, were thrown into the 
water by the giving away of a wharf.and 
many persons lost their lives. 

This little worm has been the great 
destroyer of ships, anti many a noble 
vessel has go.ie t.» the bottom of the 
ocean, the result of its destructive work. 
It was to protect ships from these that 
metal sheathing was first used. A tine 
specimen of the honey-combing done by 
these animals was exhibited. 

Mr. Barber then gave a vivid descrip- 
tion of Mammoth Cave, Kentucky, which 
he visited, •describing the entrance to 
and' routes through this wonderful 
cavern, which lias been formed by and 
through the agency of water. The vari- 
ous balls, rooms, passage-ways. Ac., 
were described and tlie manner of the 
formation of stalactites^ He exhi- 
bited several specimens of these 
which he brought trom the cave. All of 
these specimens he presented to the so- 
ciety. • • 

Prof. O’. D. Woods of Wilbraham gave 
an exceedingly interesting and instruct- 
ive paper on “The Atmosphere and its 
Movements.” It was the first paper on 
this subject ever given before the society 
and commanded the closest attention of 
tlie large audience. Prof. Woods has 
evidently given atmospheric movements 
v ry careful study and investigation. He 
hr > tight out a large array of facts and 
presented them in a remarkably clear 
aud ever to be remembered manner. The 
atmosphere which in former times was 
supposed to extend to a height of 45 
miles, is now believed to be several hun- 
dred. although at least one-half is sup- 
posed to rest within three and one-half 
miles of the earth. Its actual limit is 
not known. He described stortns as 
movements of the atmosphere, whether 
or not accompanied by rain. hail or snow. 
The sun's heat is the cause of these 
movements, producing trade v winds, 
whirl-winds, cyclones and tornadoes. 
The fbree and destructive power of these 
were portrayed, and instances noticed 
where great damage with loss of life re- 
sulted. Iu some cyclones men, tiuimals 
and even buildings have been taken up 
and transported to long distances, some- 
times dropping them almost uninjured. 
It a building chances to be iu the centre 
of a cyclone it explodes outward as if 
blown "pen by dynamite. 

Follow ing this paper many of the audi- 
ence gave personal or known experiences 
of cyclones aud tornadoes which, to 
those entirely unacquainted with their 
force and power, would cause the belief 
that the far-famed Munchausen has come 
agaiu to life by the score. These anec- 
dotes were very amusing. 

The thanks of the society were pre- 
sented to 1‘tof. Woods and Mr. Barber. 

The large field of work which this so- 
ciety covers, and the valuable contribu- 
tions brought forth should be more 
widely taken advantage by the citizeus 
of Newton. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that some one or more of our public- 
spirited citizens will. ere long present to 
the Newton Natural History Society a 
suitable building for its lectures and now 
quite large and valuable cabinet.

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THOUGHTS ON CHRISTIANITY 
Addressed to n Clmrcli. 


II V HKItMON F. TITUH. 

Ilrotliron nncl Friends: I And tliftfc some 
of yon think the Inst letter, on our faith 
and hope, too succinct, especially in refer- 
ence to our hope. But you must remem- 
ber that this series includes only Rix lot 
tors, and hence can do little moio 
than suggest. I especially urge yon to 
mho your concordances and text bo Us, 
and thus follow up the thoughts pro*, ut- 
cd. 1 have not brought these su ejects 
into the prayer meetings for discussion, 
as it seemed to mo that might load to 
soino heated arguing, which is always to 
bo deplored. However, it thero bo any 
virtue in these things, I hesoech you 
think on them most soberly. Moreover, 

1 shall bo glad to receive by mail any 
questions concerning themes discussed, 
and will try to And occasion to answer 
them soon. 

Too briefly we have considered the 
past and the future, now let ur turn to 
the present, always our chief concern. 
Faith in the historic Christ, hope in the 
prophetic Christ, love in the present 
Christ, all that is onr theme, but the 
greatest of these is love. Love is eternal. 
God is love. Every one that lovetli, is 
begotton of God and knoweth God. 

I wish I might adequately set forth to 
you what seems to me the Scriptural 
conception of Christ and Ilis church. In- 
to this world-system of solAshness and 
consequent sin. God sent the Son of His 
love, to bo unselfish, to be loving, to give 
Himself for other men, in order to win 
them from their selfishness, sin, damna- 
tion. Jesus was successful in this mis- 
sion; He overcame the world, He alono of 
all our race bore consistent witness to the 
perfect truth of God. Ho alone possessed 
the spirit of God without measure. So 
death could not hold Him. By His resur- 
rection, He brought life and incorruption 
to light. Thus was He the first fruits of 
them that slept, God’s pledge to men of 
their glorious future. Thero is no uncer- 
tainty about this; it is a fact of human 
history, whereby He has given assurance 
unto all men. The race is potentially ie- 
deemed in Jesus. He has come and con- 
quered. He will come again in victory, 
and the dead in Christ shall rise, to be 
with Him and like Him, anew humanity, 
with no sin and conflicts and tears, for 
the first things shall have passed away. 

But meanwhile, what? Meanwhile, 
Christ, having all authority and power, is 
at the right hand of God, waiting till His 
enemies be made the footstool of His 
feet. Meanwhile, His people on the earth 
set their minds upon the things that are 
above, where He is. Christ in heaven, 
His people on earth. Christ in heaven 
waiting God’s time for the revealing of 
Ilis glory. His people on earth waiting 
and praying for the same consummation 
of all things. But is there no bond be- 
tween them? Do they hold no fellow- 
ship even now? Yes. a blessedly real 
one. The Lord in heaven and His own 
on earth are vitally one. Jesus is nearer 
to us now than He was to His disciples, 
when He walked with them in Galilee. 
The same Holy Spirit that was in Him 
He has put into our hearts. He is the 
head in heaven, we, the body upon 
earth. One spirit lives in both. He is 
the vine, we are the branches, in living 
unity. This is the spirit by which we 
cry, Father, even as Jesus said, My 
Father. Born of the Holy .Spirit, abiding 
thus in Christ and He in us, wo count 
ourselves citizens of heaven, partakers 
of the divine nature, dead to sin and alive 
unto God. As Christ was, so are we in 
this world. We are to be led by this 
spirit of Christ in us. and so show our- 
selves sons of God. This is the church, 
the assembly of holy ones, those who 
walk not after tho flesh, but after the' 
spirit, the Holy Spirit. Thischuroh is the 
only Christ now on earth. Listen solemn- 
ly to Ilis own words of prayer for this 
church. ‘I am no more in the world, 
and these are in tho world. They are not 
of the world, even as I am not of the world. 
As thou didst send me into the world, 
even so sent I them into the world. I pray 
that they may all bo one. even as Thou, 
.Father, artin me, and I in Thee, that they 
also may be in us, that the world may be- 
lieve that Thou didst send Me.’ 

This is tho mission of the church, to 
perpetuate the memory of Jesus on tho 
earth till He Himself shall come back in- 
to it. In a wider sense than is usually 
.attached to the words, the church is to 
show tho Lord’s death till he comes. 

The first fruit of His spirit in us, is 
love, that which above all else, charac- 
terized Jesus Himself. “By this shall 
nil men know that ye are my disciples, if 
ye have love one to another." “This is 
my commandment, that ye love one an- 
other, even as I have loved you.” So 
Deter afterwards exhorts “seeing ye 
have purified your souls in your obedi- 
ence to the truth unto unfeigned love of 
the brethren, love one another from the 
heart fervently.” 

This is the very virtue that is absent 
from the worUl-systein. Lot us think 
clearly and practically about what wo 
•call tho world. Christians of the pietist- 
order are accustomed to spean of “the 
world,” with a certain indefinite horror, 
meaning all who are not church mem- 
bers. Tho Now Testament means by this 
term, the world of men organized on the 
selAsh principle, that is, every man for 
himself. Jesus antagonized this princi- 
ple, saying instead, every man for his 
neighbor. His church is to be organized 
on this simple principle, which Jesus 
illustrated in His whole life, and most in 
His death, self-sacrilice for the good of 
others. The church is to exhibit here 
in the midst of this self-seeking world 
what Jesus exhibited to it, a new life by 
which alone men can ever bo redeemed. 
The church is thus to anticipate that 
heavenly society, which shall exist when 
God shall have brought back His Son in- 
to the world. Thu fundamental priuci- 
do on which alone every church-mum- 
>ur is to guide his life, the very opposite 
of tliu principle which prevails among 
men generally, is to serve others, as 
Jesus served others. Take one of His 
own descriptions of tho two systems, “ye 
know that the rulers of the Gentiles lord 
it over them, and their great ones exer- 
cise authority over them. Not so shall it bo 
among you; but whosoever would become 
great among you shall bo your servant, 
and whosoever would be first among you 
shall be your bondservant, even as the 
sou of man came not to be ministered un- 
to, but to minister and to give his life a 
ransom 'for many.” 

It is of such a church, girded with 
humility to serve one another, that 1 am 
to speak for those three Sundays. Of 
course, only fragments of the whole view 
can be put so briefly; the entire New 
Testament forms the comiduto picture. 
This morning, let us rogard two aspects 


of such a church as delineated by our 
Lord in the eighteenth chapter of 
Matthew, the one place in which Jesus re- 
fers to the practical working of our 
church. Thcso two may be termed tho 
romoval of trespasses and the forgive- 
ness of trespasses. Both are deeds of 
love. Wo remove our brother’s sin and 
wo forgive it, only bocauso we lovo him 
and sook his welfare. 

How then shall a Christian remove his 
nrothor’s sins? Follow tho directions of 
Jesus. “If thy brother sin, go, show 
him his fault between thee and him 
alone; if he hear them, thou hast gained 
thy brothor: but if he hear thee not, tako 
with tlieo one or two more, that at the 
mouth of two witnesses or throo, every 
word may be established: and if ho ro- 
fnso to licnr thee, tell it unto the church; 
and if ho refuse to hear the church, let 
him bo unto thee as the Gentile and tho 
publican.” This is according to the mar- 
ginal suggestion of the Revised Version, 
and does not read, “If thy brother ni 11 
against tlieo, go show him his fault.” 
Tho most ancient Greek manuscripts ait 
well as the majority of textual critics, 
agree with this margin and omit the 
limiting nluaso, “against thee.” This 
teaches that every Christian is his broth- 
ers’ keeper, that one is responsible for 
other’s sins as well as his own. Such 
mutual responsibility and helpfulness in 
the extermination of sin from the whole 
body, are certainly what wo should ox- 
)ect in a body auimated by tho spirit of 
loiiness and associated for the accom- 
plishment of righteousness. Such a 
condition is everywhere assumed in tho 
epistles. For instance, Paul to tho Gala- 
tians: “Brethren, if a man be overtaken in 
a trespass, ye which are spiritual, res- 
tore such a one.” “Bear ye one another’s 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ.” 
And James: “My brethren, if any of 
you do err from the truth, and one con- 
vert him, he shall save a soul from death, 
and hide a multitude of sins.” All this 
is so well accepted that tho church cove- 
nant of our own, and most Baptist chur- 
ches reads: “We will exercise a Chris- 
tian care and watchfulness over each 
other, and faithfully warn, robuko and 
admonish one another as the case shall 
require.” Such care is usually known 
as “church-discipline;” an unfortunate 
expression, because of tho implied sev- 
erity. My brethren, have you over known 
a case of this Scriptural kind in the 
church? In one or two flagrant instan- 
ces, something may indeed have been 
done: but you well know it is not the 
rule for one to tell another his faults. 
You have smiled incredulously, and 
treated me as a sort of -innocent enthu- 
siast when I have preached this doctrine. 
Who dares to go to another and tell him 
wherein he has done wrong? And even 
if he does take this Arst step, who ven- 
tures further, and takes with him one or 
two more, that they may be witnesses to 
his labor of love? Indeed do you think 
it would be easy to And any one who 
would bo taken on such an errand? And 
where in all your experience as a church 
member did you know these three steps 
to be faithfully pursued? 1 venture to 
say that if I— no longer being pastor, but 
only a private member like any other — 
wore to begin this process among you, I 
should soon become more unpopular 
than I can well conceive. So far re- 
moved are we from that spirit of sinceri- 
ty and love which is assumed in a Scrip- 
tural church, that the very mention of 
such methods strikes us as absurd and 
alarming. The fact is, we are scrupu- 
lously careful to mention no fault to a 
brother, lest we offend him. The rules 
of courtesy would be violated if you 
went to your neighbor and told him he 
was in tho habit, for example, of stretch- 
ing the truth, and you wantod to help 
him correct that sin. Did you ever think 
that the rules of courtesy are the out- 
growth of the world-system, and are of- 
ten based upon the axiom of that sys- 
tem, that wo dare not bo true and sincere 
with one another? We are all faulty, 
are we not? We all, at any rate, vigor- 
ously deny perfection, or ought to. Con- 
fession of sms is the starting point of a 
Christian life. That is the only truthful 
basis of human fellowship. We aresin- 
ners; why not admit it? Well, we do. 
But we are particular sinners. Why not 
admit that too? Well, we do that, but 
we don’t want any one else to admit it. 
Why not? Do we not want to be cleansed 
of our sins? Is not that what wo are 
Christians for, to purify ourselves even 
as Christ is pure? It is well known that 
one is blind to his own faults, which are 
very palpable to his friend. Why 
should he not welcome that friend’s cor- 
rection? Do we not see that this per- 
sonal resentment, when one tells us of a 
fault, is an isolating, selfish, false habit? 
We desire to bo true and to know tho 
truth; yet we are angry with one who 
helps us to know the truth about our- 
selves. We desire to be free from all 
that hinders our co-operation with our 
brethren; yet we are outraged when our 
brethren como and tell us we are disa- 
greeable. In nothing does tho spirit of 
the Bible contrast with that of ordinary 
life more markedly than in this absolute 
honesty with respect to personal sins. 
It records that David was an adulterer 
and that the prophet told him so. We 
know that Peter cursed and lied, and 
that Jesus rebuked him for it. See how 
Paul was not afraid to quote names in 
his epistles. He was not as we. who 
are forever telling things, but with the 
warning, “Don’t use my name; I don’t 
want to be mixed up with it.” But Paul 
says to tho Corinthians, “Those of tho 
household of Chloo have reported to 
mo that you are quarreling;’ ’imagine tho 
members of the Corinthian church 
hurrying away to Chloe’s house to up- 
braid her. “Did you tell Paul all about 
us like that? You ought to have known 
better!” No, Chloe’s did not know any 
better; she thought the purity of the 
church of Christ was of more consequence 
than personal feelings. She lived in an 
age of the church when they were ex- 
horted by their apostles: “Confess your 
sins one to another, and pray for one an- 
other that ye may be healed.” She had 
been taught of that apostle who with- 
stood Peter to his face, because he was 
to be blamed: who charged Timothy to 
reprove them that sin. that tho rest also 
may be io fear; who did not hesitate to 
report, Dennis forsook me, having loved 
this present world; and she might have 
heard of John, who afterward wrote out 
with ink and pen that Diotrephes, who 
loveth to have the preeminence among 
them, received) us not. 

Thero can bo doubt that the Now Tes- 
tament teaches that the church keep it- 
self pure from wrong. No hasty, severe, 
excommunicating action is enjoined: but 
the very aim of church-association is de- 
feated and the essential nature of a 
church in Christ denied, if sinful men 
are allowed to proceed uncorrected. If 
any gathering of disciples is to exist, if 
individual Christians are not to live 
alone, then the repeated injunction of 
Paul, the chief organizer of churches in 
the New Testimeut, are to bo faithfully 
heeded: “I beseech you, brethren, mark 
them who are causing the divisions and 
occasions of stumbling, contrary to the 
teaching which ye learned, and turn 
away from them.” “I write unto you 
not to keep company, if any man that is 
outlied a brother be a fornicator, or cove- 


tous. or an idolater, or a railer, or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner; with such a 
one. no, not to cat.” “Put away tho 
wicked man from among yourselves.” ( 
“Now, wo command you, brethren, in 
tho name of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
ye withdraw yourselves from every 
brother that walketh disorderly. “Yet 
count him not as an enemy, but admonish 
him as a brother.” It is manifest from 
this and much more that might be said, 
that tho apostles believed in their Lord's 
teaching concerning tho removal of sins 
from the church. 

Notwithstanding such explicltdircctions 
from both Jesus and his apostles, our 
churches aru not obeying in this regard. 
We do not pretend to do it. Wo Hay it 
cannot bo done, that we have no busi- 
ness to go into a man’s private concerns, 
that it would split the church all to 
pieces, otc., etc. I was tojd in so many 
words some years ago, when 1 presented 
to the committee of this church 
a case of flagrant husiness dis- 
honesty, subsequently otherwise re- 
moved from us, that it would not do 
to go into a man’s business transactions, 
there would bo no end to our complica- 
tions. if we did. 1 believe that is true, 
not specially of this church, but of every 
one I ever knew. Still, there is what the 
Bible enjoiiiB.Whieh shall yield, the truth 
of God, or our practice? 

Yet, again, it is said, all that is too se- 
vere for the spirit of love. That is at- 
tacking a man. Of course he will resent 
it and then you have lost your influence 
over him. O, but we are not talk- 
ing about severity, but about 
truthfulness and righteousness. Lovo 
is that which “rejoiceth not with ; 
unrighteousness but rejoiceth with the j 
truth.” That is not love, it is a feeble 
sentiment that mocks the name of love, j 
which tolerates sin in the loved one. 
The father who loves his son chastens 
him. The brother who loves his brother 
will correct him, even as Jesus corrected 
Peter and the sons of Zebedee and 
Martha and his mother, and all whom he 
loved. 

So, then, there can be no true church I 
of Christ whose fundamental, axiomatic, 
controlling purpose is not this: The re- 
moval of all sins from all its members, 
the crucifixion of the flesh with its pas- 
sions and lusts, conformity to the image 
of Christ, the bearing of the fruits of the 
spirit. 

But the prosecution of such endeavors 
in any severe or critical spirit, would be 
fatal and unchristlike. And so the sec- 
ond part of our Lord’s teaching in this 
chapter, must accompany the first. “How 
oft shall my brother sin against me and I 
forgive him? Seven times 1” No, says 
Jesus, but seventy times seven. Never 
stop forgiving him. As your Father in 
Heaven has forgiven you ten thousand 
times a thousand sins, so do ye. Every 
one from your hearts forgive your ■ 
brother forever. My brethren, what 
does this mean? We say, when one has | 
wronged us: We forgive, but we cannot 
forget; which means: We forgive— only 
we don’t. Forgive from your hearts, 
even as your Heavenly Father has for- 
given you, else neither will your Heav- 
enly Father forgive you. That is 

terrible! The former part of this 
chapter was hard, but this is 

harder. Let us not shrink away from 
this truth, or imagine that we fulfill it 
when we do not. Brethren, there can be 
no such word as insult in the Christian 
vocabulary. “Rules of honor” may an- 
swer for the world-system. Wars and 
strifes may be normal there. But in this, 
the body of Christ, Ilis church, where 
love dwells, hatred and resentment and 
the unforgiving spirit, must be banished. 
“Whereas there is among you jealousy 
and strife, are ye not carnal and walk 
after the manner of men?” This is a 
righteousness which cometli not of tho , 
law, not from any orders to obey, but the 
righteousness which cometli alone from 
the faith of Christ, tho faith which ! 
worketh by love. This is the lovo 
which sufforetli long and is kind, which 
envieth not, seeketh not its own. is not 
provoked, taketh not account of evil, 
cudurcth all things. The church is Christ 
on the earth, who. when Ho was reviled, 
reviled not again, when he suffered, 
threatened not, who suffered wrongfully, 
leaving us an example that we should 
follow Ilis steps. O, my brethren, my 
beioved brethren, that is an example 
which makes; our poor lives aud all the 
spirit of them, show so mean and un- 
worthy. that we falter and scarcely dare 
call Him Lord. When you are hurt, 
stung, insulted, outraged, wronged, 
treated with bitter injustice, what is your 
feeling towards your enemy? Is it that 
which Jesus had toward Peter when He 
heard him denying llim in his hour of 
desolation? He “turned and looked 
upon Peter.” A look which sent Peter 
out into the night with bitter weeping, a 
look of love and infinite compassion. 
Can you and 1 pray for our enemies? Can 
we meet them face to faco and only love 
them? No supercilious disregard or sense 
of superiority to insult; no affected or 
real indifTerence; but actual, heartfelt 
love, as to one who is a brother in sore 
need, a brother-man tenanted as we are 
ourselves! Can we be like this, from 
Paul: “The Lord’s servant must not 
strive, but be gentle towards all, forbear- 
ing, in meekness correcting those that 
oppose themselves; if pel adventure God 
may give them repentance unto tho 
knowledge of the truth and they may re- 
cover themselves out of the snare of the 
devil?” 

Now, my brethren, combine these two 
in the church’s work, the pursuit of 
righteousness in the spirit of forgiving 
love. Is that altogether ideal? If so, it 
is the New Testament ideal; and. if 
wo are Christians, not rejecting the New 
Testament as our standard, it is our ideal 
too. The only thing left for us to do, is 
to strive to make it real. And that is 
not impossible at all. The one prere- 
quisite is to accept it as the thing to be 
done. Then we shall do it, or prove our- 
selves no lovers of Christ. 

To be sure, such a procedure will ef- 
fect an immense change in our methods 
and habits. Much that we now keep 
hidduu away as too private for tho pub- 
lic eye, in tho sacred privacy of tho indi- 
vidual soul, as wo are fond of saying, 
will bo repealed. At first blush, that 
seems shocking to you. indelicate, and 
all that. But that is the dictate of the 
world-system, concealment and conse- 
quent hypocrisy. Why should there be 
anything in my life, anything whatever, 
that you, my brothor, should not know? 
For what purpose do 1 wish to hide it? 
Because 1 should be ashamed to have it 
known? Then am I doing what 1 ought 
to be ashamed or? or, do I hide It be- 
cause it is my own business and nobody's 
else? But that expression, “my own 
business,” is based on the idea of the 
world-system, namely, that a man be- 
longs to himself, and not on the idea of 
the Chi ist-systom, that a man belongs to 
others. In the day that is to come — 
notice it. is always called a day in con- 
trast with this present night, in that day 
there is nothingj.covered that shall not 
bo revealed. But the church is to anti- 
cipate that day, shining now in tho world 
as lights of truth and sincerity. That is 
tho significance of such words as these: 
“Putting away falsehoods, speak ye 
?ruth each one with his neighbor; for we 


arc members one of another.” Andjfhese: ! 
“Putting away all wickeduens and all 
guile, and hypocrisies, and envies, and 
all evil speakings, as new-born babes, 
long for the spiritual milk which is 
without guile, that ye may grow thereby 
unto salvation.” Only on such a basis of 
guilelessness, with fearless disclosure of 
all personal faults, shall we be able to 
m ay for one another that we may he 
liealed. So shall wo lie a people for 
God’s own possession, to show forth the , 
excellence of Him who called us out of 
darkness into His marvellous light. 

Yet again let the words of the Spirit 
through the apostle close our discussion: 
“This I pray, that your love may abound 
yet more and more, in knowledge and all 
discerument;so that ye may approve the 
things that arc excellent, that ye may 
he sincere and void of offence unto the 
day of Christ: being filled with the fruits 
of righteousness, which are through 
Jesus Christ, unto the glory and piaise 
of God.”

NEWTON CENTRE. 
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SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENCE. 


The quostion of school superintend- 
ence for country towns is again before 
the legislature, and is boing warmly ad- 
vocated by Secretary Dickinson of this 
city, and by some other members of the 
State board of education. It is argued 
that only this is lacking to make the coun- 
try) schools equal to the carefully graded 
schools in the cities, but the difficulty 
lies in the conditions which surround 
these schools, and oven the best system 
of superintendence could do little for 
them. There are in many of them al- 
most as many classes as there are pupils, 
tho attendance is irregular, the teachers 
are poorly paid, and a superintendent 
could only advise and make suggestions, 
the value of which in many cases would 
probably be more than doubtful. The 
difficulties encountered by the teachers 
would not be lessened, and the money 
for the superintendent’s salary would be 
better employed in increasing the com- 
pensation paid to the teachers, and so 
securing those more capable of doing 
good work. Very much more depends 
upon the teacher than upon the superin- 
tendent, and such an official is only of 
practical value in keeping tho complica- 
ted machinery of the graded schools in 
cities and large towns in running order. 
Secure a good teacher and there is no 
need of a superintendent, and the best of 
superintendents will not make a poor 
teacher do effective work. The couutry 
schools are many of them doing quite as 
effective work at the present day as the 
carefully superintended schools in the 
cities, and their pupils are generally quite 
as intelligent, and have fully as good 
grasp of the elements ns in the nior 
complicated city schools. We liav 
known instances of pupils, sent from the 
city schools to one of these country' 
schools for a year, and on their returi 
they were promoted to a year in advance 
of their former classmates. Tho schol- 
ars were neither exceptionally blight nor 
the country school exceptionally good, 
but they had bad more of a teacher’s 
time than could have been given iu a 
class of forty. The city schools are ex- 
cellent, but progress depends upon the 
duller members and not upon the bright 
ones. 

The strongest argument advanced 
against the plan, is that the country dis- 
tricts are not eager for it. So far as 
heard from they doubt its practical value, 
and in the absence of any demand, it is 
hardly wise to saddle any such expen- 
sive plan upon tho State. It is proposed 
to create some forty new officers, at a 
yearly expense of $30,000 or more, and 
the benefit of such a system of school 
superintendence is doubtful. Theoreti- 
cally it is admirable, but like most theo- 
ries, it is liable to become of doubtful 
utility when reduced to practice. Judg- 
ing from the strong opposition the meas- 
ures has met with in the house, it is not 
likely to pass this year.

When a Repub- 
lican candidate for congress from this 
district said in his letter of acceptance, 
that the present tariff is the acmo of hu- 
man wisdom, the Journal can hardly 
blame “the crafty enemies of protection” 
for their accusation. To allow tho Dem- 
ocratic party to go before tho country as 
the only party in favor of revising the 
tariff, would be a grave mistake, and lend 
to certain defeat. Now that tho Boston 
Journal has joiued tho ranks of the 
Tariff Reformers, some of tho extreme 
protectionists will be left in a very lone- 
some positiou, for tho Journal would 
would not take such an independent step 
without being assured of its being in ac- 
cord with popular sentiment.

It is reported on good authority that 
Congressman Burnett docs not desire a 
renomination, and there is a rumor that 
he will be the Democratic candidate for 
Governor. This is interesting and, if 
true, may lead to a lively contest in 
this district. The Republican and Demo- 
cratic vote are so evenly divided that 
each party will he under the necessity of 
making the best possible nominations.

named. There is no question but that 
there are defects in our schools, and one 
of the most glaring is the inadequate 
supply of proper and progressive appa- 
ratus iu the grammar schools. If 1 am 
rightly informed the grammar schools of 
our city are not as well supplied with 
actually necessary articles, as are those 
of most tho towns around us. Of these 
things, however, 1 do not intend now to 
speak, but I wish to tako issue with somo 
of the deductions to be drawn from Mrs. 
Linder’s article in tho last issue of Tiik 
Graphic. The old time “master” by in- 
ference, she would seem to hold up as 
more admirable than the present. Now, 
while by no means able to class myself 
among the “ancient” citizens, I can re- 
member when many a “master” in Bos- 
ton was little better than a “flogging ma- 
chine,” when a good-sized book or some 
other missile would whiz through the 
air, aimed at some delinquent small boy, 
and when the children feared and hated 
the cowardly tyrants whom they out- 
wardly respected. 1 know all were not 
of this stamp, but by far too many were. 
Candidly, are not the “masters” of to- 
day, as a class, at least tho equal of the 
“old-time masters?” 

I know a number of teachers in differ- 
ent parts of Newton, and I very much 
question if any “feeling of irresponsi- 
bility” ever troubles them; on the other 
hand, I should say they were over-bur- 
dened by a feeling of responsibility, and 
that largely occasioned, not by any fatal 
lack on the part of the master, hut by n 
far more fatal lack on tho part of the 
childrcu of Newton, aud that is, an en- 
tire want of respect for place, person, 
property and law. It is a fact to he re- 
gretted, hut it cannot honestly he gain- 
said. 1 have not yet lived long enough 
in Newton to become accustomed to this 
lack; it shocked me at first, it makes me 
tremble for the future now. One of the 
most humiliating recent instances of this 
want of icspeet for place or person occur- 
red on Feb. 14th last past. Prof. Good- 
ale of Harvard College was invited to de- 
liver a course of lectures here, and he, 
no doubt, expected to address an audi- 
ence ot intelligent, cultivated ladies and 
gentlemen, and the few who attended 
were richly repaid. On tho e veiling of 
the last lecture, great annoyance was oc- 
casioned by parties of hoys outside the 
hall (not Watertown hoodlums, hut be- 
longing to good Newton families,) who 
bombarded the windows with beans, and 
otherwise disturbed tho audience and 
insulted — yes, insulted tho eminent 
scholar, who at the time was our guest. 
But why multiply instances. Thu readers 
of the Graphic can supply them from 
their own knowledge. Are these things 
t he fault of t he teachers and masters? It 
is indeed true that “you must have a 
source higher than your top;” also “that 
the direction must he drawn from a 
superior source or there will he no good 
work,” hut let me ask you seriously, will 
you put any master or teacher in your 
own plaee, O parent? The “superior 
source,” in every case, must he the 
parent. Have wo any right to bring 
children into the world and not do for 
them everything possible to prepare 
them to act well their part in the battle 
of life? Gascoigne suys: “A hoy is bet- 
ter unborn than untaught,” and says 
Emerson: “Boys and girls who have been 
brought up with well-informed and su- 
perior people show in their manners an 
inestimable grace.” That wo havo sucli 
children in our midst, it delights me to 
say, hut they seem to he so outnumbered 
that Newton children are regarded by 
others as disrespectful, rude and law- 
less, “’Tis true, 'tispity; pity ’tis ’tin 
true!” Now what is to he dune; how 
can we remedy this existing evil? For 
that it rests witli us, no mother iu New- 
ton can doubt.

I do not 
believe that every employer Rhould way 
what Rhould and what Rhould not lie 
done, but here 1 h a chance for fraternity, 
good will, ponce, and for the beat inter- 
CRtR of all. It ia carrying the golden 
rule into a littlo further practice.

an the lecturor of the evening. “The la- 
bor question,” said ho “ia the great 
question of the present day. How to 
solve the problem is not for mo to say, 
and I shall not be ho boldj as to think 
that any one remedy ia going to aottlc 
that question, but I ask you to baton 
to one plan, which is not a whimsical 
system, but a plan to bring together the 
working man and the capitalist. I ask 
you to consider with mo tho somewhat 
now subject of profit-sharing. When 
there is a strike, aa there is to-day. tho 
first thing that people say is, why don’t 
they arbitrate it. This ia tho simple 
Christian and common-souse way of set- 
tling the question, and I have nothing 
whatever to say against it, but what wo 
want and what we need, is something or 
someway to prevent these strikes. Ar- 
bitration cannot do this, but is simply a 
method by which the strike can bo equi- 
tably settled after it has begun. Many 
thinking working men, aud there are a 
groat many of them, say that tho capital- 
ist is tho enemy of labor. Lot the work- 
ingmen in a largo mill, say, dispense 
with their manager. Let them manage 
it themselves, take the whole responsi- 
bility of it, and havo all the profits to 
themselves. It seems very pleasant to 
contemplate. If it could only be done. 
The capitalist says, I will take all the 
risk, bear all the responsibility of the 
busiucss. and you shall work for me at 
fixed wages and good pay. That is 
what co-operation means to some people. 
What they propose is, to do (away with 
the employer, who comes and employs 
tho capital and the men. Ho is the brains 
and tho skill of the whole establishment, 
the one person who understands the 
working of the business. Dispensing 
with brains cannot be done in any busi- 
ness. it requires at the lioad a man of 
deep thought aud great ability and 
through him is work supplied to the 
men. Let him be removed and the 
whole concern would bo a complicated 
mess. Statistics show this plainly, that 
where there is a skilful man at the head 
of an establishment, its profits are larger 
than one with no manager, run on the 
non-capitalist plan. An illustration can 
be had in the case of LcClair, the great 
house-painter and interior decorator, in 
Franco was born to poor but respectable 
parents a boy, who. when lie was old 
enough, was sent into the fields to work, 
after getting a very common school edu- 
cation. He was dissatisfied with his lot 
and when but 17 years of ago set out 
alone for the great city of Paris, where 
lie apprenticed himself to a house-painter, 
lie .was an energetic young man of good 
habits and principles, and luul made the 
most of bis limited education. He took 
a great liking to liis new business and 
was very successful, people saying that 
he had no superior in the whole city of 
Paris. After a while iie accumulated 
enough money to start in the business 
for himself, and with the increase in 
trade more men had to be employed, 
until lie bad in his employ quite a largo 
force. When about :15 years of age lie 
began to think what he could do to help 
the laboring class, J,o give them better 
pay.and when they were unable to work, 
to havo a pittance on which to 
live. Ho was a man of a philanthropic 
turn of mind and this matter troubled 
him for years, before ho began to take 
action dn it. One day, talking to a friend 
in regard to it, the iriend said there is 
nothing for you to do but to divide the 
profits of your business with your work- 
men. This thought occupied his mind 
for ten years, and then one day about the 
last of January, lie called h is men to- 
gether and said, l propose to pay you 
hit'll wages as usual, and at the end of 
year I will share tho profits of my busi- 
ness with you. Work faithfully, early 
and late, and if you see anything I do 
not, suggest it to mo. His workmen at 
once said, lie means to cheat us out of 
our money, and we don't behove lie will 
carry out what he said. The newspapers 
branded him as a schemer and a cheat, 
hut LeClair persevered, and at tlie end 
of the year lie called his men together, 
and opening a closet, took from it a bag 
of gold, and tossing it on tlie table, said, 
that is what profit-sharing means, §50 
apiece to tho 44 men I have picked out 
as being faithful to their work. Tlie 
workmen could not resist this appeal, 
and they worked sincerely and lie lias 
prospered in this course, so that now 
every man working but one day in a year, 
receives his share of tlie profits. Some- 
times it is so small that they don’t go 
after it, but it is laid away until they do. 
Tho plan is that the workman shall re- 
ceive the highest wages for tho best 
work, and at tho end of tlie year have a 
sum given him as a reward, which seems 
to make hi in more faithful the ensuing 
year. The employer wants a fair day’s 
work for a fair day’s pay, and by this plan 
lie secures it. 

The majority of workingmen, as 1 have 
said, are sensible, and when they are ap- 
pealed to by their employers, improve 
their opportunities, do more work, and 
consequently the employer gets more 
work tor tlie same pay, and no loss to 
himself. They improve by this method, 
it is good sense, good principle and good 
business in this and every other place. 
A few facts when applied tend to show 
t hilt establishments in which this sys- 
tem is practiced, are gradually growing 
larger and helping tlie laboring classes. 

Sevonty-livu firms, representing 2f» 
kinds of business, use this system in 
Feanco. Sw itzerland, Germany and Kng- 
laud and 25 in tlie United States. 

Ask Hon. A. li. 1‘illslmry of Minneapo- 
lis, one of tlie greatest flour dealers in 
the world, aud many other men who are 
doing a lttrge business, what they think 
of the nian, aud they will say they have 
found that tlie men do better work, are 
more faithful and regard tlie business as 
“our business” and ‘our factory.” They 
have not seen a single strike or dillicultv 
among them since tlie plan was adopted. 
Compare these facts with tlie strike in 
Chicago at the present time, or with Bos- 
ton two or three yours ago, and let me 
ask you is not this a better way than tlie 
one we now have. No revolution. and uo 
trouble. We say. and ull advocates of it 
say that tlie plan brings more profit to 
tlie employer, secures far better work, 


the speaker in thenfHrmative.on tlie ques- 
tion for discussion, which was thou read: 

Resolved, That tlie present wages 
system should bo so modified as to admit 
the employe to a share in tlie profits of 
tho business. 

It is a great pleasure, said Mr. Cal- 
kins, to listen to tho subject as it lias 
been so eloquently presented by tlie 
lecturer. it suggests a remedy for 
strikes by making combinations perpen- 
dicular instead of horizontal. The great 
troubio now is that everything is horizon- 
tal in position. If there was some way 
to combine everyone and every business, 
then there would be no trouble. For in- 
stance, take tlie great strike in Boston 
last winter, between tlie horse railroad 
corporations. If tlie question hud been 
between any ono company and another, 
it would have been settled easily. Tlie 
combination that lias been presented 
tnkes in the employer, tlie overseer and 
every one connected witli tho business. 

It is for tlie mutual benefit of all. I 
have had some recent opportunities to 
watcli the experiment in actual opera- 
tion in France. I went into several es- 
tablishments in Paris so as to watcli the 
several systems of profit sharing there 
practiced, and I can commend and concur 
in everything that Mr. Oilman lias said. 
Tlie profits in onu foundry are not dis- 
tributed in money, but, each man is given 
stock in tho concern equal to tho amount 
of money duo him. In that way tlie men 
become in time members of the firm, 
with so much stock to their credit. 
Hotels havo been built for them, and in 
the course of a few years tlie men will 
havo the ownership of tlie business 
themselves. 

Mr. Calkins then gave Rome illustra- 
tions of the working of the system in 
other factories. 

On the whole, the LeClair system is tlie 
most pertinent. It combines all of the 
men in one great firm as it were. America 
lias injured itself already by not begin- 
ning the system. By an absolute equit- 
able sharing of the profits, every man re- 
ceived his portion, no matter for how 
short a time lie had been employed. If a 
man earned §400 in the course of a year, 
ho would have §100 added, making §500 
as his remuneration for tlie year’s work. 

LeClair paid 50 to 75 per cent to every 
man in his employ, and this system 
caused a sort of aristocracy to spring up 
among the workmen, and it forms the 
kernel or centre as it is called of the 
business. That they actually elected 
members of the firm from among them- 
selves seems almost incredable, I nit it is j 
true nevertheless. A man who was a * 
foreman witli a salary of about §1000 per | 
annum, was unanimously elected a mem- 
ber of the firm, which really means a 
fortune of from §20,000 upwards. I 
think that tlie lecturer was a little too 
sanguine in saving that it is of great 
profit to the managers. In LeClair’ s case, 
probably under the system lie was work- 
ing, had ho lived, lie would not have been 
worth, anything in time,; but the men 
would carry on the business with the 
capital furnished by him at the start. I 
am glad to see that tlie Boston Herald 
lias adopted the profit sharing system, 
but it will need a longer and larger prac- 
tice before it can be rightly and readily 
adjusted. 

There never was a strike in America 
equal to the great commune in Paris. 
But how did that commune alTeet Le- 
Clair’s business. The men stood side by 
side and fought against it and came out 
grandly in tlie end. I hope that many 
corporations in this country will adopt 
this system of equality anti profit shar- 
ing. 

President Allen said that the speaker 
in tlie negative, Mr. Geo. L. Lovett, the 
only man in the city lie could find who 
would take that side, was not present, so 
that it would havo to lie upheld by 
volunteers from tlie audience. 

Mr. Godfrey said that he had been very 
much interested in the subject, and 
bought that it was not only for the in- 
erest of the employe, hut the employer, 
lint the profits for the year should be 
divided. 

Mr. W. E. Plummer thought the system 
was all very well in theory, hut in large 
companies lie did not see how it could lie 
carried out. Supposing that the company 
lost money one year, would the employes 
work for nothing the next year to make 
up tlie loss. How to provide for this, is 
one of the greatest obstacles to tho 
system. 

Mr. Sheldon said it was a great gratifi- 
cation to him to hear the lecturer and 
Mr. Calkins talk so forcibly from facts; 
lie had always been interested in how to 
share business profits. Tlie plan sug- 
gested would he a grand solution if it 
had nut been found impracticable. 

It is required that the employer should 
be a philanthropist with a great amount 
of brain power, and not every employer 
has this essential. The men alluded to 
by the lecturer had a business capacity 
and an indefinite amount of capital be- 
hind them, hut in America there were 
fe>v such men. What would become of 
the great manufaeturies of Germany if 
war should break out with Russia. Tlie 
capitalist should give to every man a fair 
day’s pay for a fair day’s labor, so that 
lie will bo enabled to lay aside a reserve 
fund, and be able to manage for himself 
as an independent man. The system 
was inconsistent and could not lie 
carried into effect. 

MIL IIOI OIITON 

thought that either tlie last speaker or 
himself misunderstood the question. He 
did not think it would he such a ditiicult 
thing to do to look down the pay roll of 
the Waltham Watch Company and see 
how much was due to each person. If a 
man works earnestly ho loses nothing in 
tlie end. Faithfulness is what helps a 
man. Mr. Houghton knew one place in 
Bridgeport where the system had been 
successfully tried. He said ho spoke 
largely from theory, but very practical 
theory. When one is doing less than ho 
ought, lie feels mean. You can get more 
work out of a man when lie is given 
something to work for than you can if he 
lias nothing beside his wages tlie year 
round. There is lio sharing of profit amt 
losses. A non-capitalist cannot do any- 
thing. He cannot say, 1 share the loss 
witli you, and you share profits with me 
next year. 

MIC. OILMAN 

wanted to say a few words for informa- 
tion. He had not given any objections 
to tlie system of prophet sharing, as lie 
wanted the speukers m tlie negative to 
bring them out. Tlie limitations to this 
system are many. He hold that experi- 
ence shows that in some cases it dors not 
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apply. Tho objection regarding Iorh 
sharing was not wortli the time taken to 
give it. How does a business man in a 
woolen mill, ono of tlie hardest exam- 
ples of tlie system, act. He runs along 
three years on big profits, the next three 
years they are less, and the next four 
years lie hardly makes anything. How 
does lie manage it? Tho firstsix years 
lie puts by a reserve with which he tides 
over tlie four bad years sure to come. A 
workman does share the bms, as ho re- 
ceives no bonus, and lie lias been putting 
some by for an emergency. He knows 
that the employer is honest and lie is 
glad to help him if he can. The kingdom 
of God, as our friend Mr. Godfrey puts 
it, is not adapted to business yet. 

Mr. Gilman was sorry Mr. IMummer 
had left (lie liall, as lie wanted him to 
hear what he had to say. Ho blamed no 
one for objecting, as not ono person out 
of one hundred knows what, profit shar- 
ing is. 

Mr. Sheldon said ho could compliment 
the speakers in the nflirmativc on their 
fairness, hut hack of that tho experience 
of a man who had been around quite a 
good deal was that in such an affair the 
manager could make the investment bet- 
ter than the workman. Tlie great curse of 
America at the present day is the con- 
solidation of great concerns — the power 
that has crushed so many honest men 
out of a good living. The firm of A. T. 
Stewart & Co., ernshed out many small- 
er stores, and their proprietors arc now 
in tlie employ of that great store as com- 
mon salesmen. 

'I’lie workman has as much right to say 
what shall he done witli his money as lias 
the boss. Take a big railroad company: 
how are they going to share their profits 
with tho men. Big corporations are 
hurting our country. American people 
are even more capricious than the 
French. 

Mr. Houghton said that the employer 
suffered no loss, and that the workman 
gained something. Tlie company he 
referred to as having adopted tlie system 
lie could not recommend, as it was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of corsets. 

Mr. Norton said lie would not under- 
take to cope with tho moral side of the 
question, but was in sympathy witli tlie 
last speaker. 

Rev. Mr. Gilman closed tlie debate by 
saying that the gloat object sought for 
was to make workmen more ambitious, 
and more interested in their work, and to 
look out more closely for the interests 
of thier employer.

There was 
great indignation because the cais were 
aying , left without heat, by the uncoupling of 
the engine. When the blockade was final- 
ly raised and the train got to Worcester 
on Tuesday, the passengers were obliged 
to remain in the depot, as the streets^ 
weie impassable. and they could not reach 
the hotels.

TIIK STORM INTERFERE* WITH T1IK COM- 
MON COCNCII. MKKTINO. 

Only seven members of the common 
council were present when President 
Hurr called to order at 7. 1'» Monday even- 
ing. and a recess of ten minutes were 
taken to await a quorum. There was 
present ('ouncilmen Hamblen, ltice, 
Powell. Moody, Bond and Hunt. After 
waiting some twenty minutes, it was 
concluded that no other members would 
brave the storm and the meeting ad- 
journed. Directly after adjournment a 
delayed circuit train brought over < ’oun- 
cilmen (ireenwood ami Head, and soon 
after Councilman Kennedy also arrived, 
but too late to transact business. 

The members attended to some com- 
mittee business, and discussed questions 
of local politics until their trains were 
due, when they adjourned to the depot 
to wait for the delayed trains. It ic- 
«|tiired the worst storm of the whole 
winter to prevent an assembling of a 
quorum of the city officials, and only the 
unexpected delay of the train from the 
outlying suburbs prevented the assem- 
bling of the required number lor a 
quorum at the regular time of meeting. 
Fortunately there was no business of 
any special importance, ami the next 
common council meeting will be held 
March 20th. 

HIS TOTH BIRTHDAY. 

KX-GOVKKNOlt CLAFLIN HONORED 1IY 
THE MASSACHUSETTS CLUB. 


Ex-Governor Claflin of this city was 70 
Tears old on Tuesday of last week, ami 
on Saturday bust the Massachusetts club, 
of which lie is president, met to com- 
memorate the event. His health has 
prevented his attending the meet- 
ings this winter, but he was able to be 
present and sat at the head of the table. 

A pleasant hour was passed at dinner, 
after which Hon. A. W. Heard, in appro- 
priate phrase, welcomed the Governor as 
one of the founders of the Massachusetts 
Club. He spoke of his political life, from 
the time he served in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, in 1849 until he left it 
crowned with honors as a Governor. Mr. 
Beard spoke with particular feeling of 
Mr. Clatiin’s service in the House; of his 
being president of the state Senate: of 
what he did as Lieutenant-Governor and 
Governor, as member of Congress and 
linally of his being the chairman of the 
national Republican committee in the 
campaign of 1868, when Gen. Grant was 
first nominated for the presidency. ”1118 
own business principles,” said Treasurer 
Beard, ‘‘he brought to bear on his official 
business, as witness his veto of the 
Hartford & Erie railroad bill in 1870, and 
his action on the question of assistance 
to the lloosac tunnel, on which he raised 
the question of the credit of the state.” 

Ghvetnov Claflin was received with 
hearty applause. He expressed his 
pleasure at being once more with the 
club, and proceeded to give a most inter- 
esting account of his first experience in 
politics in connection with the Free Soil 
party. He said: "l stand before you as a 
confessed slave-holder. 1 owned a slave 

• once ill St Louis.” 

As a young man he had gone out to St. 
Louis to start iu business. While there 
liis attention was called to a slave who 
was to he sold to go South, and thus sep- 
arated from his family. Mr. (Martin’s 
sympathies were aroused, and. although 
his means were slight, he and his brother 
managed to gather together enough 
money to purchase and free the man. 
When became buck to Boston, and became 
a candidate tor office, this was seriously 
urged as an argument against him. He 
was charged with hypocrisy in advocat- 
ing freedom to the slave in Boston, while 
owning slaves iu St. Louis. 

He spoke of his visit to the Chicago 
convention in 1800 which nominated 
Lincoln, and again to the convention in 
isos which nominated Grant. At the 
latter. Mr. Claflin was chosen chairman 
of tin* national Republican convention, 
and in that position worked harder than 
perhaps lie had ever worked in Ins life, 
but came out of the campaign weighing 
four pounds more than when he went 
iu.” 

Remarks were made by Hon. Alexan- 
der II. Rice. Hon. Klieu F. Stone, an orig- 
inal Free Soiler, Hon. Win. W. Crapo, 
Hon. K. B. Stoddard, a member of Gover- 
nor Claliin’s staff, Hon. Stephen M. 
Philips, ex-attorney general, lion. Frank 
I). Allen. Hon. .John s. Braytoii of Fall 
Hiver,who was a member of the council 
under Governor Claflin, Nathaniel '1'. 
Allen, Hon. M. P. Keimard and Dr. Hen- 
ry U, Blackwell. The occasion was a 
thoroughly delightful one, the personal 
reminiscences of tlte speakers being 
most interesting.

FAVORS BRITISH COM M K 

“Well, now, there is also an idea that 
Amerioais pursuing a course of profound 
wisdom in regard to its protective 
system, and we are told that under the 
blessed shelter of a system of that kind 
the tender infancy of trades is cherished, 
which afterwards, having obtained vigor, 
will go forth into neutral markets and 
possess tin' world. Gentlemen, is that 
true? America lias been too long in 
various degrees a protective country. 
Have the manufacturers of America gone 
forth and possessed the world? How do 
they compete with you in those quarters 
of the world which are, speaking gener- 
ally, outside the influences of protection? 
Gentlemen, to the wholo of Asia, to tlte 
whole of Africa, and to tlte wholo of Aus- 
tralasia— which in the main are outside 
this question and may fairly bo described 
in the rough as presenting to us neutral 
markets, where wo meet America with- 
out fear or favor, one way or tin* other — 
the whole of the exports of the United 
.States of manufactured goods of those 
countries amount to £4,701,000, while 
the exports to those same quarters 
from the United Kingdom were £78,140,- 
ono. Gentlemen, the fact is this: America 
is a country, with .enormous internal re- 
sources. she lias committed — I say it, I 
hope, not with disrespect: I say it with 
strong and cordial sympathy, but with 
much regret— she is committing errors of 
which we set her an example. But from 
the enormous resources of her home 
market, the development of which intern- 
ally is not touched by protection, she is 
able to commit those errors with less 
fatal consequences upon her people than 
we experienced when wo committed them 
and the enormous development of Ameri- 
can resources from within oasts almost 
entirely into the shade the puny charac- 
ter of the export of her manufactures to 
the neutral markets of the world. . . . 

I will say this, that as long as America 
adheres to the protective system your 
coramerical primacy is secure. Nothing 
in the world can wrest it from you while 
America continues to fetter her own 
strong hands and arms, and with Mieso 
lettered arms is content to compete with 
you, who are free, in neutral markets, 
and ns long as America follows the 
doctrine of protection, or as long as 
America follows the doctrines now known 
as those of fair trade, you are perfectly 
safe, and you need not allow, any of you, 
even your Ugliest slumbers to be dis- 
turbed by the fear that America will 
take from you your commercial primacy.”

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THOUGHTS ON CHRISTIANITY. 
Addressed to a Clmreli. 

IlY IIEHMON F. TlVl'S. 

Brethren nml Friends : — Itomcmbor 
that wo nro now considering lovo, which 
is first nml greatest in the gospel; u love 
to be exhibited in tho church, according 
to tho word of Jesus: “A new command- 
ment 1 givo unto you, that yo lovo one 
another; oven as I liavo lovod you; that 
ye also love ono another. By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have lovo one to another.” 

It is therefore of tho internal relations 
of the church that I shall speak this 
morning, reserving till noxt Sunday tho 
relations of tho church to tho world. 

I have road to you tho twelfth chapter 
of Luke. I wish you might also road tho 
twelfth of Romans, tho twelfth of 
I Corinthians and the fourth of 
Ephesians. In these chapters you 
will find a remarkable figure 
of the church. Listen: 'As the 
body is one, and hath many members, 
and all tho members of tho body, being 
many, nro ono body; so also is Christ. 
Ye aro the body of Christ and severally 
membors thereof.’ The union of Christ 
and his disciples,an actual union ofTocted 
by the Holy Spirit, is a contral fact of 
Christianity. By several figures this 
truth is presented to us in tho Scripture. 
Jesus himself says, *1 am the vine, ye are 
the branches; abide in me nnd I in you.’ 
Tho branches are not separate from the 
vine but true parts of it. Two of the 
Apostles call the church a building, fitly 
framed together, Jesus being tho corner- 
stone, tho whole built for a habitation of 
God in the spirit. Both John and Paul, 
with a boldnoss we are sometimes too 
timid to follow, picture the saints as the 
Bride of the Lamb. The twain shall be- 
come ono; a groat mystery, says tho 
writer, but I speak in regard of Christ 
and of the church. But tho most fully de- 
veloped and most frequently mentioned 
of all these figures, is that of the body. 

Think of it. Christ is one. Wo are 
one in him. Justus the eye, hand, foot, 
ear, are not separate,, but parts of one 
person, so also is Christ. We too often 
think of Him as away up somewhere in 
the heavens. That may be able to help 
our conception. But do not forgot His 
ownjwords: ‘I w ill not leave you deso- 
late. I come unto you. I will pray the 
Father, and Ho shall givo you a helper, 
even the Spirit of truth, to be with you 
forever. Then shall yo know that I am 
in my Father and ye in mo and I in you.’ 
He is in us. We arc in Him, baptized in 
cue spirit into one body, whether Amer- 
icans or Africans or Burmans, and w’ere 
all made to drink of one Spirit. 

This is a day of individualism, when 
men are regarded as units. Each man is 
a little world circling in his own orbit, 
guided by his own will, independent of 
other men. In earlier ages it was tho 
converse of this. The individual was 
nothing. A man’s life was like a beast’s 
life. Society was a great unreasoning 
mass of life where individuals were lost. 

The Christ-conceptiou includes both. 
Men in Christ are no longer divided by the 
repulsions of selfishness nor swallowed up 
in an aggregate of selfish impulse. Each 
has his place and work equally honored 
with every other in his place and work. 
Yet all are one and labor under tho con- 
sciousness of unity. The eye does not 
■despise the finger, the foot does not envy 
the head. The smallest joint and tiniest 
nerve, even the most microscopic gland 
and cell in the whole body receives equal 
attention with the head and heart them- 
selves, and all work together with equal 

• diligence and readiness. There is noth- 
ing in the universe as w'o know it, so 

• complicated and at the same time so har- 
monious as the human body filled with a 

’human soul. Its diversity is infinite, its 
utility is marvellous. Man is the crown 
of creation. See him walking, working, 
thinking. Hands and feet, arms and 
lugs and body, eye and ear ami nose, 
brain, heart, lung, skin and tongue and 
throat, thousands of parts, bones, mus- 
cles, blood-vessels, nerves, all working 


oording to tho size of tho church? Well, 
those churches must have been quite 
small when first established by Barnabas 
and Paul, yet they all had elders, not one 
elder. And does it make but littlo differ- 
ence that the very spirit of church-life in 
CliriBt is thus negatived? Observe how 
the one-pastor plan works in our own 
churches. No pastor, no work. Scores 
of small churches throughout this state 
—to my cortain knowledge, languish 
along year after year because of the no- 
tion that prevails' that only with a pas- 
tor can anything be done. Instend of 
looking to Christ as tho head of the 
body, instead of regarding the church as 
a body, every member of which has his 
own function and so expecting each to 
do his own work under tho direction 
of the indwolling spirit, they actually 
say they can do nothing without a hoad, 
and it must be allowed, do act very much 
like a headless body. I have had men 
urtro soborly that no business or society 
could succeed without a leader, and so 
neither could a church. My brother, is 
not Christ the head, always tho head? 
Not only of his entire church in the 
world, but of each local gathering of his 
disciples, which represents the whole 
body, and which is also called a church 
by the apostles? What irreverence is 
this, Mr. Spurgeon’s church, Dr. Gor- 
don's church, Dr. Duryea’s church and 
so on down to Mr. White’s church in 
Brownvillo? How complacently we re- 
gard all this departure from the New 
Testamant standards! Instead of de- 
veloping the many gifts of tho spirit 
found in even the weakest church, we wait 
for the coming of“a pastor” who is expect- 
ed to comnine in himself all the gifts, to 
bo evangelist, teacher, ruler, exhorter. 
pastor, all in one. This, in the face of 
the fundamental principles of the scrip- 
ture described at tho beginning of this 
letter, givon in the words of Jesus, ‘‘one 
is your teacher and all ye are brethren.” 
This system is as bad for the man as for 
the church. He is elevated, flattered, 
petted, almost worshipped, and must be 
more than man if he does not develop a 
vanity and egotism quite inconsonant 
with the meek and lowly spirit of Jesus. 

Neither does the New Testament recog- 
nize a professional class of men such as 
are now known as ministers, clergymen, 
pastors; I mean a class practically inde- 
pendent of tho churches and peripatetic. 
Ministers nowadays are dissociated from 
laymen and have no abiding place ;they are 
a professional class to whom the church- 
es resort for leaders. The result is, the 
churches do not depend upon the Holy 
Spirit for leadership, nor do the ministers 
regard themselves as integral and perma- 
nent parts of any body. We learn here, 
as everywhere, the danger of departing 
from the simplicity nnd divinity of the 
Apostolic ways. The New Testament, 
then, regards any church as one in Christ, 
Informed by the Spirit of God, having 
its pastors like all others of its members, 
like its deacons, like its nurses, liko its 
teachers, absorbed in its general life and 
working in all lowliness of mind for tho 
building up of the church in lovo. It 
was such a church which 1 had in mind, 
when I said publicly some years ago, that 
I should consider my work in this church 
dono when you couid got along just as 
well without mo as with me. It has all 
along been my constant aim to get every 
* ;h< ' ‘ ... 


member of the church to exercise tho 
gift, which tho Holy Spirit has imparted 
to him. Once you could come to such 
an exercise and development, you would 
need no pastor in the professional sense. 
You would have several pastors among 
yourselves, some of them perhaps sup- 
ported in whole or in part by the labor 
of the rest. And you would all serve one 
another in all humility, having one pur- 
pose, to grow 
grown man, 
stature of the 

I am aware that many practical ques- 
tions will arise in your minds concerning 
this phase of our discussion, and proba- 
bly yet more questions concerning what 
is now to be discussed, but the general 
principle enunciated at the outset, faith- 
fully applied under the light of New 
Testament precedents, will, 1 think, 
guide any candid questioner to right con- 
clusions.

abolished all social distinctions among 
men. All ye are brethren, not a few are 


was deprived of the chance to earn that 
dollar nnd others liko it? I will tell yon 
that a little further on. Be patient. 

Yet. 1 do not know but we may at once 
proceed to our third point with a quota- 
tion which will suggest the answer just 
now promised. Tho apostle snid to tho 
uldurs of the church at Ephcsns, mind, 
ho said it to the elders, tho ministers, not 
to the deacons, the laymon, but to the 
ministers. “Yo know that these hands 
of mine* ministered to my needs, and to 
them that were with mo. In all things I 
gave younn example, how that, so labor- 
ing yo ought to help the wenk and to re- 
member tlio words- of the Lord Jesus, 
how ho himsulf said, it is more blessed 
to givo than to receive.” Those were 
Paul’s farewell-words to tho elders of his 
most beloved and most spiritual church. 
Labor according to my examples, with 
your hands, in order to help support the 
weak. Rend the apostles’ amplification 
of this injunction in tho last chapter of 
II. Thcss. He commands them to work, 
just as he did, and to withdraw themselves 
from any who will not work. And in his 
letter to that same Ephesian church, he 
directs that the man who had been a 
thief before he became a Christian should 
go to work with his hands, nnd earn, — for 
what purpose? “That ho may have 
whereof to give to him that hath need.” 
Why should one work? That he may 
have something to give to the needy. 
Not to lay by a snug fortune, not to pro- 
vide himself with abundance of com- 
forts, but to get something to give to the 
needy. Does not that lemind you of 
John the Baptist’s answer to them he 
had awakened by his preaching? They 
asked: What, then must we do? And 

he replied, "IIo that hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none; and 
he that hnth food, let him do likewise.” 
And Jesus himself: ‘Fear not, little 
flock. Soli that ye have and give alms. 
Bo not anxious what ye shall eat or wear, 
your heavenly Father will clothe you, O, 
yo of little faith.’ 

Brethren, my present contention is 
this, that the New Testament teaches 
there should be among Christians no de- 
stinction in material conditions. 1 know 
you will be astonished at this. I expect 
that those of you who have followed me 
thus far with approval r if there be any 
such, will pause now. I>et me proceed 
to quote again. "Hereby know wo love, 
because he laid down his life for us, and 
we ought to lay down our lives for the 
brethren. But whoso hath the world’s 
goo(ls,and beholdeth his brother in need, 
and shutteth up his compassion for 
him, how doth tho love of God abide in 
him? My little children, let us not love 
in word, neither with the bongue r but in 
deed and truth.” 

Candidly, I cannot see how that can be 
applied to my life. and 1 leave my brother 
in worse material conditions- than my- 
self. Is my brother in need only when 
he iB starving? How much shall I give 
him? Just Hour and coal and salt? 
.Shall I think hint a hypocrite and un- 
grateful it he should chance to buy some 
oranges with the money I gave him? I 
have oranges myself, but then I did not 
expect a man who takes charity to get 
any. Is that the way for Christians to 
take care of their poor? But put it 
j milder. In tho street next to you, lives a 
man with his family in four small rooms, 
counting a basement kitchen. The 
house has no land about it, and 
is on a dirty street. You, with the 
same number in the family, have 
twelve good rooms, including all "the 
modern conveniences.” You have 
an acre of ground, laid out with 
beautiful lawn and shrubs and trees. 
You have a horse and carriage for your-

eye or ear. No members of llie Imdy can • 
flourish while the other* want : but there \ 
Is an eqtinl distribution to all alike, ac- 
cording as each has need. Put the whole 
matter concretely. Could you nit at the 
same table with your brother and eat 
bread and meat. while he had only bread, 
though he might he hungrier than you? 
Consider how tho covetous man is sp*-k- 
en of in the New Testament, lie is the 
man who wants to have more than 
Others. He is called repeatedly an idola- 
ter. He is ranked with drunkards nnd 
fornicators. ‘Let it not once bo named ' 
among you as becomctb saints. Put 
away the covetous man from among 
you.’ There was no compulsion about 
this matter any more than in regard to 
other sins to which a believer might be 
subject. No Christian was compelled 
not to lie. Nor was lie compelled to sell 
bis property, though bis fellow-believer 
was in poverty and need. But in case lie 
peisisted in his falsehoods or covetous- 
ness, lie was to be put away. Not only 
did each church care for its own poor, 
hut richer churches provided for the 
poorer ones. How Panl collected money 
for the poor saints at Jerusalem, and in 
company with <rthers,cnrried it to them at 
great trouble and expense to himself is 
well known. The apostle’s words con- 
cerning the relation of the churches 
among themselves in this regard, must 
apply with equal or greater force to simi- 
lar conditions among the members of 
each church. "Not that others may be 
eased, and ye distressed, but by equali- 
ty; yonr abundance being a supply at the , 
present time for their want, that their 
abundance also may beoome a supply 
for your want: that there may be equal- 
ity; as it is written, Ho that gathered 
much had nothing over, and he that gath- 
ered little had no lack." 

The more one thinks of this and the 
more he reads his Bible with this 
thought in mind, the more obvious and 
even axiomatic appears this truth. The 
words and life of Jesus taught nothing 
else, lie came not to be ministered 
unto, hut to minister. Ho gave all he 
had and became as poor as the poorest. 
He required of his disciplos to foraiuke 
all and follow him. He sent them forth 
without wallet or silver or two coatn — 
only with power to heal and help. 
Jesus’ own* manner of subsistence in 
company with his disciples is very in- 
structive. He and the twelve were real- 
ly the first church and the model of tile 
Pentecostal church. They had all tiling* j 
in common, and lie who became the j 
traitor carried the common purse. 

In the light of Jesus’ example and of ! 
tlio Pentecostal church, see what this j 
means from Peter: ‘Above all tilings be i 
fervent in your love among yourselves; 
for lovecovereth a multitude of sins: us- 
ing hospitality one to another without 
murmuring; according as each hath re- | 
ceivcd a gift, ministering it among your- 
selves, as good stewards of the mauifold 
grace of God.’ And wliat means this 
from the Hebrews: "Beloved, we are 
persuaded better tilings of you. and 
tilings that accompany salvation, though 
we thus speak.” And why is lie so per- 
suaded? Because "God is not unright- 
eous to forget your work and the love 
which ye showed toward his name, in 
that ye ministered unto the saints and 
still do minister.” 

Let us close with the words of our 
Lord by his own mouth: "The King 
shall say unto those on his right hand, 
Come, ye Blessed of my Father, inherit 
tiie Kingdom prepared for you from the 
fowndation of the world; tor I was an 
hungered, and ye gave me meat; I was 
thirsty, and ye gave me drink; I was a 
a stranger, and ye took me in; naked, and 
ye clothed me: 1 was sick, and yo visited 
me; i was in prison ami ye came unto 
me

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was that cities and towns may derive 
some revenue, but even if this was the 
purpose of the law it was inoperative. 
If taxation of Newton bonds were ex- 
empted the city would save $10,000 on 
every $1,000,000 of the city’s bonds. 

Mayor O’Brien endorsed this, ami said 
that if taxation was exempted upon tlicpo 
bonds, they would bo bought at homo, 
instead of in Now York or Philadelphia. 
New York can place 0 per cent loans at a 
premium, because they are exempt from 
taxation; but Boston 8 l-‘2 per cent bonds 
cannot be sold at par because they aro 
taxed; besides, very little revouuo is de- 
rived from them, as they cannot be found 
to be taxed. 

Had it not been for the railroad block- 
ade, every city in the commonwealth 
would have been represented, in behalf 
of the measure, and it is evidently mere- 
ly carrying out in municipal affairs what 
the national government did with its own 
bonds, and what business men would do. 
The present system is not a success, in 
the way of producing a revenue, and it 
only tends to reduce tho market price of 
municipal bonds. The change should bo 
made at once, and it would prove of ben- 
efit to every city in tho commonwealth. 


somewhat erratic method. Fortunately 
many parents bad the good sense to koep 
thoir children at home, Monday afternoon, 
and the school board would not be far 
wrong if they should order that absences 
on such a day should not bo counted.

THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The legislative committee on railroads 
has held several hearings 011 the subject 
of separating the grades of the railroads 
and streets in Newton. It is fortunate 
that the city authorities were wide 
awake in the matter, or an immense debt 
might have been saddled upon the city. 

The Boston & Albany officials profess 
to desire a separation of all the grades 
on the main line, and think they aro very 
generous in offering to pay all of the cost 
that an impartial tribunal may assess 
upon the railroad oorboration. 

The city of Newton takes the position 
that there is no reason why it should be 
called upon to pay auy of the cost for the 
separation of grades. The railroad is a 
private money-making corporation. It 
receives a large ami profitable patronage 
from this city, and separating the grades 
woidd relieve it from a large annual ex- 
pense for gates and for damages from 
persons injured. It is also not a strug- 
gling corporation, as it has hard work to 
keep the profits within the teu per cent 
limit. The separation of grades will be 
for its own benefit, rather than for any 
direct benefit to the city. 

The railroad should never have been 
allowed to cross the streets at grade, and 
a change should have been made w hen 
the four tracks were laid. It was much 
cheaper to build the road with grade 
crossings, but because the privilege was 
granted when it did not cause much pub- 
lic inconvenience, is no veasun that the 
general public should be called upon to 
pay for the change, now that the cross- 
ings have become a public nuisance. In 
many other states the railroads are com- 
pelled by law to do away with these 
grade crossings, and to pay all the ex- 
penses thereof themselves. This is the 
practice that should be followed in Mass- 
achusetts, and the legislators can not 
take any other view of the matter and 
be faithful to the interests of their con- 
stituents. 

At the hearing Representative Slocum 
urged that the proposed bill requiring 
the couuty commissioner* to compel a 
separation of grades w as unconstitution- 
al, as it was an infringement of their ju- 
dicial rights, they having the potter to 
sit as a judicial body on this very ques- 
tion. The point was excellently taken, 
and in the opinion of prominent lawyers 
it would be sustained were the bill to 
pass. 

Representative Walworth, and Attor- 
neys Powers and Goodrich appeared for 
different property owners, and Mr. Good- 
rich made a very strong plea that 110 
change of grades should be made until a 
general plan should be presented for the 
removal of all the grade crossings, which 
must come sooner or later. lie asked 
Mr. Hoar, tue counsel for the railroad, if 
they had such a comprehensive plan to 
present, but did not succeed iu obtaining 
a definite answer, and it is very probable 
that the railroad company have not got 
as far as tiiat. Mr. Goodrich said it 
would be much better to legislate with 
such a plan iu view, than to pass a spec- 
ial act for the accommodation of a 
horse railroad company, as in the former 
case t lie merits of the case could be dis- 
cussed. 

Special legislation is always to be 
avoided, when a general law could be 
made to cover the case, and also while 
the legislature might be prevailed upon 
to saddle a heavy debt upon one town at 
a time, they would hesitate to compel all 
tlie towns along the line of the road to

TO DEBATE T1IE TARIFF. 

Tho joint debate at Tremont Temple 
Saturday evening, March 24th, between 
the Massachusetts Tariff Reform League 
and the Home Market Club, will prob- 
ably call out an immense audience. 
There is no subject now before tho peo- 
ple in which so much popular interest is 
felt, and the demand for some reduction 
in the present tariff is so universal as to 
have compelled the politicians to change 
their attitude. The question to be dis- 
cussed is this: “Is tho wage-earner ben 
efitted by the protective policy as em- 
bodied in the present tariff?” and the 
speakers on both sides are to be imported 
expressly for the occasion, as if we did 
not have speakers in Massachusetts quite 
as able as either ex-Congressniau Butter- 
worth of Ohio, who appears for the 
Home Market Club, or E. D. Wheeler of 
New Y'ork, the eminent lawyer who has 
been selected by the tariff reformers. 
Each speaker is to have 45 minutes for 
opening and 15 miuutes for closing, and 
in that time the audience will have a 
good opportunity to got a good deal of 
more or less valuable information. 

As to the merits of the question itself, 
there are few who will deny that the 
wage-earner is benefitted in some respects 
by the present tariff, but the question is 
whether those benefits are counterbal- 
anced by the increased price he must 
pay for the articles he has to buy. If 
protection raises the rate of wages, so 
does the law of supply and demand. In 
this country, fortunately, the demand 
has hitherto been greater than the sup- 
ply, in spite of the immense number of 
immigrants who aro constantly arriving 
to compete with our own workmen. But 
the demand for the passage of the anti- 
Chinese bill, of the contract-labor bill, 
and for some moans of limiting the num- 
ber of immigrants who come to this 
country to compete with our own work- 
ingmen, show that the danger of making 
the supply greater than the demand is 
even here to be feared. 

All of these questions will probably be 
brought up in the joint debate, and if 
tlie speakers do not indulge too much in 
glittering generalities, they will be well 
worth hearing. It is promised that all 
who attend will receive their pockets full 
of reading matter. Mr. Butterworth is 
known as one of the most ardent advo- 
cates of free-trade with Canada, al- 
though a strong believer in protection, 
and Mr. Wheeler is reported to be a very 
acute speaker, and a warm advocate of 
tariff reform. 


The caucuses for tho election of dele- 
gates to the statu and congressional 
conventions, to elect delegates to Chi- 
cago, are only four weeks off, and the 
question of tho delegates is attracting 
considerable attention. The names of 
Gen. Drapor of Ilopedale and Hon. I. T. 
Burr of this city have been mentioned 
with favor.and a prominent Grand Army 
man in this part of the district is said to 
be conducting a still hunt for the posi- 
tion. Hon. R. R. Bishop, Representa- 
tive Wyman of Hyde Park, who lias 
congressional aspirations, Mr. D. W. 
Farquhar, and a number of others 
arc named, although the two gentle- 
men first mentioned are said to have 
the host chance of being selected. 


The agitation of the question of state 
superintendence for the country schools, 
is bringing out some interesting replies. 
The secretary of tho Manchester school 
board is directed to write that “when the 
committee is efficient, there is no need 
of a superintendent of schools.” From 
the Norwood school committee comes 
the statement that the present machinery 
is good and costly enough and“Tnke them 
(the schools] out of the hands and care 
of the citizens by giving everything into 
the hands of superintendents and teach- 
ers, and the parents would take less in- 
terest than they do now.” Such replies 
as these go a long ways toward demolish- 
ing line spun theories. 


The division of Beverly does not seem 
to grow in public favor, the more the 
project is considered, and it is not a wise 
plan to dismember the old towns in the 
state, merely to create “a tax-dodger’s 
paradise,” as tho proposed new town of 
Beverly Farms is styled. The majority 
in the house took this view of it, evident- 
ly, for it was defeated on Thursday. 
There have boen too many of such 
divisions already, which liavo been se- 
cured only by persistent lobbying. 


LODGE AND BEARD. 

Congressman Lodge has kindly con- 
sented to be a candidate for delegate-at- 
large to Chicago; time is, he is not going 
to make any effort whatever, but so 
many of his friends have urged him to 
give permission to present his name, 
that he has finally consented. All this 
is told with charming frankness in the 
Washington correspondence of the 


We have received an answer to the 
letter of Ex-Governor Claflin and Princi- 
pal Hinds in favor of the Blair bill, from 
a former governor of Idaho, a gentleman 
who has lived in the southern states be- 
fore, during and since the war. Ho takes 
decided ground against the Blair bill, and 
the letter will appear next week. 


It is becoming more and more evident 
that Gen. Draper is iu the field as a can- 
didate for governor, but Governor Ames 
is nearlv certain a third term.

AN INTERESTING REPORT OF THE WORK 
DURING THE YEAR. 


tor reported activity in its special line of 
work.' and theio seemed to be a disposi- 
tion to nmko uso of opportunities ns thoy 
came, to do good to others, and so to 
hasten the coming of Christ’s Kingdom. 

The Sunday school reports 1(17 mem- 
bers, and has contributed about $188 for 
different purposes. 

The missionary committees call at- 
tention to tho fact tlmt four and five 
times each yoar the congregation has op- 
portunity to help the missionary work 
through tho Sunday offertories, 

Grateful mention is made of a bequest 
of Mr. H. II. Linder of $600 to tho Board 
of Missions, to bo invested as a fund, and 
the interest used oaeh year for helping to 
pay the stipends of one foreign and one 
domestic missionary. 

The Ladies Missionary Society lias bad 
a very active year. Help has been ex- 
tended in different directions to those 
laboring in the mission work of the 
church. In the autumn the members 
rendered very valuable assistance in col- 
lecting money for the church debt. Lat- 
er on a sale was held in the parish house, 
to gather funds for the use of the society 
with very gratifying results. The sum 
of $700 has been paid toward tho church 
debt and $280.32 for charitable purposes 

The committee on hospitality urge each 
family in the parish to call upon strang- 
ers removing to thoir neighborhood, to 
invite them to the church services. 

The Brotherhood reports 30 members, 
and invites the male portion of the con- 
gregation to attend its meetings in ihe 
parish house on the first and third Wed- 
nesday evenings of each month, when 
there is n reading or lecture, or an inter- 
esting program of some kind. 

The Helping Hand continues its work 
of making up hangings for missionary 
chapels, and has all the work it can pos- 
sibly do. 

The Chancel committee make mention 
of tlie loss they have met in the removal 
of Miss C. V. Parker to Boston. She 
was for a long while the head of this 
committee and active in all of its work. 
The committee appeal for assistance, in 
providing flowers on the altars of the 
church and chapel every Sunday from 
Easter to Advent. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society lias fifty 
members in all, and has been very flour- 
ishing during the year. The aim is to 
bind the members together for mutual 
help, sympathy and prayer, and to labor 
for the welfare of others. 

The Mothers’ Meeting has thirty-five 
members, and has mot regularly on the 
first Friday afternoon or each month. 

The Festival Committee held some so- 
cial meetings of the congregation last 
spring, but no organized efforts wore 
made this year partly on account of the 
movement for paying the church debt. A 
general social gathering of the eongre- 

S ation was held on the night of Novem- 
er 30th, and various social gatherings 
have been held under the auspices of 
different Chapters of the Guild, as others 
may be held after Easter. 

St. Margaret’s Chapter was organized 
last fall as an auxiliary to the Ladies’ 
Missionary society, and is composed of 
younger ladies. They have met on Tues- 
day afternoons. 

St. Agnes’s Chapter was organized 
Oct. 27th, 1887, and is composed of the 
girls of the parish. Their aim is to work 
20 minutes each day for some benevolent 
object. 

This hurried summary will hardly 
give a fair view of the activities of the 
parish, but it will show that tho Parish 
Guild has earned a right to live. With 
more workers, more work can be done, 
and the members of the Guild will not 
be satisfied until they have the active 
sympathy and interest of all who call 
Grace olturch their home. 


The anniversary of the Parish Guild 
of Grace church was celebrated Sunday 
eveniug, Rev. Mr. Sprague of Charles- 
town preaching the sermon, taking for 
his subject, ”Tho Motherhood of the 
Church.” Tho annual report gave the 
list of officers, which included the rector, 
Rev. Dr. Shinn; the president. Mr. Eles- 
tus M. Springer; vice-president, Mr. Geo. 
A. Flint; secretary. Miss Hannah Allen; 
treasurer, M. Can Keller; and the heads 
of the various chapters. Tlie substance 
of the report was as follow 

The object of the Parish Guild of 
Grace church is ‘to combine under one 
general organization the various depart- 
ments of Christian activity, in which the 
members of the congregation may here 
engage for tlie extension of Christ’s 
kingdom in and beyond the bounds of 
the parish. The sphere of the deficient 
chapters or brandies is missionary, be- 
nevolence, educational and social. 

The meetings of the Chapters are usu- 
ally held each by itself, but several times 
a year they meet as a Guild. An annual 
meeting is held in February, when re- 
ports arc read from tlie Chapters, aud on

. TEN YEA IIS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Mr. Raymond L. Bridgman of Aulmrn- 
dalu, has just finished “Ten Years 
of Massachusetts,” which D. C. Heath 
A Co. of Boston will publish. It pictures 
the development of the Commonwealth 
as seen iu its laws, regarding the laws as 
the expression of tho “common sense” 

• of tiie people beyond which, as a whole, 
they have not advanced. It is written 
with the idea that the real progress of 
the state is to be seen in the legislation 
and the thread which holds the chapters 
together is the thought of the Common- 
wealth as a person in tho progress of de- 
velopment. Only a small proportion of 
the laws of the last ten years are men- 
tioned. Everything is omitted which 
docs not bear on the line of the develop- 
ment of the Commonwealth as a whole. 
The different chapters show tno progress 
of the Commonwealth along old lines 
and its entry upon new fields. 'They take 
up iu turn t lie constitutional changes, the 
public administration, the religious ad- 
vance. the progress in the interest ot 
public morals, the advance in education, 
the changes iu social conditions, the in- 
creased care of life and health, the re- 
markable development of labor legisla- 
tion, the rapid business advance of the 
Commonwealth as shown in its laws, and 
the manifold temperance legislation. The 
last chapter shows how active has been 
the temperance sentiment of the state 
and how much it lias accomplished. The 
hook, as a whole, proves that the Com- 
monwealth has made marked progress iu 
the last ten years, a progress which is 
surprising when it is thus plainly ami 
concisely set forth. 

Morals in Education. 

The Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
iu Boston on Monday discussed flic ques- 
tion, “Tho State and Moral Education of 
Our Future Citizens.” Uov. J. B. Thomas, 
1). D., of the Newton Theological Semin- 
ary opened the discussion. He said 
(hut tiie question now arose, if the State 
had tiie right to help men, upon what 
ground had it that right? Upon the 
ground of self-protection, the ^irolonga- 
tion of its own existence, or upon the 
ground that it might rightly provide for 
the maturing and the happiness of the 
individual man. Thu State itself, in a 
technical sense, was an artiticul creation, 
it was a means to undid, and if we rigid- 
ly interpreted tiie spirit of the time we 
should conclude that tiie State existed 
for the furtlte ranee of manhood, to teaeli 
limit what was true ami vvlmt was right, 
and to teach him also to he true and to 
do light. The individual was before the 
State and would he after the State. Dr. 
Thomas urged that freedom implied 
education, and then addressed himself to 
the (luestiou, Can the State educate 
morally? He could scarce see how the 
conception, ut least, of the moral element 
could he excluded at least front educa- 
tion. lie could scarce sue how the Statu 
could begin at all the organisation of a 
school out of public funds, provided bv 
uniform taxation ami open alike to ull, 


without introducing the moral (dement. 
It was thu tendency of our times to 
equalize men. Any institution that nL 
tempted to isolate the children from thoir 
fellows, whether by keeping them in the 
lines of some old ‘national dialect or in 
other ways, was antagonistic to tho fund- 
amental conception of homogeneity 
among our people, and so to the unity 
which was essential to tho preservation 
of tho Republic The very organization 
of the school, the fundamental and 
essentia] conditions of organization, ini- 
died morality. Truthfulness, punctual- 
ly. mutual adjustment of one to the 
other, the subjection of all to law, these 
involved moral principles and no school 
could exist without them. If the chil- 
dren must, in order to the success of tiie 
school bo indoctrinated with these ideas 
why should not. they be led to under- 
stand intellectually that their comfort 
and success did depend upon such organ- 
ization in the school, and to he prepared 
to undci stand the meaning of self-govern- 
ment, a mutual concession, and the 
subjection of one to another in 
tho after life, and that the prosperity 
of one was tho prosperity of all? That 
which was inevitably taught, as tho con- 
dition of tho existence of the school, 
might safely lie taught theoretically as 
an explanation of that condition. If we 
took the higher conception, that tho 
State existed for the protection of men, 
we should not laek for arguments, for no 
one would he truly a man who had not 
developed in those conditions of man- 
hood that enabled him to he a help rather 
than a hindrance and enabled him to act 
to his best, which was truly his own. If 
we took the lower conception that the 
State existed for its own sake — and to a 
certain extent this was true— tho children 
might he taught that this was a world of 
mutual self-adjustment and qualified for 
manhood, for ho who was a man would 
bo a safe and wise citizen.

DIVORCE REFORM LEAGUE. 

ItF.V. f*. W. DIKE’* LKCTtTftK AT Till 
tit an Ni.Nu church. 


Rev. Samuel W. Dike, corresponding 
secretary of the National Divorce Reform 
League, gavo a very interesting leoturo 
at Cltanniiig church Sunday evening. 
The league has boon doing such excellent 
work that, some points in its history are 
worth recording. 

Tlie New England Divorce Reform 
League was organized in part, in Boston. 
Jan* 24, I88i, the same day of the Mon- 
day Lecture given by Rov. Samuel W. 
Dtko on “Facts ns to Divorce in New 
Phigluud. It grew out of a conviction 
among lending men, especially in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts, who had for 
a year or two been associated in these 
states for tho specific purpose of seeming 
better legislation on divorce, that the 
time had coino for concerted action 
throughout New England. Though most ' 
of tlie gentlemen present at the organi- 
zation shared in tho conviction expressed 
in the lecture that the family was the 
real and comprehensive question to ho 
met, it seemed best on account of tlie 
specific form tho work had so far taken, 
and for definiteness in presenting a now 
organization to the public, that tlie words 
divorce reform should bo tlie designation 
of a league whoso objeet, as defined later 
by the constitution, should the “to pro- 
mote an improvement in public senti- 
ment and legislation on tlie institution 
of the laniily, especially as affected by 
existing evils relating to marriage and 
divorce.” The league was made national 
in name and scope in 1885. Ex-Pres. 
Woolsey and Bp. Paddock liavo been its 
two presidents, and its executive com- 
mittee and members have always been of 
tlie high standing of tlie present list of 
officers. 

It has been Catholic in spirit and lias 
had as officers and members gentlemen 
from all the leading Protestant, churches 
and also Catholics. It has no shibbo- 
leths and lays down no creed upon tlie 
family, but invites all to co-operate in 
securing hotter public sentiment, better 
legislation and better ideas and practice 
of family life. It was not able to com- 
mand the time of its corresponding sec- 
retary, or do much work until Septem- 
ber, 1882, and since then its entire re- 
ceipts, until tlie close of 1887, amounted 
to only 88,000, never reaching above 81,- 
004 in any one year until 1887, when they 
wore -82,515.02. lls methods of work and 
result are in four leading directions: 

1. That of securing statistical and 
other information on evils attacking tiic 
family, especially those concerning mar- 
riage, divorce, unchastity, illegitimacy, 
and the like. The method is to begin 
with the facts and bo guided in their 
light. Mr. Dike lias collected these 
statistics in sevoral states and many of 
those of Europe and Canada. A num- 
ber of states have been led to collect 
and publish their own statistics, and 
after an effort of three or four years 
those of the whole country are being col- 
lected by the National Bureau of Labor 
by direction of congress. Tho recent 
consular report on immigration, issued 
by the state department, wes suggested 
and urged by tho league. 

2. Tlie encouragement of careful ro 
forms in the laws protecting tlie family. 
Suggestions are made, information and 
incentives given, and correspondence 
and sometimes personal conferences 
held, but the friends of reform are gen- 
erally urged to do their own work m the 
seveial states with these aids. The more 
others will do of their own motion, and 
from the spirit of reform we have 
awakened, the better for all concerned. 
About twenty amendments of tlie mar- 
riage and divorce laws have been made 
in eight or ten different states, largely 
through our influence, and nearly every 
one of them remains unchanged, except 
for the better, in two or tiiree states 
divorce have been reduced one-third or 
more, in others marriage lias for the 
first time come under decent legal regu- 
lation. The author of American statute 
laws says that the tide of loose divorce 
legislation lias apparently turned. 

2. Educational work has preceded 
and guided all legislative work and 
reached far beyond it and beneath it all. 
This lias probably done more for divorce 
reform than more direct work for that 
object alone. Lectures on the laniily, 
family law and divorce have been given 
in more than a score of colleges, univer- 
sities, law schools and theological semi- 
naries. Many papers have been read be- 
fore scientific bodies, clubs and cccleasi- 
astical conventions. A large number of 
articles have been published by the sec- 
retary in reviews and newspapers, and lie 
lias charge of a widely read department 
of sociological notes in one of the re- 
views. An interest has been awakened 
aiul directed in the study oi social insti- 
tutions for practical purposes, to which 
the key is loitml in a knowledge of tlie 
faiqily, and a wide correspondence ami 
personal conferences have been carried 
on witii statesmen, editors, lecturers, 
ministers, teachers and missionaries on 
these subjects. A successful lecturer to 
women and two or three special students 
have already been turned to their voca- 
| tions by this part of our work. 

4. The better use of tlie family in tlie 
practical work of society. The secretary 
invited and put into the hands ot Sun- 
day school men, tlie home department of 
tlie Sunday school, as a practical appli- 
cation of what needs doing for thu fam- 
ily, and it is rapidly heitig introduced 
throughout tlie couiitiy. His personal 
influence and pen have stimulated the 
inventive skill of pastors and others to 
make applications of their own ill tlie 
better use of the family in Christian 
work. Tlie subject of closer co-opera- 
tion between the home and the public 
school lias hccu brought before educa- 
tors, and some useful results are likely 
■ to be secured. 

Rev. Mr. Dike began Ids lecture by 
saying that thu divorce question is but 
part of tlie whole. It would be useless 
io study that subject separately. The 
subject of which this is a branch is tlie 
family, and we must begin with that to 
liuvu any influence on the branch ques- 
tion of divorce. Mr. Dike dwelt upon 
tlie necessity of training children ill the 
right way, and gave an illustratiou of a 
village dial lie had visited where there 
were three families of good moral char- 
acter. and in tlie same town three of had 
character,. How are we to account for 
tlie difference. Children go to school to 
learn something, hut at home they can 
learn more thau anywhere else. We 
should he careful of their training at 
home as well us in tlie school room. Is 
tlie family life of New England equal to 
the peculiar strain to lie put upon it by 
social pressure*/ Wc all agree that tlie 
condition of family life is best when 
sound, healthy families me formed. 
When a great number of deaths are re- 
corded we say there is something wrong, 


and the question is how to stop it. Sup- 
pose in New England live per cent, of 
the deaths are duo to accidents, wo in- 
sist oil abolishing grade-crossings and 
everything dangerous, to prevent these 
accidents, but wo cannot stop it tlion. 
Tho farts are Hint three or four per cent, 
of the families in Massachusetts formed 
in nmrringe, come to an uutimoly end in 
the courts. It is said and statistics show 
that, bigamists in Massachusetts are 
equal in number to tho divorces. The 
league lias means of investigating this 
matter, and are trying to do away with 
this evil. Some eight or nine* states 
make reports of divorces the same as of 
marriages, and the league hopes that, 
many more will adopt tlie same plan. 
In some states a person cannot marry 
until two years after liis divorce lias 
been settled, and on account of this 
there are less divorces. It. Inis been 
known that, some persons sueing for a 
divorce, linvo been married the day it 
was granted. There is a woman in Con- 
necticut who lias live husbands living, 
she having been divorced from four of 
them. What wo need are uniform di- 
vorce laws. It lias been found that the 
majority of nuoplo go to other states for 
divorces than those which they 
were married. Tho highest number of 
divorces are not to be found in largo 
cities, but in tho country towns. The 
marriage laws aro as full of mischief as 
the divorce laws. Reforms have been 
made in these laws in eight, or ten states. 
The chief work of tlie Icnguo is its edu- 
cational woik. It believes that a close 
connection should ho made between the 
public and Sunday schools. Wo need to 
do more in our homes, and make them 
what they should be. Mr. Dike spoke of 
tho great practical work that has been 
done although tlie means have been 
small with which to do it. Tlie league 
invites any person interested in its work 
to join. An associate membership may 
he formed by the pay mont of $5 annually. 
Mr. Dike is very deeply interested in this 
work, and and went to Washington Mon- 
day to confer with (’ol. Carroll 1). Wright 
in regard to tlie matter.

It shall be 
the duty of the clerk to keep the records 
of the proceedings of the board of aider- 
men. He shall engross and attest all 
ordinances, orders, resolutions, and 
votes of the board. 

The other officers of the board of al- 
dermen shall be such, and shall be chosen 
or appointed in such manner, as the 
board may establish. 

Sec. 10. As soon after the beginning 
of each municipal year as may be, tlie 
board of aldermen shall choose an audi- 
tor, to hold office for one year from the 
tirst Monday in January. * The auditor 
shall he chosen, and may be removed, by- 
vote of a majority of all the members of 
tlie board taken by roll-call. He shall 
audit all accounts in which the city is 
concerned as debtor or creditor.and shall 
report to the hoard of aldermen as it 
shall direct. He shall have access, at all 
times during business hours, to all the 
books and vouchers of the city treasurer. 

Section 1 1 relates to the rules of the 
board 

Sec. 12. Any ordinance, order, or res- 
olution may be passed through ail its 
stages of legislation at one session, pro- 
vided the unanimous consent of ail the 
aldermen present be obtaiued thereto; 
the objection of one alderman, however. 
► hall postpone the final vote upon it for 
one week at least; if, when it is next 
brought up, five aldermen object to its 
passage, a second postponement sha l 
take place for at least a week. 

Within twenty-four hours after the 
final passage of any ordinance, order, or 
resolution, the same shall be presented 
to the mayor by the clerk of the board 
of aldermen for bis consideration accord- 
! ing to law.

T1IK RKrOIlT OK TIIK CHARTER REVISION 
COMMITTER* PRESENTED. 

Both branches of the city government 
wore in session on Monday ovening. 

In the hoard of Aldermen all the mem- 
bers were present and Mayor Kimball 
presided. 

Mayor Kimball presented the applica- 
tions of the druggists of the city for sixth- 
class liquor licenses, and they were re- 
ferred to the committee on licenses. 

Alderman Ward presented the petition 
of Geo. A. Kills, to move a small build- 
ing, 10 by 20 feet, through Boylston 
street to the Needham line, ami license 
was granted. 

Alderman Johnson read the application 
of T. \V. Mullen for license to erect an 
addition to his blacksmith shop on Cen- 
tre street. Ward ft, to he used for storage 
purposes, ami a hearing was appointed 
for 8.1ft o’clock. 

THE CHARTER COMMISSION. 

Alderman Childs presented the report 
of the chartor revision commission and 
stated that the committee had worked 
hard and fast in order to get the revision 
remly to report to the legislature, and 
said that he hnd the satisfaction of rep- 
resenting a unanimous commission, and 
thought that their work would give the 
city good government, and he hoped 
their report would meet with the approv- 
al of the city government. The report 
was received. 

Alderman Childs moved that the May- 
or call a special meeting to discuss the 
revision, for Friday evening, March 23, 
at 7. lft, as the city solicitor, who was 
also a representative, urged that imme- 
diate action be taken. 

Alderman Pettee thought that it would 
be well to allow the citizens to be heard, 
and get their ideas of the changes pro- 
posed. 

Alderman Ward did not believe in rush- 
ing the revision through, and thought it 
would do no harm to allow the matter to 
lay over till next year. 

Alderman Childs said that the people 
would have a chance to vote upon it, be- 
fore it was adopted, and that if public 
hearings were to be held it would take 
six months to get through. 

Alderman Pettee said that Newton had 
only been a city 12 years, and this would 
make its third charter. 

Alderman Chadwick amended by mak- 
ing the night for the hearing, Thursday, 
and after more discussion, his amend- 
ment passed. 

Later on another amendment was 
made that the meeting he held next Mon- 
day evening, and this motion prevailed. 
At that time the charter commission will 
be present and explain the provision to 
both branches. 

VARIOUS ORDERS. 

Mayor Kimball stated that the tele- 
phone poles on Walnut street, blown 
down by the storm, had been replaced, 
and instead of 7»^wires. they would only 
carry 20, the other fto being placed in a 
cable. 

Alderman Tyler presented an order 
appropriating *200, to pay expenses in- 
curred by the city solicitor in defending 
suits brought against the city, aud other 
legal expenses of his office; passed. 

SNOW ON SIDEWALKS. 

Alderman Pettee presented an order, 
that the committee on ordinances and 
the city solicitor consider the ordinance 
relative to removing snow from the side- 
walks, and put the ordinance in such 
shape that it could he enforced by the 
city. Mr. Pettee then spoke at sonic 
length against the resolution recently

The pres- 
ent shop was an old shed, within 38 tect 
of a new house he was building, and the 
shop would injure its value. lie claimed 
that he did not know that the blacksmith 
shop was over used, and that he sup- 
posed it was to be taken down, and that 
the shop would be a nuisance and pre- 
vent the sale of his house. He also 
stated that he would give Mr. Mullen a 
lot on Boylston street, if ho would move 
his shop there. Cross-questioned by Mr. 
Ivy, Mr. Farnham denied that ho had 
ever known the shop to be used, and 
when asked if the addition would make 
the shop more dangerous, he lost his 
temper and retorted “None of your busi- 
ness,’’ and sat down. 

Mr. Blood, of whom Mr. Mullen bought 
the land, contradicted the statements of 
Mr. Farnham, and said that the latter 
knew that lie sold the land for business 
purposes, and that the shop had been 
used more or less for the last eight 
years as a blacksmith shop. 

Elliott J. Hyde appeared for the re- 
monstrants and said the shop would 
add something, he could not say how 
much, to the cost of insurance. lie did 
not object to Mr. Mullen’s using the 
shop as it is. In response to questions 
of Alderman Tyler, ho said that the 
shop was nearer Mr. Mullen’s house than 
any other. 

Mr. Farnham suggested that Mr. Mul- 
len could buy Miss Fierce’s building, 
move it to the rear of his lot on Boylston 
street, which was 201) feet deep, and 
there no one would object. 

Mr. Mullen said that he had bought 
Mr. Blood’s place to have a shop to 
carry on his business, paying $4,500 for 
it. He had always used the shop more 


or less for work. The addition would 
be used to store carriages in. To put 
the shop on the back of his lot, would 
take all of his laud, and prevent his sell- 
ing a lot in -the rear. 

Ex- Alderman Dean spoke in Mr. Mul- 
len’s favor, and said the present shop 
was not a tumblcd-down shed as had 
been stated, but it had always been used 
as a shop. 

Messrs. Sullivan and Driscoll, whose 
barns abutted on Mr. Mullen’s lot, fa- 
vored the petition.

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THOUGHTS ON CHRISTIANITY. 

Addressed to ft Clllircll. 

UY HKRMON F. TITUH. 

Brotlmm and Friends: Lot on ask to- 
day, What is the relation of the church 
to tiio world? 

Hut, first, what is the world? In one 
word, It 1 h mankind as they run, the 
great body of associated humanity. In 
these lottors frequent reference has been 
made to the world and the world system. 
It has been assumed that this system was 
antagonistic to Jesus Christ and his sys- 
tem in hiB church. Tho Now Testament 
everywhere makes this distinction une- 
quivocally. That disciplo whom Jesus 
loved it is who tolls Christians: “Love 
not tho world, neither tho things that 
are in tho world. If any mnn love tho 
world, the lovo of the Father is not in 
him. For all that is in tho world, the 
lust of tho llosh, and the lust of the oyes, 
and tho vain glory of life, is not of tho 
Father, hut is of the world, and the world 
passoth away, and the lust thereof; but 
he that dooth tho will of God abideth 
forever.” “Wo know that wo are of 
God, and the whole world lieth in tho 
evil one. And wo know that the Son of 
(Jod is come, and hath given us an un- 
derstanding, that wo know him thnt is 
true, and we are in him thnt is true, even 
in his Son, Jesus Christ.” In this, John 
only echoed the wordA of him in whoso 
bosom ho lived; for Jesus himself had 
«aid in his prayer of lovo: ‘I manifested 
thy nnmo unto those whom thou gavest 
mo out of tho world. 1 pray not for tho 
world, but for these. I have given them 
thy word; and tho world hated them, be- 
cause they are not of the world ovon as I 
am not of tho world. I pray, not that 
thou shouldst take them out of the 
world, but keop them from tho evil one. 
I pray that they may all be one, as thou, 
Father, art in mo and I in theo, that they 
maybe perfected into one; that the world 
may know and be ieve that thou didst 
send me.’ 

Lot us not take a narrow, artificial or 
ascetic view of what this term, “tho 
world” means. Wo often talk about the 
worldling, meaning one who has a good 
time, who dances, who goes to the thea- 
tre, who plays cards; and we assume that 
ono who avoids those things is not a 
worldly person. But he who lies, or gets 
mad, or loves money, or neglects tho 
poor, or is proud of his talents, or his 
position, or his clothes, what is he or 
she? To let alone a few games or pleas- 
ures, that is not unworldliness. They 
may be symptoms of worldliness, usually 
are;*but the disease lies deep in the na- 
ture of men. No set of externalities con- 
stitutes worldliness. 

What is the world? Lift your thought 
to it, this mighty throng of thirteen hun- 
dred millions of men and women and 
children, in China, Germany, Brazil, Li- 
beria, New York, Honolulu. What ono 
thing can you see in them all? Climb 
up above some city, and look down into 
it as into a bee-hive. What are they all 
about there? Go closer; into Jordan, 
Marsh A Co’s, for instance. Why all 
this rush? What the one motive in every 
breast? Or, hero is another crowd, stand- 
ing outside the concert door. Now you 
are inside, you have reached your seat. 


from hisbrothor, Jesus replied: Not so, 
do not be covetous, lot him keop it; fora 
man’s life consisteth not in the abund- 
ance of the things he posscsseth. If a 
man go to law for your coat, give him 
your cloak too. Lovo your neighbor as 
yourself. And who is your neighbor? 
That man lying across the road there, 
bruised ami robbed, whom you never 
saw, whose name you do not know, who 
belongs to another race. Go, kneel in 
the dirt beside him, wash his wounds, 
put him in your carriage, care for him as 
you would for your own brother. I)o 
thnt not only for a stranger, but for 
your enemy too. I’ray for him when he 
Ill-treats you or persecutes you. Be 
merciful. Be loving. Seek not your 
own, seek others’ good. 

We know that Jesus did it. lie com- 
peted with no one. He suffered all 
things. He died rather than resist. He 
savod his life by losing it. Oh! how 
sublimely Ho boro witness to tho truth 
of self-renunciation as he was stretched 
upon tho cross! Ho saved others, be- 
cause lie could not, would not save him- 
self by denying the truth which ho came 
into the world to bear witness to. You 
know, he said, that the rulers of the 
world have authority, they command 
their subordinates and do as they please; 
but it shall not bo so with you. You 
must bo as I, the Son of Man, who came 
not to be served by others, but to serve 
them and to give .his life a ransom for 
them. 

Brethren, that defines the relation of 
the church to the world. The rela- 
tions of Jesus to the world are 
tlic| church’s relations to it. For listen 
to nis words spoken to the ear of his 
Father: “As thou didst send me into 
the world, even so sent I them into the 
world ” 

Remember how he sent those apostles 
f n th. “Behold,! send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves; be ye therefore 
wise as serpents and Harmless as doves.” 
Take that picture of the twelve or of the 
seventy as tho very type of tho church in 
tho world. Jesus sent them out to preach 
tho Gospel of the kingdom. Tho harvest, 
1m said, is plenteous, but the laborers 
are few. Go your ways. Carry no purse, 
no wallet, no shoes. Eat and drink such 
things as they give you. Heal the sick. 
Say to them that the kingdom of God is 
come nigh to you. But heware of men, 


For they will hate and persecute you. 
Expect that families will be divided by 
your preaching. But be fearless. He 
that loveth father or mother more than 
mo is not worthy of me. He that con 
fosses Me before men, him will I confess 
before my Father in heaven. If one re- 
jects you, he rejects me, and he that re- 
jects me, rejects him that sent me. 

So every generation of the church is 
sent forth to the world as lambs among 
wolves, as Jesus himself was sent. He 
said, I am come a light into tho world; 
and ho also said, ye are the light of the 
world. The church is indeed ‘an elect 
race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, a 
people for God’s own possession, to show 
forth * 


IIow? It was a hard 


tho excellencies of him who called 
them out of the darkness into his mar- 
vellous light,’ And hear how it proceeds: 
Beioved, I beseech you as sojourners and 
pilgrims, to [abstain from lleshly lusts 
which war against the soul; having your 
behaviour seemly in the world, that by 
your good works which they behold they 
may glorify God! And so Paul too: 
‘Walk in love even as Christ also loved 
you, and gave himself up for us. Be not 
partakers with the sons of disobedience. 
For ye were once darkness, but are now 
light in the Lord. Walk as children of 
light and have no fellowship with tho un- 
fruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them.’ As Jesus was so are we in 
this world. 

Now let us try to see how much such a 
relation involves. • It simplifes matters 
very much indeed to have a general prin- 
ciple to which to refer all perplexing 
questions of detail. The most perplex-

Hence they 
go to the wall. We are sorry for them, 
we who are succeeding; but there is no 
help for it, it is human naturo, it is the 
way of the world. So we say, and say 
truly. It is the way of the world. lie 
who knew what was in man and needed 
not that any should tell him, saw all this 
when he said, ‘Labor not for the food 
that perisheth.

men than they are his disciples. Let 
your light so shine before men that they 
may sue your good works and glorify 
your Father in heaven. Jesus did, in- 
deed, command liis church to go and 
make disciples of all the nations, baptiz- 
ing them and teaching them to observe 
what he had commanded; just as lie sent 
tho seventy through tho cities of Israel. 
But just as his directions to the seventy 
were mostly concerning their actions, so 
we Hod tiio apostles teaching the 
churches they founded, first of all and 
mainly, how to live righteously and godly 
in this present evil world. To live 
as Christ lived, that is the great 
testimony for his church to bear. Then 
the world will be convicted by the Spirit 
iu his people, of sin and righteousness 
and judgment. They will have no cloak 
for their sin. It will he exposed by the 
light of tiio church which cannot bo hid, 
by works of love and service, such as- no 
other, except the Lord himself, ever did. 
This self-seeking, contending, miserable 
world of men. will behold among them 
a body of poople, loving one another, 
seeking one another's good, caring noth- 
ing for personal honors and gain, humble, 
unresisting, truthful, faithful, diligent, 
honest, living for the sole liurpose of be- 
ing like Jesus Christ, and leading others 
to become like him. They will see exem- 
plified the angels’ Christmas proclama- 
tion: On earth, peace among men, iu 
whom (>od is well pleased. 

But now several practical queries arise. 
Iu tho Hrst place, if tho church were to 
lio as Jesus was in the world, it would be 
perpetually poor and lienee lose its influ- 
enco. Is that a legitimate inference, do 
you think? Would the church, if poor, 
lose its influence? Put it this way: 
Would Jesus, if rich, have gained inllu- 
once? No doubt, lie might then have 
ridden into Jerusalem with a chariot of 
horses, have occupied a palace, have hail 
a retinue of servants, have been exceed- 
ingly influential. But he knew hotter. 
When certain Greeks sought to see this 
famous Jesus, lie named again the secret 
of his life: "Verily, verily, I say unto 
you. except a grain of wheat fall into the 
earth and die, it abidoth by itself alone. 
But if it die, it huiireth much fruit.” 
^m) he had put aside Peter’s strenuous 
worldly objection to the idea of his death. 
“Get thee behind me, Satan, for thou 
uiiiidcst not the tilings of God, hut the 
tilings of men.” Would wo exchange a 
poor Saviour for a rich ono? Then 
would he not he a Saviour to us. So 
neither is a rich church a saviour to men. 
But you say, und truly say, that poor 
churches are no more iullucntiul in this 


they which have believed 
God may he careful to maintain good 
works.” John and Paul and Peter and 
James and Jude, have one voice in this 
regard. Let them that name the name 
of the Lord depart from iniquity. * Why 
are they silent concerning tho great com- 
mission— the last words of Jesus to his 
Apostles and his church? Because they 
know that life and deeds arc the loudest 
word that can he spoken from man to 
man. O, disciples of Jesus, why seek 
we to be greater than our Master? Why 
nullify his teaching: In the world yc 
shall have tribulation, but in me ye may 
have peace. 

Do wo know the real meaning of tliesi 
much quotod words: Far be it from me 
to glory, save in the cross of our Lon 
Jesus Christ, through which the work 
hath been crucilicd unto ine and I uuti 
the world? 

But how could we get on witliou 
money for tho Lord’s work? As i 
brother said recently, ‘Rich men art 
necessary. We couldn’t get along with- 
out them. For example, wo could nevei 
have built this church without rich men 
My brother, arc you altogether sure that 
this church building is an advantage tt 
Christ's cause in the world? When 
would Jesus go to church if he lived ii 
Newton? 

Suppose the three hundred members oi 
this church were straightway to count 
themselves pilgrims and sojourners oi 
the earth, determined to live, so far at 
possible, as Jesus lived. What would 
happen? In the first place, that $50,000 a 
year, which I had hoped to get ten years 
from now, would be forthcoming this 
year ten times over. In the next place, 
some of us, it might be live, it might be 
fifty, would , be gone soon to some 
destitute parts of this earth, where the 
name of Jesus has nor, been heard. How 
would so many bo supported? Part of 
them, doubtless, by some of the thousands 
which would be freely given, no one 
keeping for himself mure than was 
necessary for his support. But probably 
the most of these missionaries would 
support themselves in the same way as 
the natives among whom they went to live 
and preach. There is scarcely a climate or 
a nation in the world where an American I 1 
cannot live, if he is content to give up his 
comforts and habits, and devote himself 
to the service of others. That is dread- 
ful, no doubt. But it isCliristlikc. It is 
like a certaiu apostle, delicately reared 
too, and his associates, who’ declared, 
‘Even unto this present hour we hunger 
and thirst, and are uaked and are bulleted, 
and have no certain dwelling-place; and 
we toil, working with our own hands; 
being reviled, wo bless; being persecuted, 
wc endure; being defamed, we entreat; 
we are made as the filth of the world, the 
ofTscouring of all tilings, oven unto now.’ 

Wo should do all this, not because in 
an ideal state it would be norma), but 
because in this sinful and needy world 
there is so much sin and need; and men 
with t lie heart of Christ in them, will 
have such compassion on these fuinishin<, 
multitudes that they will lay down their 
lives to feed them, even as he did. Whit 
short of that does this teaching mean? 
‘‘Have this mind in you which was also 
in Christ Jesus, who, being in the form 
of God, counted it not a prize to be on 
an equality with God, but empted liim- 
self, taking the form of a servant, being 
made in the likeness of man; and being 
found in fashion as a man, lie humbled 
himself, becoming obedient unto death, 
yen, the deatli of the cross.” Is that mind 
in you, my brother or sister? You are on 
an equality with many of the rich and 
comfortable of this world. Do you count I 
it a prize which you arc unwilling to sur- j 
render? Are you willing to do as Jesus I 
did, empty yourself of this world’s goods 
and take the lowest place, the very low- 
est, and pursue it even to death? There 
is nothing impossible about this. It 
financial disaster came, and you were 
compelled to move into narrow quarters, | 
you would still live and bo happy. If.in 1 
Jesus’ name and for the world’s sake, 
your neighbor’s sake, you were to do 
this, a score of you. six of you, men 
would say at first: What fanaticism is 
this? Then seeing that this was not 
fanaticism, but common sense good works 
for Christ’s sake, many who love Christ 
iu sincerity, hut have been led into self 
indulgence, would say: This is what all 
ought to do who would follow Jesus. 
Let us join them. Let us show to tho 
world the real spirit of him who, though 
lie was rich, yet for our sakes became ] 
poor. “Who is he that will harm you, 
if ye lio zealous of that which is good? 
But and if ye should suffer for righteous- 
ness, sake, blessed are ye, and fear not 
their fear, neither be troubled, but sancti- 
fy in your hearts Christ as Lord; being 
ready always to give answer to every 
man that asketli you a reason concerning 
tiio hope that is in you, yet with meek- 
ness and fear, having a good conscience, 
that, wherein ye are spoken against, they 
may be put to shame who revile your 
good manner of lift* in Christ. For it is 
better, if the will of God should so will, 
that ye suffer for well-doing than for 
evil doing. Because Christ also suffered 
for sins once, the righteous for the un- 
righteous. that ho might bring us to 
God.” “For as much then as Christ 
suffered iu tho flesh, are ye yourselves 
also with the same mind.”

THE REVISED CHARTER. 


EXPERT E X A M 1 N A T IO N s. 


The charter commission have finished 
their work, and in another column they 
give their report of the changes proposed 
and the reasons for them. It will lie 
read with considerable interest, espe- 
cially as the changes proposed are radi- 
cal ones, and the one-board system is 
only the least of them. The commission 
explain the principle on which they set 
to work, their model boing the govern- 
ment of a large railroad corporation, and 
in imitation of this they set out to con- 
struct a form of government, which 
would be a simple, easily understood, 
flexible and frictionless piece of political 
machinery. How well they have suc- 
ceeded a careful examination of their ro- 
port will prove. 

The mayor is to be the president of 
the corporation, with powers equal to 
those of most railroad presidents, and if 
the charter is adopted there will be no 
more complaints that the mayor’s power 
does not equal his responsibility. He 
will he solely responsible for the admin- 
istration of city affairs. The three meni- 
liers of the hoard of public works will he 
directly responsible to him for the per- 
formance of their duties; he appoints 
them and can remove them with the con- 
sent of the hoard of aldermen; he re- 
commends;tlie appropriations to he made, 
and has in a great measure the control 
of the amounts to he expended. 

The one-hoard system is explained at 
some length, and of the four aldermen 
from each ward, two are to he elected 
every year, and the present defect of 
having a complete sot of new men 
every year is thus avoided. One of the 
aldermen is to be president of the hoard, 
and will preside at all meetings. One 
dissenting member can block legislation 
for a week, and live can prolong it for 
two weeks, which ought to prevent any 
hasty legislation. 

Government by committees will be 
abolished, and the members of the hoard 
of public works will take the place of the 
water hoard, hoard of healt 1 , overseers 
of the poor, and the present committees, 
so far as they have charge of work to be 
done. They are to be salaried officials, 
but will be answerable to both the mayor 
and the hoard of aldcrmuu for their 
acts, so that each of these will be a 
check on the other. The members have 
seats in the hoard of aldermen, and can 
he called upon at any time for explana- 
tions. 

In the school hoard the changes are 
more radical still. The number of mem- 
bers is reduced to nine, “in the interest 
of practical efficiency,” the commission 
say although they have increased the 
members of the city council from 21 to 
2S, in order to make the hoard “absolute- 
ly safe from influence." The reader can 
not see why both arguments could not 
he applied in either case. It is quite as 
important to make the school board “ab- 
solutely safe from influence" as the 


In justice to the majority of the fi- 
nance eommittoc, whose, position in re- 
gard to an expert examination of nil the 
accounts at City Hall has boon misrepre- 
sented,' it should he stated that they are 
not at all opposed to such examination, 
but they hold that the finance committee 
have only to do with the accounts of 
tho present year, which they propose to 
examine quarterly, and if they cannot do 
the work satisfactorily, they will then 
employ an expert. That is the position 
President Burr, and Councilman Moody 
and Bond took at tho first, and they havo 
not been frightened out of it by any “un- 
founded and scurrilous" article in an- 
other paper. Wo understand that Al- 
derman Tyler, the chairman of the fi- 
nance committee, also endorses this po- 
sition as the only correct one. 

As for the alleged demand for expert 
examinations of all the accounts at City 
Hall, all tho present officials at City Hall 
are not only ready, but anxious for such 
examination, especially after the petty 
insinuations and slanders by innuendo 
that have been made, and which certain- 
ly do not show any great amount of 
courage. Tho question has not yet been 
presented in any definite form, and if 
there was any member of tho city gov- 
ernment who really desired such an ex- 
amination, it would he the easiest thing 
in the world to have it ordered. How 
far shall it extend? Shall it take in the 
books of the city marshal, the present 
city clerk and of his predecessor, as well 
as tho city treasurer and the water regis- 
trar? How many years is it necessary to 
go back? Let them make some definite 
proposition, instead of skulking behind 
anonymous signatures or vague insinua- 
tions, which are unworthy of men pos- 
sessing any self-respect. Let them have 
the courage of their convictions, or even 
of their suspicions, if they have nothing 
else,aud state the case openly and above- 
board, and they will fiud it easy to se- 
cure expert examinations, although 
there is a very reasonable suspicion that 
that is the very last thing they desire. 
We do not believe that there is anything 
wrong in the accounts of any city official 
and the articles that the finance commit 
tee have characterized as “unfounded 
and scurrilous,” are a disgrace to New- 
ton and Newton journalism.

An 
explanatory note states that this change 
is in accordance with the recommenda- 
tion of the state board’of education, hut 
it is only a step in the direction of abol- 
ishing school boards altogether, and vest- 
ing their autocratic powers in a super- 
intendent. This might not he disadvan- 
tageous, if we could always be sure of 
getting an ideal man for the office. An 
absolute monarchy is an excellent thing 
iu theory, and every one would favor it if 
he could select the monarch. 

As the revised charter is to he subject- 
ed to a careful scrutiny by the city coun- 
cil, before going to the legislature, all the 
points iu its favor and the objections 
should he brought out aud an op- 
portunity given for the expression 
of public sentiment. After the legis- 
lature has approved it, the people will 
have a chance to vote upon it, so that 
there w ill he abundant opportunity for 
examination and discussion. It would 
he better to wait another *tyear than to 
rush the charter through without thor- 
ough consideration, as Alderman Ward 
suggested.

MISS LORIMER’S LENT.

I think it is a perfect shame for Bessy 
Lorimer not to keep Lent better!” 

Mrs. Finney was a widow; a pay, hand- 
some young woman, fond of society, al- 
ways ready for a dinner, a reception, a 
ball, a coaching party— anything, in short 
that was gayety. With ail this she was 
a very devoted Churchwomau — in Lent. 
Her forty days’ piety did duty for the 
whole year. There was a sort of commer- 
cial fashion about her religion and her 
worldliness that made ono think of the 
old distiches that were once iu^vogue con- 
cerning the just division of the twenty- 
four hours: so much to study, so much to 
sleep, so much to the world, and so much 
to godliness. It was Mrs. Finney’s way, 
and uo other seemed so good in her sight, 
and she objected to any other way with 
the vigor that characterized her speech 
always. 

Miss Lorimer was a quiet maiden lady 
who lived by herself in the house where 
her father and her grandfather both had 
lived. She had money enough to be tlior 
oughly comfortable as well as charitable, 
and she too was a devoted Church- 
woman, though she did not say as much 
about it as Mrs. Finney. 

The latter lady's wrath just now was 
excited by the fact that she had heard of 
Miss Lorimer’ s going to a reception one 
Thursday soon after Lent began; she had 
seen the butcher twice carry in a steak to 
her on a Wednesday morning, for the 
window of Mrs. Finney’s parlor in the 
boarding-house where she spent her day 
overlooked Miss Lorimer’s kitchen door; 
and she had seen Miss Lorimer’ s maid 
going about with a littio basket of notes, 
not leaving one for her! Could it be that 
Bessy Lorimer would do such a tliiiig as 
to entertain in Lent? Indeed she did ! 
It was only the very next day that by the 
wide shining of the full moon on the 
snow-shrouded town of Hartford. Mrs. 
Finney watched at least forty men and 
women crowding into Miss "Lorimer’s 
front door. 

Now Bessie Lorimer was a little pe- 
culiar, no doubt; but it was that blessed 
sort of peculiarity that is inherent in 
people who are not entirely enslaved by 
lorms and conventions bur try to follow 
the guidance of Scripture in their daily 
lives, simply and honestly. She had set 
herself to consider the matter of Lent 
this year as never before: partly because 
she was always in earnest to do whatever 
seemed her duty, thoroughly and patient- 
ly, and also because for many years past 
she had either been traveling at this 
season with a restless invalid father, who 
exacted such attendance and care, and 
was so soon discontented with any place 
where they spent more than a week, that 
any systematic devotional observance was 
just as impossible to her as to a bird on 
the wing. .She could not even go to 
church often, so impatient and imperious 
were her father’s demands on her time. 
And when he died she herself was a 
broken-down invalid from over-work and 
care; every Lent for live years had found 
her somewhere in a warm climate, with 
a nurse to care for her, and her former 
inabilities to observe the time doubled. 
But now, though still delicate, she was 
comparatively well. 

"What shail I do?” she asked herself. 
"1 like tisli to eat better the anything 
else except eggs, and vegetables are next 
best. Dr. Shedd says I must eat meat 
ot lose all the strength 1 have gained; it 
will he at once a self-denial and a duty. 

I must keep my Lent as regards food by 
•‘•‘ting meat every day, and giving up the 
Friday' stish dinner, which has really been 
the least of the week to me. 1 don’t 
like beaus, i will use. them as my vege- 
table. and rice which 1 dislike, too. Bpt 
what shall 1 do about Mrs. Sayre’s recep- 
tion? I don’t like gay society;! don’t 
like to go out in Lent; but she is also a 
stranger here, site does not go to our 
church, and she entertains now the peo- 
ple who have been kind and hospitable 
to Mr. Sayre for the two years he lias 
lived here without her. 1 washer inti- 
mate school friend and 1 ain the only 
person she knows very well in Hartford"; 
she has begged me to receive with her. 
In her place 1 should want tin* help of a 
friend myself, but I hate the idea! And 
in Lent, too!” Suddenly across her 
meditation came the words: "Behold, 
in the day of your fast ye lind pleasure !” 
She went for her Concordance, found the 
chapter in Isaiah, read it over and de- 
cided t*» go to M:s. Sayre’s and do her 
best to hell) her. This then was the 
Scripture idea of a fast even among tiie 
ritualistic Israelites, the lirst Church of 
God! Not outward uillictioii, but in- 
ward self-denial; not starvation of the 
llesh, but humility and service of spirit. 
And other words came to her mind with 
greater force. 

"But thou when thou fastest, anoint 
thy head and wash thy face; that thou ap- 
pear not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret.” 

Here was her warrant; it was true that 
people would talk about her going to 
such a party in Lent; but this must he a 
part of her self-denial, her discipline; 
here was the Master’s order ‘‘that thou 
appear not to men to fast.” 

So in simple faith and obedience Bessy 
Lorimer went to her friend’s reception. 
It was hard for her, very hard, shy and 
quiet as Nature and her life had made 
her, to stand there by Mrs. Sayre and iu- 
trodm-e to her full half of her guests. Of 
her dress Bessy did not think; her gray 
silk, modest as a null’s robe, vvith a little 
old luce at the throat and wrists, and one 
pink rose among its folds at her neck, 
looked beside Mrs. Sayre’s gorgeous 
French dress and glittering diamonds like 
a bit of mignonette against a cluster of 
tulips: but tliis did not tioublu either 
wearer. Mrs. Sayre’s mind was no more 
on her dress than her fneud’s. lie was 


only filled with gratitude for the kind- 
ness that, put her so at ease among 
strangers, and she looked with real aflfee- 
tion at the sweet faeo that was tinted 
with embarrassment not in any other 
way demonstrated. Bessy’s manners 
were of that best sort that shows. 

"A heart at leisure with itself." 

And tho the situation pained and tired 
her. she went through with it manfully 
till a certain coarse woman, whose place 
in Hartford society had been won step 
after step by her husband’s increasing 
money, came up to be presented. 

"Why Lizabeth Lorimer!” sho ex- 
claimed, when she had shaken hands 
with Mrs. Sayre, "you don’t say it's you? 

I thought you ’Fiscopal folks never went 
to this kind of a thing in Lent. 1 can’t 
believe my eyes!” 

Bessy colored hotly ; but $aid smiling- 
ly: "f think you can trust your eyes 
Sirs. Sands; it is really 1.” 

Something in the quiet ignoring of her 
question prevented Mrs. Sands from fur- 
ther remark: or, it may ho. that another 
arrival warned her to give place to tho 
next comer; but Mrs. Sayre had heard 
her; at the next pause she turned to her 
friend. 

"Oh, Bess! how thoughtless I was to 
ask you! but I never remembered it was 
Lent; you know we don’t observe it. 
Why didn’t you tell me. you dear, sweet 
soui?” 

Bessy laughed gently. ‘‘I don’t be- 
lieve it is wicked to help a friend in fast- 
time, Laura.” 

"But 1 know it was a piece of real 
goodness and unselfishness in you to do 
it; and if that isn’t keeping Lent I don’t 
know what is. 1 shall believe in it after 
this.” 

Bessy’s eyes filled with tears; here was 
the prompt, if secret reward of the Fa- 
ther for the secret service ho only saw; 
sho had not anointed her head and 
washed her face in vain. Laura Sayro 
was not a religious woman, bright, kind 
and generous as she was; but she be- 
lieved in Bessy Lorimer’s religion then 
and thereafter; and perhaps this was her 
first heavenward step. Mrs. Finney, that 
same day, had eaten only dry ’ bread for 
her breakfast, and a bit of salt fish for 
dinner; she had twice been to prayers, 
and had worn a black wool suit all day; 
that was her way; but her maid said at 
the kitchen tea-table: 

“Well, 1 shall be thankful when Lent's 
over! Mrs. Finney’s like a bear, always, 
till it’s doue; I’ve had three reg’lar scold- 
in’s since she got up to early church, and 
that’s about what I shall get till she goes 
to eatin’ and visitin’ again.” 

“That’s the way somo folks does take 
their religion, f ve seen it frequent;” 
chorused the black waiter. 

Every day Miss Lorimer sat down to 
her small stake or chop, and dutifully 
ate what she could; she really did it as a 
duty; her tastes were decided, if delicate, 
and she had never liked meat; the shops 
were full of golden Florida oranges, and 
fragrant grape-fruit; the early lettuce 
and hot-bod radishes appeared in mar 
ket, cool, tender, and crisp. Mrs. Finney 
find all these luxuries as soon as they arj 
rived; but Bessy Lorimer did not send 
for them; it was her way to fast, hut no- 
body was aware of it. 

She had a natural dislike to going 
about among the poor, a sense of intrud- 
ing herself on their wants and sorrows; 
and hitherto her own health had prevent- 
ed her visiting even those on whom she 
showered her chanties; she heard of all 
their woes and wants through other peo- 
ple, and did her best to relieve them, but 
the deep shyness that was one of her 
natural traits, kept her from giving those 
best gifts of all, the sympathy of look 
and speech, the kind word and gentle 
touch that enhance and spiritualize gifts 
of money. It is so much easier to take 
; what is given if a tender look, a gentle 
voice, a fraternal grasp go with the gift. 
Bessy Lorimer had just begun to learn 
this; it was one of her Lenten self-deni- 
als to put it in practice. She began to 
go about among sick people first; to car- 
ry little dainties, a few flowers, a gay 
picture, or a pleasant book; and she 
i found herself so welcome that it was eas- 
ier to go on and carry the comfort of her 
presence to those who were only in pov- 
erty. It is true that she encountered 
many unpleasant things; that she was by 
no means always willingly received: that 
her presence was sometimes resented, 
and this hurt her, but it was something 
to bear; it was lifting one end of her Mas- 
ter's cross, who “was despised and re- 
jected of men,” and tears of devout 
thankfulness rose to her eyes as the 
memory of those words returned to her. 

It was one of her great pleasures to go 
to church, she had been so long shut out 
from its beloved service; hut now she 
often gave up the daily evening prayer 
to sit beside some sick friend who could 
not get out; or with some poor woman 
who listened gladly to the collects and 
; lessons which she could never hear in 
church, because she could not leave her 
; crowd of little children. 

As she grow more familiar with the 
families she helped and visited, Miss 
Lorimer would often send the weary

“What a queer creature you are!”

CONGREGATIONAL CLUB. 


DISCUSSING rill. INCENTIVES TO I'll It I H- 
TIA.N ACTIVITY. 

The meeting of the Congregational 
club, Monday evening, was well attended, 
and tho discussions of the evening full of 
interest. 

Pros’t. Putnam called the meeting to 
order, at about 7.05 o’clock. Rev. Hr. | 
Calkins then offered prayer, after which 
the First church quartette sang. The 
reports of the secretary, executive com- 
mittee, nominating committee, and out- 
look committee were then presented by 
Messrs. Wood, Smith, Wales and Cool- 
idge, the last named gentleman making a 
few remarks. Ho stated that during the 
quarter, January to March, there had 
been seventy-nine additions to the 
churches, fifty-fivo or six being by pro- 
fession. Tho Newtonvillo church lead- 
ing with twenty-four, twenty by profes- 
sion, and the Second church of West 
Newton next, with twenty-three, sixteen 
by profession; these two having more 
than one-half of all reported by the seven 
other churches of the city. 

lie said in ono church, if not more, a 
committee had been chosen to rally and 
help the superintendent of .the Sunday 
school, aid him in his work, and seo that 
no young person who attends any of the 
meetings is not invited to become a 
church member. One church, if not 
more, has a committee to provide floral 
decorations, some being provided each 
Sunday, and he thought it a good plan 
for all the churches to do so. Ho also 
suggested that in order to enhance the 
value of church meetings, the church 
may employ the members of the Society 
of Christiau Endeavor as its aid in secur- 
ing Sunday evening music; to furnish 
and direct it, thus bringing the two 
nearer togother. This club was organ- 
ized to secure co-operation and concert 
of action of all the churches, and is 
steadily increasing in membership. It 
appears there are within roach of seven 
churches, some 14,000 people, that is, 
not going above Auburudale. The 
churches will seat not quite 8, 0(H), a little 
mure than oue-half of tho population 
reached by these churches. Tho aver- 
age morning attendance, which is the 
largest, is less than one-half the seating 
capacity of these churches, namely, 
88(J5. The members of those churches 
number somo 1700, showing conclusively 
that a large number are not reached, lii 
fact a large number of them may be 
called non-cliurch goers, as one-half do 
not regularly, and one-quarter never at- 
tend. Now, how are we to reach this 
large non-church going multitude in the 
different wards? In order to help to 
bring them to hear the word of God, the 
following measure has been suggested: 
‘to chouse a committee of one from each 
church to devise plans to reach tho non- 
churcii goer and others who do not con- 
sider it their duty to regularly attend 
church.’ 

It was then moved and seconded to 
choose a committee of one from each 
church, to be appointed from the chair, 
to carry out this plan. 

Action was then taken, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the executive committee, 
in relation to the quota assigned to each 
church, as it now stands ten to each 
church legardless of membership. It 
was then moved to make an amendment, 
giving Eliot church 18 and the North 
church 7, as tho North church had been 
visited and were agreeable to the change. 
It was amended by a unanimous vote. 

The secretary then road an invitation 
from the Essex Congregational Club to 
attend a meeting on May 21 . It was 
voted to accept the invitation, and two 
delegates were chosen — tho president 
and vice-president. 

‘‘Rock of Ages” was rendered by the 
First church quartette, after which a vote 
of thanks was extended to them by the I 
club. 

l’res’t Futnam then introduced G. M. 
Fiske, Esq., of Auburndule, who spoke 1 
in a fluent manner upon “Incentives to ! 
Christian Activity.” He said, "incen- 
tives arc divided into two classes; to 
drive and to lead. A criminal pursued 
by the officer is driven by the incentive 
of fear, fear of falling into tho officer’s 
hands, and it is a fear of a higher power 
that leads us all. Tho heathen imagine 
if their gods are not appeased for their 
sins, that they will bo destroyed by his 
wrath, and so they mutilate themselves, 
and cast their offspring away so that this 
anger may be appeased. The incentive 
of fear in the old Hebrew religion was 
‘Thou shall and shalt not,’ but wi ll the 
coming of Christ a now incentive finds 
expression in the Saviour himself. He 
lifted up tho world, not commanded, but 
drew all men from love. Sunday, the in- 
centive ot fear will make you think you 
ought to bo at church, and you go, you 
pray, all through this incentive. But it 
lias done a groat deal for humanity. It 
has kept the world from going back. 
The incentives which lead are: first, 
highest and greatest, ‘Love to (rod and 
man.’ Under this may ho considered 
the ‘Incentive of love to God.’ This is 
supreme. When a man reaches that 
point lie can accomplish more, see 
more, and learn of ‘Love of man.’ 
This incentive is stronger, and is doing 
more to bring forward aud evangelize 
the world every day. These two, the 
‘Incentive of love to (iod,’ and ‘Incen- 
tive of lovo to man,’ are one. Incen- 
tives of reward are incentives of sel- 
tlshuess in religious activity. But there 
is a danger line in all this, pass it. 
and you lose all, although proper if tem- 
pered with the first. 1 will say there are 
three incentives: incentive of fear. (Imt 
this alone cannot evangelize the world;) 
incentive of reward, (as an encourage- 
ment,) and tho greatest of of all the in- 
centive of i.ovi:! 

Mr. ('. W. Hill, ox-Fresidout of tho 
Boston Congregational club, spoke upon 
Christian activity, the active, not the I 
passive form ss seen in contemplation, j 
meditation and prayer, but work put 
forth in Christ’s name aud for Christ's 
sake. The passive form is not enough, 
that must precede the other, but us an j 
arm that is unused loses its power, so | 
with the mental and sphtuul qualities. 
By want of activity they become warped, 
enfeebled and dull. \\ are living in a 
grand and awful age. To be living now ' 
is sublime. All powers are called into 
exercise. But the incentives to this 
Christian activity; loyalty to Christ is 
a higher incentive still. Our great com- 


mander is greater than any warrior that 
over walked the earth. Ills command is 
“Forward! March!” Lot us keep step 
to it. We read of great enterprises, the 
men at the head of these things are 
proud, but they are confronted by profit 
and loss. Lot us take up the Incentive 
of Christ, we cannot fail, tlioro is no 
such tiling if wo take up this incentive 
and carry it through. 

II. F. Kenway of Newton then road a 
short paper upon "Requisites to Success 
in Christian Activity,” which contained 
excellent points in regard to this sub- 
ject, and furnished material for consider- 
able thought. 

Rev. Hr. Webb of Wellesley was noxt 
introduced and referred to some remarks 
of Mr. Konway’s, after which ho gave a 
twelve minutes talk, which was thor- 
oughly enjoyed. lie said, “ Tho pro- 
longing Jot Christ’s activity triumphs, 
ami a man who puts forth Huch activity 
is a Christian; he lias been supernaturai- 
ly wrought upon. 

The gospel, if properly apprehended 
and understood, is a remedy, a remedy 
for all. provided indefinitely.

THE NEW CHARTER. 


TP. XT OF THE UNANIMOUS HRPOHT MARK 
II Y TIIK CltARTRR COMMISSION. 

To III* Honor the Mayor, and the City 

Council q/’ Newton : 

Tho umluiHi^norl, CommiHiioners ap- 
pointed under your order of January 4th, 
IHS8, to revise tho Charter of tho City, 
having attended to that duty, aubmit 
hcrowith tho draft of an Act, ami, in ex- 
planation and juRtiflcation thereof, sttli- 
mit tho following 

REPORT. 

At tho outset of thoir investigations, it 
was neeessary to make a careful study of 
tho present system and practice of 
municipal government, in Newton that 
tho defects, if any, might ho comprehend- 
ed, and an opinion formed as to whether 
tlioso defects were organic, inherent in 
the system, or functional, and went no 
further than the faulty and deranged 
working of a system, good inherently. 
Thoso were questions which, when 
answered, would probably point tho way 
to at least partial remedies. 

Tho fact thatatonco arrested attention 
was that the government of tiie city is 
now one by joint standing committees. 
Tho joint standing committees of f* city 
council unito in themselves the entire 
legislative and executive functions of tho 
city’s governmcntiA joint standing com- 
mittee makes up its own estimates for tho 
incoming year: tho members of thatcom- 
mittteo vote in both branches upon tho 
appropriation bill in which those esti- 
mates appear, seldom with any deduction 
from tho original sum asked, and the sum 
thus voted, that committee forthwith pro- 
ceeds to spend, — tho very money it lias 
been instrumental in securing for itself.A 
committee having such powers and pre- 
rogatives naturally approaches legislative 
matters from the wrong direction: for, in- 
stead of legislating upon the question of 
whether the matter is necessary in tho 
first instance, and if so to what extent, it 
first makes up its mind as to how much 
money it thinks it ought to have to spend, 
or perhaps how much it thinks it can get, 
and forthwith proceeds to get it. 

There was but one remedy for this 
vicious state of affairs, and that was to 
separate definitely and absolutely the 
legislative and executive functions of the 
city’s business, by prescribing that the 
men who have the appropriation of the 
public money should have no participa- 
tion in the spending of it: and conversely 
that the men who spend the public 
money should have absolutely nothing to 
do with its appropriation. 

Tho second point they could not fail to 
observe was tho inability to place re- 
sponsibility anywhere. Certain work, 
whether in tho highway, or light, or 
public property departments is inefficient- 
ly, wrongly, or extravagantly done. Com- 
plaint is made to the Mayor; he answers 
that he had nothing to do with it; that 
tho City Council, in committee, con- 
ceived tlio project, voted tho money for 
it, and proceeded to do it. That it was a 
matter he did not fvol called upon to 
veto, and that he had absolutely no 
power either to advise, to supervise, to 
suspend, or to interfere with. That had 
ho done either he would liavo brought 
himself in conflict with one or other of 
tho joint standing committees, who 
would have claimed that their preroga- 
tives wore encroached upon, and there 
would liavo been trouble, surely ending 
in his defeat. Complaint is then made, 
perhaps, to the City Engineer, the .Super- 
intendent of streets, or some other official, 
who says that he is but the servant of 
some joint standing committee, whose 
orders or votes conveyed to him through 
its chairman lie is but executing. Upon 
final appeal being made to the joint 
standing committee having the matter 
in charge, the reply is, perhaps, that it 
was a piece of work begun by a commit- 
tee of tiie preceding Council; or that 
that committee, now rotirod to private 
life, did the whole of it; or that they .are 
now doing the best they can, and if any 
fault is to bo found somebody else can bo 
sent to the City Council in thoir place. 
The circuit is complete; tho work has 
been bad, or extravagant, or unnecessary, 
but from the beginning to the end tiie 
responsibility can nowhere be placed. 
That such a condition of affairs should 
be allowed, to exist fora month is strange 
enough, but that it should continue 
through a series of years is incredible. 
Therefore it seemed that the centring of 
the responsibility for all tho executive 
and adminstrativo work of the city in 
one responsible head was a necessity. 
It should be in tho power of the city, 
through its represontives in the Council, 
to put its hand at any moment upon the 
person or persons responsible for tiie bad, 
inefficient, or careless administration of 
affairs. 

If, then, a change was desirable, what 
should the new order of things ho:’ A 
city is simply a municipal corporation. It 
is a creature of the State in the same 
sense, and in no other, that a mill or a 
railroad is. Tho one is created to carry 
oil the civic affairs of the special com- 
munity composing it, the other to weave 
fabrics or to carry passengers or goods. 
They are one and all business corpora- 
tions, with clearly defined and specific 
ends to he accomplished. 

There would appear then to he no good 
reason why a system of business govern- 
ment and administration, found to be 
good in one, should not lie equally good 
in all; and turning for an example to a 
corporation of large, extended, and 
varied interests, with large capital at 
stake, we should select one of the large 
railroads of the country. A system of 
legislative and executive management 
which had proved itself capable of suc- 
cessfully building up and conducting a 
corporate property of eighty millions, 
ought to he capable of doing the same 
for a corporation of forty millions. 

In such a corporation we find a board 
of directors presided over a president 
selected from their own number, direct- 
ing the policy and economic conduct of 
tho property, with tho executive and ad- 
ministrative part of that policy entrusted 
to a general manager, who is responsible 
for its proper enforcement. No good 
reason presented itself why this plan, so 
eminently successful in the case of a 
large railroad property, should not be 
equally so in tlio case of a municipal 
property. 1’his lino of reasoning led 
logically to the conclusion that a cham- 
ber of representatives, presided over by 
a president elected from thoir own num- 
ber, entrusted with all the deliberative 
ami legislative business of the city, with 
an executive solely responsible for the 
administration of the policy dictated by 
such legislation, was at once a simple 
and rational solution of the problem. 
And such is the plan now presented. 

it is not thought necessary to enter at 
length into the much-disputed question 
of the superiority or inferiority ot tho 
so-called two-board system of city govern- 
ment over what might lie culled the one- 
hoard system. 

Whatever may be alleged as to the 
theory of the safety of the two-board 
system in preventing hasty, inconsider- 
ate, or ba«l legislation, we have daily 
demonstration that such is not the fact. 
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III this city, to go no furthor, a majority 
comprising only four persons in one 
branch and eight in the other hinds the 
minority so helplessly that any piece of 
legislation can he put through all its 
stages in both brandies beyond reconsid- 
eration in one and the same evening. And 
thorn is nothing that can prevent it. 
Moth hoards meeting the same night, the 
rules for both chambers ate bonds of 
thread: for the majority suspends its 
own rules, ami tho order is put through 
its three several readings; a majority re- 
fuse reconsideration, and the mischief is 
done beyond reparation. 

Certainly no single board could possi- 
bly do worse: we bolievo it can be made 
to do much better. 

On the other hand, the weighing, dis- 
cussion. and decision of the thousand 
and one petty details for tho internal 
economy of a small city by one board, to 
bo weighed, discussed, and decided upon 
tho following week by another, with 
tho chances of dissension and ill feeling 
over trifling matters of no essential im- 
portance, seems both an undignified per- 
formance and a needless consumption of 
valuable time, which alono is sufficient 
to account for the unwillingness of busy 
and able men to take any part in such 
frivolous proceedings. 

In presenting this draft of an act, 
necessarily technical and condensed in its 
phraseology, some explanation is duo as 
to why certain conclusions are therein 
reached rathor than others, that the 
scheme, as a whole, may bo more intelli- 
ginle in its details. 

As above stated, the legislature is made 
to consist of one chamber to bo called 
tho board of aldermen, and will contain 
twentjNjight members,— four being sent 
by each ward,— the mombers to bo sent 
for two years: one-half to bo elected 
annually. Your commissioners, in be- 
half of <iliis plan, can only say that it is, 
in their opinion, thu best practical solu- 
tion of tho exceedingly difficult problem 
of municipal representation for Newton. 
Not that some other may not be ideally 
better, or some other bettor adapted to 
another community; but taking Newton 
as they know it to be, they are entirely 
satisiied that the above plan presents 
fewer objections, and is, on the whole, 
everything considered the preferable. To 
elect the whole representation at large 
would subject tho whole delegation to 
to the fate of a plurality, which, how- 
ever small, would result in leaving the 
minority ot the city absolutely without 
a single representation, a condition of 
affairs not to bo tolerated. Tho number, 
twenty-eight, was preferred to twenty-one 
on the ground that the majority of tiftecn 
following the former number made the 
chamber practically absolutely safe from 
influence: a condition of safety that can- 
not bo too highly estimated. The name 
selected will, we think, meet with general 
approval as retaining a title long lixed in 
ouV civic institutions. 

That the president of the board of al- 
dermen should be selected from their 
own number ought to be ko self-evident 
as to need no argument in its support. 
Certainly tho mayor, the chief execu- 
tive of tho city, invosted with the veto 
power over all its measures, ought, from 
the very functions of his office, never to 
enter tho legislative chamber except as a 
private citizen. That the executive, 
whose office it is to execute the 
orders ot the chamber, to pass judicially 
on every one of such orders, should not 
only be a member of that chamber, but 
preside, ex-officio, and appoint all its 
committees, seemed monstrous. Ilis 
only official relations with the chamber 
should be through his messages and 
vetoes. The office ot the city clerk be- 
ing largely a state office, and having no 
necessary connection with the executive 
branch of the government, it is provided 
shall be elected by the board of aider- 
men. lie being subject to the board’s 
annual election, it was no infringement 
of the board’s prerogatives in providing 
that he should also be their cleik. It 
can safely be assumed that they never 
would elect a city clerk whom they were 
not content to have for their own. 

The office of auditor, who is to be 
electod by the board, is one of the most 
important contemplated by the new char- 
ter. Inasmuch as the board of aldermen 
is the exclusive custodian of tho public 
purse, it was necessary that the board 
should have an officer of its own, whoso 
duty it should bo to keep constant watch 
and guard over the money appropriated 
by tho board. He should be free from all 
interference by the executive branch over 
whom ho keeps constant watch to see 
that the money appropriated by the 
board is never exceeded and never di- 
verted: ready at all times to report to 
tho board any diversion or exceeding of 
allowances by the officers entrusted with 
their disbursing. Subject to instant re- 
moval by the board for a dereliction of 
duty, he is thu eye of the board, con- 
stantly present in the City Hall to see 
that their orders are strictly and properly 
complied with. This office should not be 
confounded with that of an expert ac- 
countant employed by the finance com- 
mittee to audit the treasurers books. 
This is necessarily no part of the duties 
of the board’s auditor. 

lu section 12. the commissioners feel 
they have provided the mneh-sought-for 
check against hasty and inconsiderate 
legislation by a one board council. The 
suspension of its rules by a legislative 
body a dozen or twenty times, at every 
one of its sessions, is neither a dignified 
or proper proceeding. Rules should bo 
for the chamber’s government, and if the 
business of the body can only lie done by 
their constant suspension, tho rules 
should be abolished. The section pro- 
vides that all routine legislation, always 
a large proportion of the whole, shall be 
passed at once with the unanimous con- 
sent of tho board. This is practically 
what is now done by the suspension of 
the chamber’s rules, but the same major- 
ity which notw suspends thu rules has it 
in its power to carry legislation at once 
over tiie head of even a large minority. 
It is provided that thu objection of one 
member shall postpone the passage of a 
piece of legislation for a week, or until 
the next regular meeting. Then the ob- 
jecting minority must have reached tho 
number of live when it can again be 
postponed. The measure must then take 
its cliancu of passage or defeat. 

Power is given to tho board of aldermen 
to establish administrative offices addi- 
tional to those provided for by charter, 
and to detine by ordinances the jurisdic- 
tion and duties of them all. 

The powers of the executive have al- 
ready been indicated, namely: he is the 
sole repository of all tho executive func- 
tions of thu city government, which are 
to be exercised by him either personally 
or through the administrative offices es- 
tablished in the succeeding title. As he 
is solely responsible, so he must have the 
nominations of his administrative stall, 
together with the power to suspend 
them for cause, and at the same time to 
suspend any work, lloth of these pow- 
ers are made subject to continuation and 
appeal. 

The charter provides for tho establish- 
ment of a board of public works, who 
shall have cognizance ami control of thu 
executive and administrative details of 
the water works, tho highways, lights, 
drains, sewers, public buildiugs, public 


parks, bridges, and of tho executive du- 
ties of the boards of health. Tlint is to 
say, all tho oxocutive and administrative 
work now done by tho water board, the 
highway committee, the committee on 
stroot. lights, the public property com- 
mittee, the committee on parks, and of 
tho hoard of health, are lodged in one de- 
partment, composed of three persons, 
who shall bo pnid for thoir services. 

The commissioners are unanimously 
of the opinion that tho time has come 
when the city of Newton should be will- 
ing to pay for the proper execution of 
the work of tho municipality. The city 
has no right to ask that the time anil 
ability of private citizens should be de- 
voted to its interests in directions where 
the paid services of competent officials 
should be in its employ. The city of 
Newton is a wealthy corporation, practi- 
cally free from debt (leaving out the 
water debt), and should be willing to 
pay that its corporate interests may be 
efficiently looked after in a business like 
manner. As matters now are, there is 
no systematic method of work in any de- 
partment. Tho committees are constant- 
ly changing, and thu policy pursued can- 
not be stable or economical. 

Moreover, so long as the large and im- 
portant interests of the ciry are left to 
thu care of somo half dozen irresponsible 
committees, who give what time they 
please, or can spare to thu work, most of 
which must necessarily bo in the even- 
ing. tho city is impendent upon the 
chance of there being now ami then a 
member of sufficient executive ability to 
properly conduct its affaiis. Hut this is 
neither fair nor just; the city has no 
right to claim the unpaid services of an 
able citizen to do executive duty for the 
corporation, which that corporation is 
amply able to pay for. The saying is as 
true here as elsewhere that what is got 
for nothing, is worth the price paid for 
it. Moreover, the city now pays heavily 
in the way of preventable leaks, shiftless, 
careless and inefficient executive man- 
agement, for its present way of doing 
things. Under a competent and fairly 
paid board, responsibility can be surely 
and immediately placed. Answerable to 
the mayor, as the chief executive, at all 
times, for the proper administration of 
their duties, subject to bis supervision 
and to trial before the board of aider- 
men for dereliction, carelessness, or in- 
efficiency, they must satisfactorily per- 
form their duty, or be at once called to 
account. The representative of the 
board having, ex-officio, a sent in the 
board, may at any moment lie called to 
his feet to give an account of the board’s 
proceedings in any or all of its depart- 
ments. 

In tho direction of simplicity, and to 
free the municipal system trom as much 
red tape and unnecessary legislation as 
possible, the board of overseers of the 
poor, and the board of health are abol- 
ished as boards. All the powers of over- 
seers of the poor are lodged in the city 
almoner. If it is worth the while for the 
city to have a city almoner at all, and ex- 
perience has demonstrated his useful- 
ness, there is nothing in the power of the 
board of overseers of the poor that he 
cannot do better alone. And so with the 
board of health; the board of public 
works being constantly about the city in 
all its departments of streets, drains, 
sewers, public buildings, etc., are better 
situated than any board of health can 
possibly lie to do tho executive work of 
board. The deliberative and legislative 
functions are lodged w here they should 
bo, in the legislative chamber. 

The charter provides that (the chair 
man of the Board of Public Works, the 
City Treasurer, the City Solicitor, the 
Chief of Police, and the Chief of lire de- 
partments shall have seats with tiie 
Hoard of Aldermen, that they shall be 
notified of all meetings alike with the 
Aldermen, and only to bo excused from 
attendance by consent of the Board. 
They have no votes. Upon request, they 
shall speak upon all matters relating to 
their respective dennrtments. 

Thu Hoard of Aldermen will thus have 
at each of their meetings the huads of 
the important executive departments of 
tho city, ready at all times to give expla- 
nation and advice to the Aldermen as oc- 
casion presents. There can be no excuse 
that a piece of legislation is not thor- 
oughly understood in all its bearings and 
results before passage. The effect of this 
provision on all tho executive depart- 
ments must be salutary in thu highest 
degree. 

The changes recommend in the School 
Committee, though few, arc important, 
and it is believed that their adoption 
will be followed by improvement in the 
efficiency of the schools. The reduction 
in number of the Hoard from fourteen to 
nine, all elected at largo, whilst estab- 
lishing a smaller body, and thus, in the 
opinion of your commissioners, adding 
much to its practical efficiency, will do 
much to heal up any wards feelings of 
jealousy ; lor of all places, tho School 
Committee should ho the last place whore 
such feelings should be allowed to enter. 
Thu number nine makes it easy also to 
send three each year to the branch, as re- 
quired by tho statutes of the Common- 
wealth. 

Following the suggestions of the learn- 
ed Secretary of the State Hoard of- Edu- 
cation in his Report of the- State Hoard 
for 18S0,* the functions of the School 
Hoard are divided. All deliberative and 
legislative powers are retained, but the 
executive powers of School Committees 
are lodged with the Superintendent of 
Schools, who is made the executive of the 
School Hoard, lie is to have the annual 
nomination of all the teachers, subject 
to the School Board's confirmation; ami 
mav suspend auy teacher for a month; 
and if the School Hoard shall approve 
his action, such a* suspension becomes a 
removal. His powers in this respect are 
exactly analagous to those of the Mayor 
in his relations to his administrative 
staff; each being held strictly accounta- 
ble for the executive department of his 
respective fluid of work; that that res- 
ponsibility may amouut to anything, they 
must have the control of the Hiibonli- 
nates for whose conduct the main part of 
thoir responsibility consists. He also 
has the power to lay out courses of study 
for the public schools, and prescribe text 
books and supplies, his action to be ap- 
proved by tiie Hoard. These changes 
will bring tho School Hoard in harmony 
witii the municipal machinery, thu delib- 
erative bodit confining themselves strict- 
ly to legislative work, tlio execution of 
which is devolved upon a responsible ex- 
ecutive. 

The provision as to tho budget, or ap- 
propriation bill, we believe to lie sound 
in principle, and a decided improvement 
over that now followed, lu place of an 
irresponsible committee of the City 
Council taking thu estimates which they

themselves liavo in the first instances 
probably prepared in ona or another of 
tiie committers, and therefrom making 
an appropriation bill to suit tin: views of 
committees of which they are individual 
members, the beads of various depart- 
ments send their estimates to the City 
rrensiiror, who therefrom makes up a 
list of them which is presented to the 
Mayor. The Mayor now being the chief 
executive in fact, as well as in mime, 
should be thoroughly familiar with the 
details of every department under his ad- 
ministration and control. From these 
estimates, the Mayor prepares a Budget 
with Ills explanations and recommenda- 
tions as to the separate items thereof. 
This, before the fifteenth of November 
in each year is transmitted to the Hoard 
of Aldermen for their action thereon. 
Since the Mayor lias now. by general 
law, the right to veto separate items in 
an appropriation bill, it is provided that 
iiis deliberate recommendations can only 
lie exceeded by a two-tldids vote, the 
same vote that would be required to pass 
an item over his veto; it being intended 
by this to make his recommendations re- 
ceive from him the same care and con- 
sideration before submission that lie 
would give to them if before him for ap- 
proval from the Hoard of Aldermen. To 
prevent the appropriation hill from be- 
ing bung up through any difference of 
opinion or nuarrel between tiie executive 
and legislative branches, it is provided 
that the bill must be passed upon by the 
Hoard of Aldermen ten days before the 
close of the year, or it becomes a law as 
recommended by the Mayor. 

A word of explanation may be necessa- 
ry to account for the absence from the 
act of certain provisions, such as to the 
mayor’s veto powers, etc. The answer 
is that these being already provided for 
by tiie general laws of theCommonwealtli, 
there is no occasion for their repetition 
in a statute merely lecal in its applica- 
tion. That they may lie read in connec- 
tion herewith, an appendix containing 
them is appended to the draft. 

Viewing tiie scheme of municipal gov- 
ernment now presented for your accept- 
ance as a whole, your commissioners be- 
lieve it presents a simple, easily under- 
stood, flexible, and frictiouless piece of 
municipal machinery, which will place 
the conduct of tiie city's affairs upon 
tlio basis of a purely busines corporation.

MR. DREW 

was heartily welcomed and gave one of 
the most interesting lectures that have I 
been heard iu tho Lyceum this year. "1 
propose to say a few remarks,” began 
Mr. Drew, ‘‘of a general character, which 
I may class under the subject ‘The Chi- , 
nese Question.’ 

"You are all probably more familiar j 
with that question iu its aspect in this | 
country than I am, but I may he able to 
show a few things regarding the Chinese 
iu their own country. You will lose 
nothing it l do not go into a controversy 
regarding their admission to this country, 
so 1 will speak on two things, first, 1 
will say a few words about the treaties 
with China, and after that a brief des- 
cription of the particular character of 
Chinamen who come to this country as 
immigrants. 

“Russia made a treaty with China 
before Great Britian did, but it was 
not of much consequence, so the lirst 
real treaty with Great Britian was made 
iu 1842, and following that all countries 
sent embassies to China and made treat- 
ies. 

“China looks on all people outside of I 
their own country as foreigners, and all j 
foreign powers are classed together j 
under this one name. In 1844 a treaty j 
was made with the United States, in 
seeming this, we were tho ones to solic- j 
it intercourse, not China. All that was I 
obtained by this treaty of any conse- | 
queuce was tho permission to enter five 
ports of China. The next treaty was 
made in 1S58 and 18(10. Prior to this 
treaty, gold had been discovered in Cal- 
ifornia, and Chinamen had boon heartily 
welcomed, together with all foreigners, 
to that section of the country, in 1858 
was another treaty made with Great 
Britian. It was made almost at the 
poiut of the bayonet, and China ltad to 
concede to the demands of the British 
government. The Chiuese are willing to 
treat one country its well as another, so 
they made several concessions to the 
United States, the same us they had to 
Great Britian, because they were afraid 
to do otherwise. 

"The concession obtained in the 1858 
treaty with this country, was the open- 
ing of more ports and other cities; also 
the privilege of traveling in the interior, 
which was much against the will of the 
Chinese government. Early in the six- 
ty’s, owing to a crafty arrangement in 
the French Treaty, a clause was inserted, 
allowing missionaries to reside in China. 
To-day, and ever since the early sixty’s, 
missionaries of all creeds have had the 
privilege of living in tho interior. The 
Chinese were forced to give them that 
privilege because they were afraid to 
light with foreigners. At tho present 
time, missionaries may live wherever 
they please in China, but if the truth 
were known, no class is more unwelcome 
in that country titan the missionary. 
Chinamen have principles as well as our- 
selves, and they strive to live up to them. 
Meanwhile, since 18(10, an agitation had 
sprung up in California because of the 
Chinamen coming in such numbers. An 
eveut, putting us us a nation iu a very 
peculiar position, happened. It was 
what is known as the Burlingame Mis- 
sion, represented to have been sent by 
the Chinese government to tho different 
countries of the world, to show what the 
desires of the Chinese government weie. 
When Mr. Burlingame got to San Fran- 
cisco, the trouble was suddenly hushed 
up. The people, when they saw an 
American representing a foreign govern- 
ment in such a high missiou, immediate- 
ly quieted down. They got up a grand 
reception for him, and did everything in 
their power to please him, as they 
thought bv this method they would he 
able to gain some commercial benelit 
from the Chinese. The Burlingame 
treaty said that man had an inalienable 
right to change his residence whenever 
he wished. Now in fact the Chinese ltad 
not expected the Burlingame treaty made, 
it was not authorized by their govern- 
ment, and they delayed several months 
before consenting to ratify it. In 187(1 
the agitation inn eased, and a commission 
from Congress was sent to San Francisco 
to see about it. They went out to make 
a case against China. It hud been de- 
termined that China must he wrong. 
Atraiu in 1880, three envoys went from 
the United States to 1‘ukin to make a 
new treaty. This treaty gave to tho 
United States the tight to suspend for 10 
years the immigration of working China- 
men to this country. In exchange, for 
this. China got the United States to stij>- 
ulate that no American merchant or ves- 
sel should have anything to do with tiie 
opium trade. in this way tho United 
states arrayed itself on the side of China 
against this odious traffic. No Aiucii- 
cau can import opium into China only at 
tiie risk oi heavy punishment. 

"In accordance with this treaty, Con- 
gress passed a law known as the ‘Chi- 
nese Restriction Law,’ dated May, 1882, 
to be in effect for 10 years, providing 
that Chinese may not be permitted to 
come to our country. So, lor the last 
six years, Chinamen of the working class 
have been forbidden admission to the 
United States. 

Now, both parties, the Democrats and 
Republicans, are trying to get a new 
treaty, before t lie one for 10 years made 
in 1882 has expired. Some party benefit, 
no doubt, is expected to accrue from 
this. Politicians want all the laboring 
class in their favor. To come to the 
second part of the question. Many peo- 
ple ask me what sort of Chinamen come 
to this country. Tliuv are all from tiie 
southern province of Canton. There is 
plenty of room for all the f'hiuaineii in 
their own couutry, and even iu tnu 
southern province it is not impossible 
for them to find land to live on, but still 
they emigrate io America, Borneo, Java, 
Singapore and other places.* The Chinese 
language is the hardest to learn of any 
1 know of, ami there is no one so difficult 
as the Canton form of dialect No 
foreigners except missionaries, who are 
stationed in Canton province, undertake 
to learn this dialect. Thu men of the 
south of china are all of small stature. I 
do not know w hy, but in tho north, Hie 
men are all large. The southern China- 
men an- caimblo of standing very hard 
labor. In California whWe the Chiuunieu 
lirst went to work, it was supposed that 
only Americans couhi do the laborious 
work, so the Chinaman was set to hold- 
ing the drill, and the American was 
marie to strike. Now the Americans 
strike without being made to, ami the 


Chinamen ltavo all the work to do 
alone, (laughter.) 

The Chinaman Is able (o take rare of 
himself anywhere, lie is hard working 
and honest. Tho French have late 
taken Tongklng, and if they legislate 
against the Chinese who have long re- 
sided there they will destroy tho prosper- 
ity of their new Indinn empire. It Is 
wrong to treat Chinamen that. way. They 
are scrupulously honest, never go hack 
on their word, and tho great vice ;s 
that of opium smoking. A Chinaman 
docs not drink as do the Americans, and 
they are an orderly and peaceful people. 

One charge that is made against them 
is that they do not assimilate themselves 
to our civilization. 

That may he true. They coino here to 
earn money to send to their families, the 
same as I do when I am in their country. 
Take the young Chinamen that came 
here in 1872 to study. They learned so 
fast and been me so Americanized that 
China called them back in 1882. They 
were beginning to assimilate themselves 
to our mode of civilization, and so they 
were recalled for fear of losing their 
manners and customs. They were smart 
young men ami might have beon of 
great use to this country had they re- 
mained. 

Mr. Drew had quite a number of things 
to speak about, but owing to the limited 
time was tillable to say all he wished to. 

Miss Tolmau then gave a very line 
violin solo. Miss Powell of Auburndale 
accompanying on tiie piano. 

. TIIE DEBATE. 

President Allen said that in announcing 
Mr. W. E. Plummer as the speaker in 
tho negative, he had beeu mistaken, as 
Mr. Plummer was a believer in the 
affirmative, so that the negative would 
have to be upheld by volunteers from the 
audience. The question before tire 
meeting was, Resolved, that justice de- 
mands the repeal of the law piohibiting 
Chinese immigration, and Mr. Thomas 
Drew was announced as the lirst speaker 
in the affirmative. 

Mr. Drew said that ho never yet had 
an opinion he hesitated to express. It is 
a great mistake to cry that tho “Chinese 
must go.” How did it come about’? It 
didn't originate with wise men, but with 
hoodlums. The only trouble is that 
politicians on tho Pacitic side of the 
country dare not express their opinions 
for fear of losing the Irish vote. Five 
hundred years before tho Christian era, 
Confucius laid down the doctrine that 
appears in the Bible of to-day, "do unto | 
others as you would have them do unto 
you.” I want to state one or two items 
that I lind in a book of Iff or 14 hundred 
pages. The Chinese are a hard working, 
industrious people. They do not drink, 
(interruption by Mr. E. B. Drew. L 
haven’t seen 10 drunken Chinamen in 
the 20 years l have been associated with | 
them.) Think of that, a man who has 
buen among them, states such a tiling as 
that. 

In Santa Barbara out of 700 arrests 
only 5 wero Chinamen, and out of those 
one was discharged because nothiug 
could be proven against him. 

Tho tax collectors in that section mur- 
dered 80 Chinamen. They came with a 
tax hill iu one hand and a pistol iu the 
other, and only one or two of the mur- 
derers were convicted. 

Mr. Darling spoke in the negative. Ho 
said he thought Chinamen wero better 
off in their own country. We don’t need 
them here. He didn’t believe in making 
America cesspool of foreign nations. 
The Chinamen come here without any 
intention of becoming citizens. They 
are so different from otJier nations lie did 
not think thev could get along here. 

Mr. Morton thought the only great 
objection* to Chinamen was the opium 
habit, and the Emperor of Chiua himself 
stands up against that. 

Mr. N. T. Allen said we all recognize 
the, utterance of Wm. Lloyd Garrison, 
“My country the world, my countrymen, 
all mankind.” He had known muny who 
had been in China, and they had all 
spoken of the Chinese as a hard working, 
industrious people. Because we have 
been in this country a little longer, can 
we say that other people shall not coute 
here, if they come for good principles. 
Chinamen make faithful workingmen 
and are very honest. 

Mr. Spinney said the Chinese como 
here aim work for less wages than other 
nationalities of workmen. Others are 
welcomed because they como to stay. 
Chinamen don’t strike because they 
don’t need to. 

Mr. Plummer had been acquainted with 
Chinamen siuce he was 8 years old. 
The lirst ambassador ever sent to Chiua 
lived in the second house to his, and his 
name was Coo Siting (Cushing.) Should 
like to see 1,000,000 Chinese come every 
year. On Harrison avenue, in Boston, 
there are 27 shops, of which 20 are rum 
shops and one a Chinese laundry, where 
the "heathen Chinee” works from 5 a. m. 
to 11.45 p. nt. to get money to send home. 
If thu Chinamen held ballots they would 
no longer be cursed. 

Mr. E. B. Drew advised everyone to get 
Mr. Seward’s book on China, and read it. 
The strongest religion of theirs is the 
worship of their ancestors. A filial 
i worship and one they live up to faithiul- 
ly. He believed that in one or two gen- 
erations Chinamen would come here to 
stay. 

Mr. Thus. Drew closed the debate. Ho 
said iliac he would like to see loads of 
Chinamen lauding at Long Wharf every 
day. In San Fraueisco, out of 20,180 ar- 
rests iu a population of 150,000, 7,048 
were for drunkenness, and not one of them 
were Chiuunieu. They are very loud of 
their children, and have the reputatiou 
of being honest people. Their word is 
as good as their note. lie might illus- 
trate lor hours ou that subject. Wheu a 
Chinaman gets $000 he goes home and 
can live like a king the rust of his life.

THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

A NEW HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF 
TQI1EK MEMBERS CHOSEN. 

The school hoard met Wednesday eve- 
ning, Mrs. Davis, Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke. 
Dr. Baker and Messrs. Frost, Phiibrick, 
Parker, Barnard, Stone, Dickinson. Put- 
ney, Barton and Burr l»eing present. 
Mayor Kimball presided. 

The superintendent’s report recom- 
mended an expenditure of $150 for appa- 
ratus for the study of botany, for 
mineralogy, and sV> for new Latin 
books. Referred to committee with 
power to act. Only $55 is left of appro- 
priation for conveyance of pupils: re- 
fer red to city council, with request that 
enough raouey be appropriated to last 
until July 1st. 

The superintendent stilted that tabular 
views, if printed, would cost $35 to $45 
yearly, and so lie had had them liecto- 
graphed, which would only cost from $6 
to $7 a year. 

The committee on accounts reported 
through Mr. Samuel Barnard, and the 
text book committee reported through 
Mr. Barton, ordering the purchase of the 
hooks recommended by the superinten- 
dent. 

Mr. Frost from the committee on rules 
and regulations reported that the com- 
mittee had changed their minds since the 
January meeting when they recommend- 
ed that the full board should constitute 
theiiigh school committee, and now they 
recommended that the High school com- 
mittee should consist of three members, 
the chairman of the board aud two mem- 
bers elected by ballot. They also rec- 
oin mended that the words “and super- 
vison” should be stricken out front the 
rules defining the powers of the High 
school district committees, us this would 
be a step towards mailing the board 
simply a legislative body, as it should 
be. They also recommended that the 


masters should be able to suspend pupils 
with the consent of the superintendent, 
or the district committee, as now provid- 
ed. The last recommeiulatiou was 
adopted without discussiou. 

Mr. Frost stated tnut that he be- 
lieved a smaller committee would l>e bet- 
ter for the High school aud would do 
more satisfactory work. 

Both Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke* and Mr. 
Parker expressed surprise at the com 
plcte change of view, aud asked tor an 
explanation. The foimer said that the 
old practice of having one member from 
each ward on the committee gave each 
part of the city a representation. He 
also asked what would be the meauiug of 
the committee having “charge ot tile 
schools” it supervision was stricken out. 

Mr. Frost said that the High school 
committee was now so large that it was 
difficult to tix responsibility. A smaller 
committee could meet more easily and 
act more promptly. The trouble* with 
the High school committee had been that 
it was too large. The board had also 
hired a superintendent to supervise the 
school, and it would be better to drop 
out the idea supervision from the rules, 
and make the committee simplv a 
ocmmittec of reference.

The two hoard system 
was a New England system, hut the com- 
mission thought one hoard was best for 
Newton ami for every city, and the idea 
of having so many members was to 
have it approach to the form of a town 
meeting as far as possible. Complaint 
had been made that too much power had 
been given to one man, but now the 
mayor has nothing lint tiie veto power, 
and he should he the chief executive 
officer of the city, and have the powers 
and responsibilities of his office. Tlu* 
city auditor should be elected by the 
board of aldermen, not be appointed bv 
the mayor, as lie is tiie man who will 
control the purse strings, and tiie bo, rd 
should have full power over him. 'Tire 
more tiie matter was looked into, the 
more lie was convinced that one board 
was just what was needed for this city. 
He was in Brooklyn last week, ami lie 
found that the system worked admirably 
there. As for the board of public works 
lie was convinced that three men would 
lie able to run the city affairs more 
economically, and the city would get 
better service, and tlieie would be sonic 
responsibility, if tilings went wrong.

tiie other member of the commission, 
said that one matter was not touched 
upon, which was tiie quaiilied power 
given to tiie mayor in tiie revised char- 
ter. In tuc first draft, he was given sole 
pow er to appoint and remove all officials.

I 
He hoped the time would never come 
when the relief of the poor in all the ten 
villages of Newton would depend on one 
man. lie was struck in rending the re- 
port of the commission with tiie paucity 
of tlieir vocabulary. To talk about the 
legislation by the present city govern- 
ment as “monstrous," was using a urettv 
hard word. They also called it “vi- 
cious," hut tiiat might pass, and then 
they talked about irresponsible extrava- 
gance! They propose to give all the 
powers and responsibilities to one man, 
lint when lie was elected how could lie 
he held responsible, lie did not give 
bonds, lie could not be made to refund 
money, but lie might be defeated at the 
next election. The commission had 
been chosen, lie understood, to revise 
tiie present charter; lie did not know 
! just what they understood by revision, 
but they hud held on to the titlu, possi- 
bly, of the old charter, is they hud let 
all the rest go. To speak seriously, lie 
thought the changes proposed were 
flinch too radical, and lie favored de- 
ferring die whole matter for another 
year. He should certainly oppose tiie 
enactment of any such scheme as tiie one 
presented, and see if changes could not 
be made for the better. The commis- 
sion state that tiie same men who make 
up tiie appropriations expend the money.

The Common Council. 

In the common council after the read- 
ing of the petition for a public hearing 
on the city charter, there was a discus- 
sion upon the order providing for a hear- 
ing. 

Councilman Wiswall spoke strongly in 
favor of it, while Councilman Fen no 
thought that as there would be a public 
hearing before the Legislative commit- 
tee, there was no need of one before the 
city council. The order was adopted 
but Councilman Hamblen moved that it 
be reconsidered out of deference to Coun- 
cilman Gore. Councilman Kennedy said 
that lie had supposed the public hearing 
was for that evening, and not for a week 
from that night. 

President Burr called Councilman Ken- 
nedy to the chair and said that no mat- 
ter of such importance had coino before 
the council since lie had been a member 
of that body. It would not be wise just 
now to refuse to give such men as had 
signed the petition a heaving, they were 
men who were deeply interested in the 
city and its welfare, and the measure 
would go into the legislature in plenty of 
time if it was not presented until the 
first of May. He thought that the coun- 
cil should not act without hearing these 
men. and pledged himself to prevent any 
needless delays. 

Councilman Hamblen withdrew bis 
motion and the order was sent up for 
concurrence.

CATARRH 
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THOUGHTS ON CHRISTIANITY. 

A<1<1ITSN0<I to 11 Cliitroli. 

II Y 1IKRMON F. TITU8. 

Brethren and Friends I have tried to 
so t before you those fow Sunday morn* 
InRS wliat Room to mo to ho some 
•essentials of Christianity. I have care- 
fully refrained from making any scoulnr 
quotations, and have ondeavorod to lay 
thoso foundations in scripturo only. I 
hope all who aro really interested in 
these investigations liavo road the whole 
"Now Testament during theso weeks. It 
is not a largo hook, it can ho readily read 
in a week. If you have not alroady done 
this, lot mo urge that you this woek road 
tho entire hook, having constantly in 
mind only this inquiry: Are these things 
taught hero? Or rather this: what is 
taught hero'? Tho constant trouble with 
Scripture study is that men do not allow 
it to control thoir thought. Wo are not 
disciples, learners. Wo look for what 
wo have been taught to see there, as 
Baptists, Episcopalians, Presbyterians. 
Or, if wo are fanciodly superior to do- 
mominationalism, then wo find what 
our oracle iinds, whether it he Scott’s 
Commentary or tho Christian Union. 
Usually wo find what tho majority finds, 
because wo aro forever hound with the 
dread of being in the minority. So I en- 
treat you, read for yourselves, without 
reference to anybody’s views. What 
•dues God say to you in this hook of his? 

I have been telling you what he says 
to me, as far as I can understand it. Does 
he say the same to you? Does ho say 
theso things or does he not? Does he, or 
does he not? Jesus assumes that we 
can find out what he says when ho de- 
mands; “Why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say?” 

There are several ways of escaping the 
•conclusions I have reached. In the first 
place, it may he claimed that 1 have 
quoted partially, omitting what was not 
favorable to these conclusions. I do not 
think, however, that any candid reader 
will bring this charge. For instance, no 
quotations have been made from the 
book of James, lest some one might re- 
new the threadbare charge, that James 
is the advocate of “good works,” that 
James and Paul disagree, that Luther 
rejected James, etc., etc. My quotations 
indeed have been most largely from Piuil 
and John, Paul the reputed teacher of 
dogma, and John the apostle of love and 
gentleness. And further,! challenge any 
•ouo to show that I have distorted any 
passage from its meaning as shown by 
the context. Wherever I have made a 
citation, 1 liavo had in mind the immedi- 
ate context, tho context of tho whole 
book from which it was taken, and 
also tho contextof the entire Now Testa- 
ment. Only so can one bo saved from 
using “proof-texts” and rendering him 
aelf liable to the intidol's charge of 
“proving anything from the Bible. 
Never should a text be regarded as a 
motto, apothegm, proverb, separated 
from its relations. So, as you know, I 
have fallen away from tho habit of 
preaching from such separate texts, and 
have rather said, this passage or that pas- 
sage or tho whole paragraph, may be 
taken as “tho text.” If you resolutely 
read the Bible iu this way. always seek- 
ing to see just wliat the author meant 
when ho spoke or wrote, why he said jnst 
that just there, you will not find the 
Bible teaching everything byanv means. 
And whenever any one would disparage 
the Bible to you by making quotations 
apparently contradictory, do not be 
alarmed, but turn to the passage for 
yourself, and read all around it, before 
it and after it, until you see really what 
it moans, and then you will liud the con- 
tradiction disappear. Upon this method 
I ask you to examine every quotation 1 
have made, and if any one of them does 
uot staud this test, I will forthwith dis- 
own it. Still further, if you will read 
tho New Testament for yourself, with- 
out prejudice, I think you will discover 
so many other strong and pertinent pas 
sages favorable to the points discussed 
that you will wonder at my omission of 
them. The Now Testament is a plain 
man’s book. Search for yourselves 
whether these things are taught therein 
or not. 

A second method of escape from these 
conclusions is to deny that the scriptures 
are authoritative. Men of the world will 
say: ‘O, yos, tho Bible teaches theso 
things. But what of that? The Bible 
has no authority for us. It is a fine 
pieco of literature. It in cal cates a high 
morality. But wo are not bound by it/ 
That answer is logical and consistent. 
But they are not Christians who make 
it, and 1 am now addressing Christians. 
Akin to this, only more timid and quite 
inconsistent, is the reply of some Chris- 
tians, nowadays, to this effect: Jesus 
spoke with authority, but his disciples 
•did not. They misunderstood him and 
have misrepresented him to tho world 
and to Christendom. Wo, with our 
greater light understand him butter. 
That reply makes the real Jesus uudis- 
coverablu in the tangle of apostolic 
ignorance, prejudice and misrepresenta- 
tion, the only ciiterion being each inan’t 
personal sense of what Jesus ought to 
be. That reply too ignores tho moral 
unity of tho Now Testament, banishes 


the Holy Spirit with his special powers 
in the apostles, makes these men de- 
ceivers, tlie truest men untrue, and can 
logically stop short of nothing but tho 
denial of the miraculous, including the 
resurrection and the Christ himself. 

A third escape from from these con- 
clusions is to say that the times linvo 
changed, that principles and methods 
adapted to that age were not intended to 
bo perpetuated. This reply is usually as- 
sociated with the last one, and implies 
that the apostles were not endowed with 
special powers by tho Holy Spirit for tho 
founding of the church. It makes each 
man and each age the jtulgo of what is 
best and wisest; that is, practically, wo 
might as well have no revelation. But 
have the times changed? Some of us 
aooin to fancy that tho times of Jesus 
were rude and uncivilized, forgetting 
that the opucli of the early Ciosars along 
the Moditorauian shores was intensely 
commercial and military and literary. 
Indeed, tho life of men iu all ages of 
achievement is essentially identical. Thu 
eimplu principles of Jesus and his church 
wore adapted to tho nature of men as 
men, and hence are universally applica- 
ble, iu empire or republic, uiuong 
savages or civilized. 

There is yet ouo more escape from 
these conclusions. It is said they have 
been tried and failed. I grant that. And 
it is the highest proof of their truth, 
that in a sottish world they have been 
tried and failed. Iu point of fact, how- 
over, I do uot think tlioy have ever been 
fairly tried but once. Jesus himsell was 
the ouly one who over fully lived his own 
teachings, and he failod completely. He 
was simply crushed out of this lighting 
world. As men count success, there was 
never a greater fuiluro than Jesus of 


Nazareth hung with tho robbers. His 
apostles came the closest to imitation of 
him, and they nearly all perished 
ignomlniously. Tho primitive church 
ried hard to follow, and were uniformly 
lersecuted. Here and there through tho 
lisloryof the church, contemned bodies 
and isolated individuals have made noble 
efforts to boar witness to tho truth, but 
have soon boon stigmatized out of exist- 
ence, or left to become formal, success- 
ful and dend. 

But now let us recapitulate what has 
been said. Alter all, it is a very simple 
account and it does not seem as if it 
needed ovoii so much*spnco to speak it. 
One expression of tho apostlos epitomizes 
all, nnmely, “Christ in you tho hope of 
glory.” Into tho sollish world of men, 
Jesus comes to live his unselfish life, to 
lio his unselfish death, to riso a glorified 
man; tlienco to give his snirit of holiness 
to othor men who shonhl ho and become 
as lie; at last, to manifest himself and 
thorn in a perfected humanity. That is 
all: Christ in you, tho hope of glory. 
Our faith, our hope, our love, all center 
in tho one person, in whom we live, who 
lives in us, whoso past, present, future, 
all belong to us. In our thought wo 
divide, and speak of our justification in 
tho past, our sanctification in tho pres- 
ent, and our glorification in tho future. 
But lu Christ Foreyor-that one fact covers 
all doctrine and all ethics. Work out 
from that and see where it puts us. Aro 
wo reconciled to God? Even as he is, so 
are we, sin settlod for once for all, a now- 
life, his life, in us; sons of God and 
heirs of God, joint-heirs with Christ. 
Wliat do wo look forward to? To the 
manifestation of our oneness witli him, 
to the destruction of every evil thing iu 
us, to a glorious resurrection like Ins 
own. And how do wo live now? As 
those who have such faith and sucli hope, 
and wIiobo life is now hid witli Christ iu 
God. How do we regard sin iu ourselves 
and others? As the very tiling which 
killed our Lord, and as tho only thing 
which hinders our present fellowship 
witli him, to bo hated and fought unto 
death. How aro wo to esteem our 
brethren? As one witli us in him, mem- 
bers one of another, in all equality and 
fellowship and love. What is our re- 
lation to the rest of men? Just wliat 
his is and was, to love them, servo them, 
convict them, win them, if possible, to 
become one with us in Christ, to have 
our faith and hope and love. 

That— somownac amplified — is all I 
have been saying. I have spoken no 
heresy, advocated no extravagance. 1 
liavo not taught “unconscious sleep of 
the dead” nor “tho annihilation of the 
wicked,” ami do not believe either of 
them to he scriptural. Still less have 1 
desired to be understood as implying 
perfection,” “entire sauctiflcation,” 
lioliness,” or whatever that delusive 
self-complacence which bliuds Christians 
to their own native sins, may bo called. 

I have not aimed to attack tho rich nor 
advocato asceticism. The poor who 
envy the rich and who put on all tho 
show they can afford, would probably 
lind quite as much difficulty in adopting 
this Christian spirit of loving fellowship, 
as the absolutely rich themselves. 1 
have not encouraged tho poor to demand 
or expect the help of tho rich, nor any 
division of the spoils; only, that for rich 
and poor alike, it is more blessed to give 
than to receive. Nor liavo I sought to be 
a judge of my fellow-Cliristians. I am 
too conscious of the steady selfishness and 
hardness of my own spirit, ever to do 
that. Even Jesus said he would not 
judge. But ho also added: ‘the sayings 
that L have spoken from tho Father, the 
same shall judgo a man in the last day.’ 
It is these sayings of Jesus that I have 
tried to exalt as your judgo and mine. 

I believe wo ought to be convicted by this 
truth of Jesus, that we should love such 
conviction as wo love him, and judgo 
ourselves that we may bo approved of 
him. I have not suggested a scheme of 
communism for men outside of tho 
church; it is with Christians alone I have 
been dealing. Theso lectors are ad- 
dressed to a church, and have nothing to 
do with men in general. 

Now let me rehearse the points which 
liavo been made: 

Introductory. We should hold the 
highest ideals, sock to be perfect. 

1. Jesus was tho Son of God, who 
came, lived the true life among men, 
reconciled them to God by bis 
death, rose from the dead, aud returned 
to God again. 

2. Ho will come a second time to glori- 
fy us with himself, and thus create a race 
of perfect men. 

8. We, tlie church, aro one with him 
by his Spirit who dwells in us, and are to 
represent him in the world. 

4. Wo represent him by loving one an- 
other. 

fi. In this love we strive to remove 
one another’s sins, being perfectly sin- 
cere with one another. 

0. In this lovo we forgive one another 
all injuries. 

7. We are ono body in Christ, anima- 
ted and controlled by bis Holy Spirit. 

8. Hence, no one but Christ is the 
head, and no one should ho above an 
other or do the work of another, as the 
single pastor does. 

9. lienee, also, social distinctions 
should be unknown, and manual labor 
honored. 

10. Hence, too, no distinction in mate- 
rial conditions should exist, all being 
equally provided for. 

11. Toward the world — which is natu- 
rally selfish, we are to ho uuscllish, sac- 
rificing, serving, as Jesus was. 

Of course this is not all that could be 
said. Many specifications of moral char- 
acter might be named and discussed, and 
are so in tlie New Testament. But these 
seem essential. It is by such results 
as these tiiat tho tirst fruit of the Spirit 
is manifest. Without such love no joy 
or peace can come unto tlie soul. 

Now. my brethren, 1 want to ask you 
what, believing these things to be es- 
sential to Christianity, I ought to do? 
And if there are any of you who believe 
thus, what ought you to do? For action 
is our only salvation. It is sometimes 
shallowly, said that we need the spirit 
of Christ, and should not concern our- 
selves so much about externals. But a 
fruitless branch, though it be full of sap, 
is lit only to be burned. Jesus’ life was 
one of deeds. “If ye know these things, 
blessed are vo if vo do them.” 


man from among you.’ You say, per- 
haps, 1 sliould stand no chnuco of suc- 
ceeding, tiiat the church would quite 
likely vote mu out as a disturber of the 
peace. I)o you rosily think so. if I found 
a clenr ease of covetousness? Let us 
suppose tho most favorable conditions: 
that you secured a new pastor who 
sliould hnppeu to agree with me in tho 
main on theso questions, and tiiat ho and 
all who believe these things should seek 
to executo them. Did you ever see a 
church attempting a caso of discipline 
with some member of considerable prom- 
inence ami popularity? Home of us have. 

I assure you it is a very trying time. 
Parties are formed, and partisan passions 
stirred. A largo division and exodus 
are reasonably certain to ensue, which- 
ever way the question is settled. And 
this is usually so in case of some clearly 
marked aiql commonly recognized wrong- 
doing. How much more so would it he, 
if such n sin as covetousness were se- 
lected— a sin which is scarcely even 
thought of as really existing and to be 
corrected. Do you not see, if I were to 
begin such a work in tbit? church, how 
endlessly divisive and hopeless of ulti- 
mate purity it would be? Yet if I stay with 
you, that is what I must do. It is to- 
ward that I have been working all these 
seven years. You ask me if I over had 
any hope of succeeding in gutting these 
plans adopted? I hardly know what I 
hoped for. I have most devoutly and 
constantly prayed for such an issue. 1 
came from another church, whore wo 
had tried it in a very modified way, and 
had succeeded after a most exhausting 
struggle. It was good for the chutcli, 
for it lias luui a prosperous history over 
since as never before. But the cleansing 
was only partiallv done at best, and 
could not liavo been done at all on the 
lines I have now sketched out. Coming 
to you, somewhat disheartened, I have 
drifted a good deal with tlie current, yet 
hoped somehow at last to cliango its di- 
rection. I have tried to preach you tlie 
truth. In fact. I have said but little in 
these letters tiiat has not been said or 
hinted many times before. And now 
what shall I do? I think you will all 
agree that it was wise to go to studying 
something else for a living, 
if I intended to prosecute pastoral work 
in any church you know, of to tlie ex- 
tremes laid down in these letters. 
There remains but one course that 1 can 
see, ami that is to withdraw, and seek 
to form a now church on what seems 
to me the true basis. I do not think 
you need bo much startled at this propo- 
sition made in this public way. I shall 
not expect to establish any rival to your 
organization. Forbear wliat that church 
might be. First, it would be very small, 
probably never above a score or so of 
members. If it increased to a larger 
number, anew church would be formed; 
for only so could mutual watchcare be 
maintained, or departures from simplici- 
ty be prevented. Secondly, such a church 
would have no cliurcli-building; it would 
bo *a church in thy house.’ You recol- 
ljct no church in tho Now Testamei t 
bad a building, and they broke bread 
from house to house. Third, there would 
be very few meetings of a formal sort, 
perhaps none at all of a formal sort. 
Forms would be abhorred, baptism and 
the Lord’s) supper alone being constant, 
and these administered in the simplest 
possible way. Fourth, such a church 
would have no denominational name; 
this, for two reasons, namely: because a 
denomination is sure to become proud 
of itself instead of tlie truth it repre- 
sents, and so be partisan and unchristian; 
and because a denominational name ren- 
ders it impossible for one to bo under- 
stood if he differs from w liat that denom- 
ination has come to practice. If you al- 
low yourself to be called a Baptist or 
any other sectarian, immediately every 
one attributes to you tho principles and 
practices of those sectarians as they now 
exist. No matter how much you may 
protest and explain, tlie observer dis- 
counts all you say and estimates you by 
your setting. That is, you are perpetu- 
ally telling a falsehood by your relations, 
oven while speaking truth with your 
lips. This must have been one reason 
that Jesus would not let his disciples 
or others announce him as the Messiah; 
he was not what they meant by that 
word, and therefore, to declare that he 
was Messiah, would have been to convey a 
false impression to them. Ho, for me 
say 1 am a Baptist in the present scn»c 
of tiiat term, is not true. To bo sure, 1 
have said little iu these letters tiiat the 
early Baptists would not have rejoiced 
in; little, indeed, that you may not tiud 
in Di. Wayland’s later books published 
only 80 years ago. But I disown every 
party name, and would be known only as 
a Christian, neither of Paul nor of Apol- 
los, but only of Christ. 

1 hope 1 shall not he misunderstood. 
1 have no visionary expectations. 1 shall 
not be surprised if this now church con- 
sists oi but one. 1 shall be happy if it 
lias two or iliree. its object is not to 
succeed, but to bear witness to tlie 
truth. It might exist profitably for but 
one month, so it did faithfully strive to 
do tlie things which Christ lias said. 
Least of all is it my desire to start a new 
denomination, to establish some new 
methods and forms to he copied by oth- 
ers, and thus become a mere name aud 
automaton. Our only ambition will he 
to follow Jesus as best we can, while we 
have opportunity. 1 know almost noth- 
ing of constructive details. 1 only be- 
lieve that the general principles 1 havi 
discussed aro true in all they imply, and 
should bo put iuto practice by every dis- 
ciple of Jesus. 

Nor do 1 cherish any co-operative 
dreams, like tiiat of Brook Farm, tlie so- 
cialist propaganda and tlie anti-poverty 
societies. These all ignore tlie central 
selfishness of human hearts, and seek to 
make bricks without straw. Jesus did 
nothing so foolish. Ho tirst gave a now 
spirit, which sliould control aud finally 
exterminate tlie old selfish nature. It 
was an earthly principle, which every 
thoughtful nmu like Nicodemus ought 
to have discerned, tiiat, to enter tlie King- 
dom of God, a man must he horn again. 
God has so arranged tho economy of the 
gospel that he who helievos in his 
Son, receives this new Spirit, and may, 
if he will, become an heir of eternal ite, 
a cliild of the resurrection. 

Nor should I oxpect perfect peace ami 


for years— have even repeatedly declined 
the mime of Baptist— and you have not 
understood me, because my conformity 
to customs gave tho lie to my teaching. 
How many years should I have gone on 
preaching here without action of dissent, 
before you could liavo apprehended wliat 
you now see at a glance; such a true and 
emphatic witness action always is. 

Hence, nlso, such a church as I atn rec- 
ommending, would have no need to ex- 
plain away tho Scripture. Wo should 
n it have to inquire, for instance, wliat 
the Sermon on tho Mount can possibly 
mean. The only reason that we have to 
ask that now is tho inconsistency be- 
tween our conceptions and practices, and 
the palpable intent of Jesus’ words; so 
tiiat now much of our time in interpret- 
ing the Bible is spent in adapting it to 
our conditions, making it mean what our 
lives mean. The words will tie luminous 
with meaning, just as soon as wo do the 
leaching. This is the reason too why 
Christians roach the conception of high 
ideals ho slowly. Many of you have so- 
licited me to lie patient: tiiat such new 
views come with difficulty and only in 
process of growth. Do you not sec why 
they are so gradually apprehended? Be- 
cause neither 1 nor any of us is hearing 
clear testimony? Because tlie truth lias 
to fie received intellectually first and 
against the object lessons about us. A 
new doctrine appears very vague when 
held only as a theory iu abstraction. But 
let someone do the tiling advocated and 
then it iR a fact which no one can mis- 
take. Some of you have been Cliriwtiaus 
twenty years, and you are just beginning 
to see wliat the gospel means. And you 
practically urge me to wait twenty 
years for these young Christians to ar- 
rive at your present stage. But you 
might as well have seen all you now see, 
in twenty days as in twenty years. At 
tho outset had you seen Christians com- 
monly doing wliat you now’ see is their 
duty to do, you would have understood 
perfectly and at once. You might have 
rejected it indeed, but you would have 
understood clearly, and have been for- 
ever convicted. 

And now I think I need sav little more, 
only this: if any of you wish to join me 
in such an enterprise, I warn you that 
you do it deliberately, and for love of 
the truth. Do not follow me. I implore 
you. If you would not do it for Christ’s 
sake, you will only bring disappointment 
to yourself and disgrace to his name. Let 
no personal regard for me affect you in 
tlie slightest. But if you do clearly see 
and believe these tilings to be a part of 
tlie gospel, and do choose loss of all 
things for tlie love you have to Jesus 
Christ, I welcome you as a fellow-helper 
of tlie truth, and we will strive together 
for its furtherance in the world. 

Brethren of this cliurcli, 1 thank you 
for your patient hearing. My preaching 
among you is done. Forgive tlie faults 
of manner and spirit and bear only wliat 
is true and pern a ient. May God make 
you dent to me but quick to bear bis 
word ! 


Wliat, then, do you think I ought to 
do? There aro just two courses open to 
me, yos, throe. 1 can do nothing; sim- 
ply let things alone. But that 1 cannot 
do, aud make any profession of obedi- 
ence to Christ.

It is my 
duty, as it is tiiat of any member, to 
seek the removal of sins from ull the 
membership. It seems to me that many 
of us are covetous, for example. Shall I 
go to such a one, according to tlie scrip- 
tural direction, and seek to show him Ins 
fault? Shall I n»k others to go with 
fne, in case lie does not hoar me? And 
shall L finally bring the matter before 
the church? The explicit iujuuctiou of 
the apostle is, Tut away the covetous 


perpetual harmony in such a body, it 
must needs be that divisions arise; only 
so will the untrue be exposed, and tlie 
true proved true. Only in sueh contents 
concerning sincerity and principle does 
tho real character of men appear. Such 
a cliurcli would be a fire, a judgment 
day, for every member of it. 

Nor do I expect any perfect attainment, 
We shall lie a company of sinners to- 
gether, yet willing to become as t'luist, 
‘If any willoth to do his will, be shall 
know of tlie teaching whether it lie of 
God.’ Wo will accept the ideal at any 
rate, and work together for its realiza- 
tion. 

The best ncliievement of such a body 
will be its freedom to boar witnesi 
the truth as it is in Jesus. 

Take my own present position as an 
illustration. You understand me now, 
because 1 am doing wliat 1 am preach- 
ing, so far as 1 am able. Yot 1 have been 
proachiug substantially tho same truth

Tiik suggestion that Hon. Robert R. 
Bishop he appointed to till the position 
made vacant by the death of Judge 11a- 
con, originally catno from t lie Boston 
Herald, but it was immediately sec- 
onded by the press, without regard to 
party, and Mr. Bishop has reason to 
feel proud of the many commendatory 
notices he received throughout the 
State. Popular sentiment was so plain- 
ly expressed that Governor Ames did not 
delay in tendering the appointment to 
Mr. Bishop, and the people of Newton 
feel especially well pleased ai (the selec- 
tion of one who has always been an bon- 
ded citizen. His appointment will con- 
fer an honor upon the bench, and add to 
the confidence already felt in the judges 
of this state. The appointment is signi- 
ficant in another respect, ns it shows 
that while Governor Ames does not feel 
always called upon to listen to the ad- 
vice of politicians, ho nevertheless has 
such confidence in the State press that 
he is ever ready to listen to their sug 
gestions. Their adviee has the addition- 
al merit of being perfectly disinterested 


THE REVISED CHARTER. 


It is unfortunate that the charter com- 
mission did not see fit to adopt a more 
judicial tone in their report, as their 
arguments are weakened by the many 
inexact, not to say reckless, statements 
with which the report abounds. The 
condition of things under the present 
charter is stated rather more strongly 
than the facts will warrant. Theoretically 
the legislation uuder the present charter 
may be as “vicious” and “monstrous” as 
the commission claim, but practically it 
has served its purpose, and we have had a 
very fair form of city government. The 
commission's report has aroused strong 
antagonism, which is not soothed by the 
explanation that the statements were 
made in a “Pickwickian” sense only, and 
were not intended to have a (personal 
application. 

The list of names signed to tlie petition 
for a public hearing, and protesting 
against the measure being rushed 
through without a full and free discus 
sion of its provisons, naturally enough 
commanded respectful consideration, and 
the council thought it was best to hear 
what such men had to say before taking 
any definite action. 

In the joint convention Aldermen 
Pettee and Ward called attention to some 
of the more assailable points, and the 
former made the most brilliant speech 
that has been heard in the council 
chamber for a long time. It was good 
Matured, but witty and scare as tic by 
turns, and most of the points were fair- 
ly made. Alderman Ward also went 
directly to the heart of the matter by 
his shrewd comments and questions, and 
both speakers evidently had the 
sympathy of the majority of the council. 
There is no denying that the prospects 
arc rather dubious for any approval of 
the measure in its present shape. 

Radical as the proposed charter is, it 
does not yet suit Mr. Gamaliel Bradford, 
who in a letter to the Boston Transcript 
says that it is defective in that it gives 
the aldermen the (confirmation of the 
mayor’s appointments and removals. 
He argues that this opens the way for 
intrigue and the rule of the standing 
committees, nud destroys responsibility. 
The second defect he finds is the board 
of public works, who can be appointed 
or removed only with the consent of 
the aldermen, and who are inde- 
pendent of the mayor, although he is 
held responsible for their acts. Another 
criticism he makes is that the mayor, as 
well as the members of the hoard of 
public works, should have a seat in the 
board of aldermen and the right to take 
part in discussions. 

The provision that the mayor shall ap- 
point the city treasurer is also strongly 
objected to, and does not seem to he a 
wise one, and there are a number of 
other provisions which might lie put in- 
to better shape. As long as we are go- 
ing to have a new charter, we may as 
well take time enough to get the very 
best thing possible, and it seems to be in 
order to appoint another commission to 
revise the revision.

Ai. dkrman Childs stated at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen, Monday 
night, that .*>00 pamphlets containing tho 
report of the charter commission would 
cost about $250 and that 500 slips of the 
charter alone would cost §50. As ho is 
chairman of the printing committee he 
ought to be well posted, but it would be 
a very fortunate printer that could se- 
ine such contracts. The 500 fmmphlcts 
containing the commission’s report and 
the charter, could he done at a profit for 
§70. and the 500 slips ought not to cost 
over §15. If tho printing committee is 
paying such “monstrous” prices for the 
work they have done, it is no wonder 
that the charter commission condemned 
the system of doing business by joint 
committees. 

In former years the printing committee 
took the trouble to secure bids when 
they had any printing to be done.

Ex-Go vkknok Biiayman of Idaho Ter- 
ritory, who has lived many years in the 
Southern states, replies in this issue t o 
the letter of ex-Governor G'lafiin and of 
Principal Hinds in favor of the Blair bill. 
Mr. Brayman condemns the measure and 
advances some weighty arguments to 
show that it is botli unwise politically, 
and certain, if passed, to fail of the ob- 
jects aimed at. Congress may owe a du- 
ty, Mr. Brayman says, to the freedraen of 
the south, but as it failed to secure them 
their political rights, it is rather too late 
to profess sympathy and make a great 
appropriation for a class who would not 
be likely to receive the benefit of the na- 
tional benefaction. Tbe Blair bill is not 
only devoid of statesmanship, but it 
would never have been seriously consid- 
ered but for the great anxiety of the pol- 
iticians to dispose of the enormous sur- 
plus in the national treasury.

The Boston school 
board evidently does not profess to bo 
superior to public opinion, but the whole 
occurrence shows the folly of subjecting 
school teachers to annual elections, in- 
stead of making their term of office dur- 
ing good behavior, 


The republican state committee have 
called the commitiou to select four dele- 
gates at large and four alternates to meet 
at Tremont Temple, April 25, at 11 
o’clock a. in.

whole hoard and now he only wants to 
have three members. 

Mr. Frost said tho change wns not so 
great ns appeared, hut the committee 
thought tho same thing would he accom- 
plished in another way. Protracted dis- 
cussion in the board would lie avoided, 
nnd the smaller committee would only 
have to consider matters referred to it 
and nominate teachers. 

The motion to have the High school 
committee consist of only three mem- 
bers was passed. 

A motion was then marie to strike out 
the words “and supervision” from Uip 
rules. 

Mr. Parker said he thought some ex- 
planarion of the words “have charge of 
the schools,” as the rules would be left, 
should he given. 

Dr. Baker thought tho change was a 
good one as the rules now smack of the 
time when the school hoard did its own 
supervision. He thought it would he 
better to And a less comprehensive word 
than “charge.” 

Mr. Dickinson said that the same 
phraseology was used in tiie public stat- 
utes. The superintendent lmd no pow- 
ers under the statutes. but only hucii as 
the committee gave him. Charge was 
a good word and he favored letttng it 
stand. 

Mr. Parker said lie perfectly agreed 
with the last speaker, the committee 
was given absolute charge of tiie schools 
and of the superintendent. He would 
like to know, however, if a member of 
the district committee had any right to 
give directions. 

Mr. Dickinson said that the statutes re- 
ferred to the committee as a whole and 
did not recognize district committees. 

Mr. Frost said that the school commit- 
tee would have full power to direct the 
superintendent. 

L)r. Baker said that the hoard was tiie 
only body that had control of the super- 
intendent. 

Mr. Parker said that the rules in re- 
gard to the duties of the 'superintendent 
and tiie rights of the committees were 
still obscure. 

Mr. Barton thought that the whole 
discussion was useless. The superin- 
tendent was appointed hy the board to 
supervise the schools, and that was his 
duty and not the duty of tiie committee. 

Mrr Burr thought tiie whole discussion 
was mainly about words; if tiie commit- 
tee had charge, they had the right to 
supervise. If the object was to limit the 
powers of the commmittee, a different 
form would have to l>e chosen for the 
rules, and the word charge left out. The 
rules should say so if the committees 
were to he committees of reference only. 

Mr. Barton said that the committee 
on rules had drawn up a measure which 
expressed their views which read as fol- 
lows: “The High school committee shall 
he a committee of reference for all mat- 
ters referred to it by the board and to 
nominate all teachers.” 

Mr. Barton moved that this ride be 
adopted in place of the other 

Mr, Dickinson thought tiie word 
charge was just the word that was need- 
ed, as the committee was in charge of the 
schools. They were responsible, and the 
word should be left just as it was. The 
committee have tiie right to give direc- 
tions and they are responsible for what is 
done. 

Mr. Parker agreed heartily with Mr 
Dickinson, the rule proposed hy Mr. Bar- 
ton made the committees mere iioncnti 
ties. 

Mr. Barton’s amendment was not sec- 
onded and the original motion to strike 
out “and supervision” was passed, leav- 
ing tho committee “in charge” of the 
schools. 

A motion was made to elect the two 
members of the High school committee 
on tiie same ballot, and 1 1 ballots were 
cast, ou which Mr. Dickinson received 9 
votes and Kev. Mr. Hornbrookc 8, and 
they were declared elected. 

Mr. Barnard gave notice that he pro 
posed to introduce the subject of “Indus- 
trial Training,” in tiie schools, in regard 
to which Newton was far behind tiie age. 
at a future meeting, when lie should ask 
tiie board to consider the matter. The 
hoard then adjourned.

To tho Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

Dear Sir:— A friend sends to mo a copy 
of your paper containing a communica- 
tion of Hon. Win. Clafflin covering an- 
other from Principal Hinds of Bryant 
School, Roslyn, L. I., in reply to strict- 
ures on the “Blair Bill” by President 
Barnard and of Mr. Seaver, Superinten- 
dent of Boston Public Schools, published 
in the Evening Post. 

Neither gentlemen gives good reasons 
why the bill should prevail. Ono very 
material point is left out of question. 
Always excepting powers reserved to 
Congress in the constitution, the states 
are sovereign. As such their rights of 
eminent domain to all lands, is inherent. 

A state admitted without conditions, as 
to lands within its limits, would have 
such lands. While the territorial condi- 
tion subsists, Congress controls, but tho 
bare act of admission to statehood, vests 
tho lands in the state. Congress having 
the right to impose conditions precedent, 
reserved the public lands, except a 
moiety for purposes of education, etc. 
So that Congress did not grant, but only 
reserved. 

It may bo claimed that Congress did 
donate lands to the states and territories 
by the act of July 2, 1802, for education 
al purposes. Let it bo borne in mind, 
however, that the sad experiences of war 
bad taught the nation that care for 
“general welfare” required a new 
effective system of education in military 
science, drill and tactics. This furnished 
an object sufficiently national, and justi- 
fied a contribution by government to 
maintain aud keep available, iu case of 
future wars, in every community and 
state, a body of citizens capable of mill 
tary service and leadership. 

in proof of this purpose, and the suc- 
cess of its accomplishment, it is true 
that in colleges and universities estab- 
lished by the state under these laws, 
officers are detailed from the regular 
army as professors; students are uni- 
formed, organized into companies aud 
regiments, armed, equipped, taught and 
drilled in the army manuals, thus pre- 
pared for instant service. It can never 
be estimated how many thousands of 
lives, and millions of money were sacri- 
ficed, how often the llag was trailed in 
tho dust, and victories turned into de- 
feats, because our gallant men were com- 
pelled to learn their duty in doing it. 
That donation was certainly for “the 
general welfare.” The grants of public 
lands for canals and railroads were made, 
not as donations to states, for simple 
state purposes, but to promote commerce 
and intercourse among the several states. 
A national object. 

The reference to the legislation of 
Massachusetts fifty years ago, under the 
lead of Horace Mann, making donation 
to towns in aid of education, is not for- 
tunate. A state may do what Congress 
may not. A state may establish or 
abolish colleges, schools, hospitals, in- 
firmaries, asylums, cities, towns and 
counties. Can Congress, under the 
clause “general welfare” do this? Presi- 
dent Barnard is clearly right in saving 
that that clause lias been abused. Con- 
gress has, oft times, especially since the 
war, gone beyond the intent of the con- 
stitution, and legislated on subjocts left 
to state control. Instead of presuming 
upon this license to go further, it is 
better to pause and consider, that though 
the term “State Rights” has still an offen- 
sive sound, the states have rights, aud 
the powers of Congress limitations. 

The terms “mendicancy and beggary,” 
do not belong to the subject. Tliero is 
in them no argument. Yet they suggest 
the fact that there is a strong feel- 
ing iu southern states, led by statesmen 
and newspapers of commanding iullu- 
enee, iu opposition to the Blair Bill. 

They are making grand and successful 
efforts iu the cause of education, and as- 
sert their ability to take care of them- 
selves, without government patronage. 

Mr. Hinds refers to begging by colleges, 
but does not say that they succeed iu 
bugging appropriations from the national 
treasury. 

Another (and an unwelcome) consider- 
ation comes iu. Mr. Clafflin unfortunate- 
ly says, “if there is any unfulUUed duty 
which Congress owes to the south, it is 
its obligation to aid the cause of educa- 
tion.” Had Mr. Clafflin been more ex- 
plicit iu saying whether ho means, by 
“the South,” the dominating white race, 
or the whole people, including the blacks 
who, iu some states constitute the 
majority, it would be easier to decide 
whether Congress owes any “unfilled 

duty.” 

lie it remembered that before emanci- 
pation, the education of the negroes was 
forbidden by law, and uo education for 
the “poor white trash” provided; that 


pertinent might be made. 

The experiment made some half a cen- 
tury ago, of distributing a surplus 
among the states,’ does not appear an en- 
couraging example. Lost in jobbery 
among politicians anil lobbyists, little 
good to tho pcoplo, and a corrupting in- 
fluence came of it. It may bo feared 
that, in such ways, the benevolent inten- 
tions of this bill might fall Abort of 
realization. 

It may bo truly said, that tliero is 
wonderful recuperation in tho legislation 
and public sentiment of the late slave 
states. No people, in any ago, have 
made such swift and solid progress from 
darkness to light. 

Wo of tho north have expected too 
much, demanding, in twenty yoars, tho 
work of generations. Though so much 
remains to be done, tho governing race 
in (the southern states deserve un- 
measured praise for what they have al- 
ready accomplished. They are working 
nut, with courago and success, tlioir own 
redemption from tho bondage which 
weighed so heavily, not only on their 
slaves, but upon themselves. Every year 
brings progress and improvement. The 
Blair bill will hinder, not help. The 
offered largess will he doomed an intru- 
sion, and resented as a dole and a bribe. 
The idea of “mendicancy” will, inevit- 
ably go with it. It will weaken state 
effort. It is not good for people or 
states to cheapen tho virtue of sturdy 
self reliance, and lean upon tho arm of a 
paternal government. The constitution 
docs not make our general government 
an Eleemosynary Institution. In this 
matter, each state must do its own work. 


Tho power, the duty, tlio right is with 
them. In no souse in which the consti- 
tution was coucoivcd, does tho proposed 
appropriation come within tho power of 
Congress to legislate for “tho general 
welfare.” 

Congress does owe an “unfulfilled 
duty” to tho south, not to pnt money in 
state treasuries to be disposed of by 
legislatures, but to protect those whom 
it enfranchized and made freemen and 
citizens in the enjoyment of their civil 
and political rights. Having failed in 
this duty, let not tho sympathies of the 
country and actions of Congress ho in- 
voked in behalf of the class who most 
need, but are least likoly to receive, tho 
benefit of thp national benofaction. 

An exaggerated idea of state rights 
brought on tho civil war. Wo made an 
end of that delusion. And here is a good 
time to begin, in a mild way, to plead in 
behalf of state rights without suspicion 
of disloyalty. As a nation wo are one. 
As a union of states, “many in one.”

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MILITARY DRILL. 

T1IK QUESTION DISCUSSED P.Y THE WEST 

NEWTON LYCEUM. 

The Lycntim mot at City Hull. Momluy 
evening, to debate on tlio question post- 
poned from March lltli. The musical 
program was furnished by Miss Gray and 
Miss Hollingsworth of Lasoll Seminary. 
The former opened the oxorciccs with a 
delightful rendering of Schubert's Im- 
promptu, <)i>. 142, No. :i. Her playing 
was unusually clear and expressive. 
President Allen introduced as the lec- 
turer of the evening, Mrs. (’.A. Sever- 
ance, formerly of Anlmrndalc, whospoko 
on tlio “Moral Element in Military Drill.” 
She based her objection to military drill 
in schools on the ground that it is not a 
necessity for self-deforfoe, or for the de- 
fence of the nation or institutions. As 
now practiced, battles are most disloyal 
to the Prince of Ponce. The right of 
self-defence may ho granted without 
dooming nation and people to war. Man 
is vastly more than any possession of ter- 
ritory. All men have rights which 
all others are bound to respect. Do we 
not all feci the brutality of this way of 
dofencc. It seems impossible for womau 
to logically uphold training which makes 
her sons murderers of other mother's 
sons. -Reasoning on general principles, 
shows it to bo a gradual incentive to self- 
defence. Even now wo see the bad ef- 
fects of street parades. The gradual 
abolishment, of capital punishment is 
showing the etTect. in the right direction. 
The aim of all schools should be to turn 
out boys— men. What a man sows, that 
shall be also reap. The logic of a kiss 
tor a blow has already justified itself in 
the world. Let us sanction the mothers’ 
appeal not tir allow the boys to be taught 
warfare. The argument “we must have 
soldiers to deal with mobs” is unneces- 
sary. The police are sufficient for that 
work. We are told that war does not 
come legitimately with the question, and 
that woman has no right to say anvthing 
about it. That wo are sentimental. Is 
not love for child and nation a sentiment, 
unable to bo solved by man. 

The serious and well taken objection is, 
that daughters are not brought into the 
drill. The gymnasium is good enough 
for both girls and boys. Let us not be 
content to place ourselves with those 
who “can’t see becauso they won’t.” 
Mrs. Severance quoted Prof. Hitchcock of 
Amherst as saying that military drill for 
boys is unnatural and wrong. That it 
lines not bring into play all or even the 
most prominent of the mustHcs of the 
body. 

Mrs. Walton then read npoemjllustrat- 
ing a mother’s sorrow at the loss of her 
two sons in battle, followed by Miss Hol- 
lingsworth of Lasell Seminary who was 
heard to good advantage in Arditi’sVocal 
Waltz. She possesses a very fine, 
flexible voice, over which she has perfect 
control, while her tone is exceptionally 
pure. 

TIIK DK1IATE. 

President Allen read the question, “lie- 
solved, that Military Drill forms no Le- 
gitimate Part of School Education.” Mr. 
N. T. Allen . was introduced as the 
speaker in the affirmative. The position 
1 take, said Mr. Allen, has no particu- 
lar reference to any one sc iool. If in 
any place the military should be sus- 
tained, it is the Newton High School. In 
three weeks 1 shall have completed my 
40 years of teaching in Newton, and so I 
know something of Newton. The New- 
ton High School is one of the best to be 
found and is a good medium for knowl- 
edge. Every important subject for the 
good of one or any people, should be 
settled upon principle. If l am sick, l 
call a good physician. If l want to build 
a house, 1 send for a good carpenter, and 
so everything should be done with the 
aim of success. In America we are de- 
ficient in regard to taking scientific mat- 
ters into our own hands when they 
should bo left where they belong— with 
experts. Let us look at the drill from a 
physical standpoint. When the Eng- 
lish prepare their young men for lito 
in the world they put them at school, 
give them lots of exercise and plenty of 
fresh air, and the gentlemen or higher 
class, send to the training schools. Here 
they are instructed morally, physically 
and religiously. In these schools, and 
there are some of the best in the world 1 
have visited, there is no military d i ill, 
but rowing, cricket or something that 
tends to develop every muscle in the 
body. Wlien in 1872 iii Germany, Prus- 
sia was on her knees before Napoleon, 
they placed the educational matters in 
the hands of some of the greatest men 
that ever lived. There isn’t a school in 
this country that can compare with those 
in Germany, physically or otherwise. 
How did they do it? There is,not an in- 
stance of tlio military drill. Of *>(X) mus- 
cles in the human body, not l-*> part are 
attempted to be touched by tliedrill. in 
the upper classes, in Germany, the boys 
remain in school until about 18 years of 
age, and the lower classes until they are 
14, when they arc put through a thor- 
ough system of gymnastics. Dr Sargent of 
Havard College, one of the best informed 
men in gymnastics this country lias, says 
that the drill is not only of no benefit to 
hoys, hut actually hurts them. It makes 
the right arm longer than the left and 
when they leave their schools to go to 
college, this evil lias to be overcome. 

Mil. MARCUS MORTON 
was introduced in the negative and said, 

1 am not in favor of war, nor do I be- 
lieve in disputes between nations. In 
ibis country we seem to have a perma- 
nent assurance of peace, but since tlio 
war, other disturbing elements have risen 
up, that moral suasion is hardly able to 
solve. Part of the negative side of this 
question, is to tell w hat is necessary in 
order to crush these disturbing elements. 
In a country like ours with a imputation 
of fit), 000,000 people, we should be on our 
guard to have forces nil ready for emer- 
gencies. Increasing (lie police force is 
practically military drill. If there was 
no discipline to tlie police force how 
would they ever get along in an emer- 
gency. I think Mr. Allen’s illustration 
in regard to foreign powers is hardly to 
tlie point. In despotic governments 
there are large standing armies, and 
there is no need of military school drill.

said at no time were young men pre- 
pared to learn the drill so well. They 
never forget wliut they learn and they 
will sometime he needed. The police 
foice may sometime he inadequate to 
dispel mobs and rioters. The Chicago 
riot was a good illustration of this. 
There it was necessary to call out the 
militia. The police are partly military, 
only their arms are unseen. Hints may 
happen almost amounting to insurrec- 
tions, and then the young men will lie 
Metaled. 

Mr. Morton of the High school thought 
that for physical exercise walking was 


about, as good as anything. In the late 
war many officers who were given high 
positions wero untrained, ami the neces- 
sity of well drilled men was then realized, 
lie did not believe that tlio military tlrill 
puts a longing for war into hoys, it makes 
them more patriotic for their country. 
Again the military drill tenches respect 
toward superiors, which was something 
gained, to he taught that only immediate, 
implicit, obedience is wanted. 

Mr. Goodrich, also of the High School, 
thought that the object of the drill had 
been misunderstood by the speakers in 
the affirmative. As regards tlie length- 
ening of tlio right. arm it is because of 
carrying the gnu so much with that arm, 
hut just carrying a gun is not all there is 
to military drill. You must learn to 
obey quickly and surely. Instead of sim- 
ply helping one-fifth or the muscles, it 
helped all. 

Mr. Walton said that tlio purpose of 
education is to give a certain amount, of 
knowledge to those who seek it. The 
military drill is not at all legitimate, us- 
ing it in its common sense. The way in 
which the provision for drills was se- 
cured, was that the’ Iloston schools got 
a bill through the Legislature, and now 
any school can go to work and got up a 
battalion and charge it. to the State. Ho 
thought that, tliedrill made boys more 
important than they should ho at their 
age. 

Mr. Marcus Morton asked that tlie 
gcntlonion would remain after the close 
of tlio mooting to take action upon or- 
ganizing a committee to see to the Lyce- 
um next year. President Allen said that 
next Monday evening the Hall would 
probably bo engaged, and so the concert 
would have to ho postponed for a week. 

Mr. N. T. Allen closed the argument 
very briefly, and the meeting adjourned. 

The attendance was not very large ow- 
ing to the storm. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 


HOW TIIK CHINESE CITIES ANI) NATIVES 
STRIKE NEWTON EVES. 

(rroin hii Occasional Correspondent of Tiik 
Ora fiiic.] 

Hong Kong, March 3rd. 

We arrived in Hong Kong the 4th of 
February on the “Airlie,” twenty-one 
days out from Sydney. The scenery as 
you enter Hong Kong harbor is very line, 
as tlie land is high and rises abrubtly 
from the sea. The city has a very for- 
eign look, us the houses are all built with 
stono balconies on each story, and tlio 
steepness of tlie laud makes tlie houses 
appear as if piled tier upon tier. All tlie 
steamers anchor in the harbor and we go 
on shore in a sampan. These sampans 
are everywhere on the water; they are 
like rather large row-boats with a cov- 
ered place, under which the passengers 
sit. Whole families live in these small 
boats, and even tho smallest child takes 
part in the navigation, pulling an oar 
with the skill of veterans. Yon can hire 
these boats for all day for seventy-five 
cents, and as one dollar in their money is 
worth only seventy-live cents in ours, 
this seems very cheap, as it forms the 
whole support of a family of seven or 
more. When wo reach the landing we 
are surrounded bv a lot of coolies, who 
all want to carry our baggage. We start 
for the hotel with us many as we have 
pieces of baggage. The Hong Kong ho- 
tel is a large brick building with large 
airy rooms. It is very comfortable in 
summer, but in spite of the open lire in 
oiu' room we are chilly part of tho time. 
Hong Kong is in tlie tropics, and they 
never have snow there, but it seemed 
very cold to us after our warm tripacross 
the equator. The streets run parallel to 
the water front, and are connected by 
cross streets very much up bill. All the 
streets are smooth, and have cut granito 
gutters and sidewalks. The buildings 
are handsome and elaborate, and are 
built for a comparatively small sum by 
the cheep coolie labor. There are few 
horses in Ilong Kong, all the conveyanc- 
ing being done in sedan chairs, carried 
on the shoulders of two, three, or four 
coolies, or in jiuricleshas (pronounced 
riksha). The latter are a kind of buggy, 
drawn by a coolie, who trots along at a 
great pace without seeming to get tired. 
There are a few European stores, but 
the Chinese do almost all the business, 
and work so cheaply and well, that they 
defy European competit ion. They mon- 
opolize tlie photograph, tailorin , and 
{ many other businesses. Ilong Kong is 
; the business office of Canton. It. lias few 
: factories and those principally of sugar. 
The foreign residents are not separated 
here from tlie Chinese as in Cautou, lint 
| live in a great many cases in palatial res- 
idences along the hill back ot the town. 

[ This hill is called the “Peak,” and is 
18(H) feet high and surmounted by an ob- 
servatory. Tlie view from it is very line, 
the harbor and ship* seeming to lie at 
your feet. 

i Tlioro are few places of interest in 
Ilong Kong, tlie Ilanpy Valiev and race 
i course are about tlie only exceptions. 
Our visit to the Happy Valley was very 
pleasant, as the gardens were full of the 
most magnificent roses ami other flower- 
ing plants. The gardener told us that it 
was tho worst season of the year, too. 

Stoumcrs run twice a day to Canton 
and once a day to Macao. < 'atiton is IM> 
miles up the river, and we took tlie night 
boat and arrived at 10 o’clock in the 
morning. The trip up was uneventful, 
but it seemed strange to sue an armory 
of bright guns marked “Loaded” in the 
European saloon, and bars to keep the 
Chinese out in case of riot. 

The steamer is allowed to carry over 
2,000 Chinese, and it seemed to me Unit 
our lower deck was packed as thick as it 
would hold, hut the captain said no, that 
we had only six hundred. When we 
lauded in Canton we immediately started 
for the foreign quarter, which is built on 
an island ami only connected with the 
native town by two bridges, which are 
guarded by soldiers. Wo saw no neces- 
sity for these soldiers, but were told that 
iu ’K3 thirteen houses were looted by tlie 
natives. We presented our letters and 
wero very kindly received by the gentle- 
men to whom they were addressed, lie 
hail a nice lunch put up for us which 
we took witli us in our sedan chairs 
and afterwards ale at the top of a pago- 
da in the presence of live gaudy, life- 
sized iniugoHof different .losses. It was 
very cold up there, hut the view of the 
town was line. Canton streets are very 
narrow; it is only at intervals that chuirs 
can pass each other. Everything is so 
foreign th.it it seems impossible to tell 
much about it. Thu stores w hich line 
tlie streets have lots of strange things in 
them, particular) v tlie markets. The 
meat markets, with dried geesa, ducks, 
and even monkeys hanging about; tlie 
fruit markets with vegetables, which 


have been forced to grow in strange 
shapes, and many of which I did not 
even know Hie names. The fish market 
is perhaps the queerest of all. They 
keep all the flah alive, except those that 
they are cutting up and selling. They 
sell any amount, from one oasli worth to 
a whole lish. You can imagine the 
smallness of this when it takes sixteen 
hundred of these cash to make our dol- 
lar. I bought a double handful for 
ten cents, to give to beggars, 
and though they were Humorous 
and I parted with my cash freely, 1 did 
not get rid of much more than half ot 
them. We visited many temples of all 
sorts and sizes. One called the “Temple 
of tliei •"»( m ) Genii,” has five hundred I 
images of different gods all gilded, and 
each having .loss sticks burning in front. 
At the earnest requestor our guide, who 
by tint wav was an old rascal, we each 
burned a stick iu front of tlio very high- 
est Joss of the lot. The “Temple of 
Horrors” is a sell, tlie horrors are very 
second rate representations of boiling in 
oil, sawing bodies in two, etc. Tlie silk 
weaving was very interesting, and the 
looms are quite complicated. The execu- 
tion ground was a long narrow yard with 
lots of pottery in it drying. It is cleared 
out in the days when criminals are exe- 
cuted. We saw the executioner and his 
sword. Tho sword was a heavy blade 
and very sharp. They unearthed a head 
for our edification out of ' one of the jars 
standing about. The old water clock is a 
strange contrivance, but is very accurate, 
the guide told us. It consists of four 
bruHs basins out of which the water drips 
into tlio last one on which is a scale 
marking the time. We visited tlie silk 
stores and admired their embroidery 
very much, though the prices charged 
did not strike us as remarkably cheap. 
The carved hlnckwood cabinets, however, 
were so tempting that we had to think 
constantly of freight to he paid and 
duties, etc., to keep from buying all we 
saw. Few of the dwelling houses are 
more than one storv high, and all the 
buildings are covered with tiles. Crick 
is tlie almost universal building material. 
The prisons are rude affairs, and the 
prisoners did not seem to mind their 
confinement very much. Some of them 
bad wooden frames around their necks 
with their crimes detailed on them. 

The tiling wo most enjoyed was our 
visit to tlie “Flower boats” in the even- 
ing. These are in the floating city part 
of tlie town, and are a species of restaur- 
ant where the wealthy Chinese get their 
dinners. These boats are all near to- 
gether in one place, though surrounded 
by boat houses and shops. The boat 
city is laid out in streets and cross 
streets, and the boate|are moored perma- 
nently side by side and held together 
by chains. 

Some of the flower boats are very 
elaborate with walks hung with silk em- 
broidery, and stone and marble furniture 
elaborately carved. When we arrived at 
the boats in a sampan they were in the 
midst of their’ evening performance. 
They had two musicians, one playing a 
banjo and another a fiddle. The singing 
girls accompanied themselves also on a 
kind of drum. These girls walk about 
from boat to boat and sing at them all. 
They were very pretty with their bright 
eyes and penciled eyebrows. They had 
the small feet too, not three inches long 
1 should say. We met some very intelli- 
gent Chinamen at tho boat at which we 
stopped, anil they invited us to take 
“chow” (food) with them. We tried all 
sorts of dishes, course after course-, and 
then when we thought we had gottun all 
through, we began again. The drink 
they band around in little cups 1 thought 
very good. 

Tea is handed very frequently, and a 
hoy stands ready to hand you a pipe, 
from which you take a few whiffs and 
the tobacco is exhausted, he cleans and 
fills it again. We gave them some of our 
tobacco, and tried to do everything they 
did. Eating with chopsticks we could not 
accomplish well, but we learned to ignite 
a taper by blowing on it. It sounds easy 
but try it. We bought a lot of curios in 
Canton, silk, carved ivory, embroideries 
ami other little things. 

One of the features of the city is the 
travelling iestruuraiits;this is a little cook 
ing outfit, carried as tlie coolies carry 
everythiug.slungat tlie ends of a bamboo 
pole. Barber shops abound and we were 
surprised to see tlie number of Yankee 
notions sold in the small shops, prin- 
cipally lamps, knives, pocketbooks, 
towels, etc. Wo spent the night on the 
steamer and came back to Ilong Kong 
on the next day. The trip down the 
liver was not especially interesting. It 
was near the time of the Chinese New 
Year, which is Feb. 1 1, so the junks were 
gaily decorated with flags. There are 
several tall pagodas, hut they are not 
numerous, and from their position are 
evidently signal towns. Every bit of 
ground which lias the slightest raise is 
used as a cemetery, and one mountain 
back of tlio city was covered with 
mounds. These extensive uemetaries 
use up a great deal of valuable agricul- 
tural land, and are a great bother. Some 
of the villages hud towers in them built 
to commemorate the taking ot a degree 
at the examinations in Peking of one of 
the villagers. Hice Helds abound along 
the river, and the growing of sugar 
cane forms tlie great industry. 

Wo were told that above Canton are 
enormous ponds where fish are raised 
artificially. We did not visit these ponds 
but our steamer carried down great 
quantities of live lish raised there, to 
Ilong Kong. These lish are kept in 
tanks, ami coolies pail the water out and 
pour it back to aerate it. We spent two 
more days in Hong Kong, then sailed 
for Yokaliama. 8. It. B. 


The Newton City Charter. 

[Boston lk-ndd.] 

The tendency to eonsoliate municipal 
work into a few responsible bunds is 
shown in the disposition of Massachu- 
setts cities to reform their old charters. 
The report of the special commissioners 
appointed to cousider the revision of tlie 
city charter of Newton is a distinct 
movement in this direction, although not 
in all respects quite as complete as one 
could wish. It is promised that the 
mayor shall have the sole power of ap- 
pointment to all municipal offices, sub 
ject to the confirmation of the board of 
aldermen, ami that he may also suspend 
such officials, for cause, for a period not 
exceeding fifteen days; the suspension to 
bo a removal if a majority of the alder- 
men shall sustain tlie mayor iu bis action. 
It seeniH to us that this is to quite a de- 
gree in conflict with the statement that 
the commissioners make “that the ex- 
ecutive department shall never exercise 
any legislative power, ami the legislative 
ilepartinent shall never exercise any ex 
uciitivu power,” for, if tlie proposed 
board ot aldermen is iu have u veto 
power over the mayor's appointments, 
and if a majority of its imnnhurs may 
keep in office a mail w bom the mayor be- 
lieves unfitted for public trust, tlie legis 
lative branch of tlio government may in- 
terfere almost us effectually in executive 
work as if it made the appointments it- 
self uml directed the manner in which 
administrative officers should perform 
their duty. It seems to us that, iu order 


to secure the best results, absolute re- 
sponsibility for executive work should 
be vested in the mayor, who could then 
he hold by the people to a strict personal 
accountability for the honest and efficient 
perforinnnrtfof public work by the men 
whom he chose, or, if these subordinates 
of his selection failed to do their duty, 
he would share with them the responsi- 
bility for such dereliction if he did not 
immediately remove them. Iu large ad- 
ministrative operations, one-man power 
is the wisest method, and in municipal 
corporations, where the one man has each 
year to render an account of his steward- 
ship to the people, there is no reason to 
tear that an unwarrantable use will be 
made of this great authority.

The committee 
iuteml visiting every family in the place 
and give all an opportunity to subscribe 
for this object, and the interest in the 
question of a hall has become a wide- 
spread. It is expected that there will he 
a very general willingness to help the 
matter forward, by investing in the 
stock. The owners of the post office 
block have, through their agent, Mr.jW. S. 
Richards, prepared plans for the en- 
largement of the present building, to 
contain more stores, and a hull, with 
ante rooms, at an exnense of about 
*12,500. ’The owners will require a guar- 
antee from citizens of a fair rate of in- 
terest for the outlay.
